EFORE we come to a par- 
ticular Recital of the Six 
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Four Parts of the World, and of cer- 


tain _— appertaining to the 


Sphere, and Geography, to the end 
that the Reader may the more eaſily 
g—_—_ ſuch things as he ſhall find 
d.ſperſed here hd there in theſe my 
Writings ; laying down for certain 
and neceſſary Maxims ſeveral things 
which I ſhould otherways have been 
conſtrain'd, too often, to repeat ; tho' 
but touching as it were upon what 
might be ſaid of this Science, the 
more cxaQt Reſearch, and Knowledge 
of which, I leave to thoſe who make 
Prafefon thereof, and who are more 
Learned therein than my felt, who 
defire to know no more thereof than 
what may be neceſſary for me in the 
Narratioa of my Voyages. 


Know then that Gad hath ſo diſpo- 
the Univerſe, that he hath joined the 
Earth and the Sea in one round Maſs, 
whaſe Weight repoles in the Centre 
of the World, as being the loweſt 
Place,ſerving for amoſtfureRetreatand 


Earth for Convenient Habitation for Man and 
Nev 24 Beaſt, in Parts raiſed above the Wa- 


ters, Which bave their limited Place 
in 
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in the Abyſms and Depth of the 
Earth. Now theſe Waters encompaſs 
all the Earth, and ſeparate it by an 
admirable Artifce into Three great 
and ſpacious Continents, or firm,, 
Lands, vpon the which ( according rinex. 
to the order and firuation of the ſupe- 
r10r rom 4 the World ) _ Coſmo- 

aphers place Five principal Circles, 
which bo the EquinoQial, the Two 
Tropicks of C:pricorn, and the Two 
Polar-Circles, Artick, and Antartick. 
The firſt Circle is called EquinoQial, circle of 
becauſe the Sun coming underneath #** 5p5me 
the Circle, (which happens Twice in Z,4 
the Year, about the 21ſt. of March, 
and the 24th. of Seprember) cauſes, 
throughout the whole World, Day 
and Night to be of equal length. Ir 
is equally diſtant from rhe Two Poles, 
and divideth the Terreſtrial Globe in- 
to Two Hemiſpheres, or equal Parts, 
one extending towards the North, 
and the other rowards the South. 

The Second Circle is the Tropick 
of Cancer, or Solſtice of the Sum- 
mer, becauſe rhe Sun arriving there, 
cauleth Sumner to all the Countries 
onthis ſide the Equinottial, thewhich

happens at ſuch time as the Sun enters 
into the firſt degree of Cancer, which 
is about the *22d. of Jexe ; and then 
we have the longeſt Days, and ſhorteſt 
Nights in the Year. The Circle is 
diſtant from the Equator 23 Degrees 
and a half towards the Border ot the 
North. 

The Third Circle is the Tran 
of Capricorn, or Solſtice of the Win- 
ter, where the Sun arriving, which 1s 
about the 23d. of December, cauſeth 
the ſhorteſt Days and longeſt Nights 
with us; for to the other Hemiſp 
of the South happens the contrary. 
It has the ſame Declenſion of the 
quator towards the South as the other, 
to wit 23 Degrecs. 

The Fourth Circle, is the Circle 
Artick, and the Fitth, Antartick ,; 
each of them diſtant from its Pole 23 * 
Degrees and a half. 

Now by theſc Four laſt Cucles, all 


the Earth is divided into Five Zones, 


or Girdles, which encompals and co- 
ver the Face of the Earth, one of 
which is.called Torrid or Burnt, two 
Temperate, and rwa Cold, The Tor- 
rid is ſituated betwixt the Two Tro- 

. picks, 
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picks, 45 Degrees in breadth ; one of 
the Temperate, Septentrional betwixt 
the Tropick, and Cancer, and the 
Circle-Artick ; the other, Meridional, 
betwixt the Tropick and Capricorn, 
and the Circlc-Antartick, of 43 De- 
rees each. The two Cold, are one 
wixt the Circle-Artick and its Pole, 
and the other betwixt the Circle-An- 
tartick, and its other Pole, cach of 


23 Degrees. 
The Torrid Zone, thus called by 
the Ancients, in of the Opi- 


nion which they had, that becauſe of 
the Perpendicularity, and ordinary 
Neighbourhood of the Sun, all thelc 
Countries were uninhabitable , be- 
cauſe of the exceſſive Heats, alſo that 
the cold Zones were fo, becauſe of 
the exceſſive Cold , cauſed by the 
ear diſtance and lowneſs of this 
me Planet. Bur the Navigators of 
ours, and the precedent Ages, have 
by experience tound all theſe Coun- 

tries Habitable and Pcopled ; ſo that TrridZone 

ſome of the moſt Wiſe and Learned «Sire. 
_— Ancients, have left be- 
hind them in their Writi m_— 
I- 


ence, 


courſe according to Real 
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ence, than by Experience : For in the 
Torrid Zone, _ _ _ = Day - 
ntly remperared by the Cold, equa 

—erego Night ; and in hay ad 
Zones, the Air is mitigated in Sum» 
mer, by reaſon of the long Reſidence 
of the Sun in their Horizon ; belides 
the Cold there is rendred the lels in- 
fupportable, i regard there being 
very little or nu Winds, and their 
Blaſts very feeble and weak. *Tis 
true, the Countries under the cold 
Zones are ſcarcely Inhabized, becauſe 
the Earth does not there fructific as in 
the Temperate, But as for thoſe of 
the Torrid Z.>ne, there are vaſt Places 
wonderfully Peopled, as well for the 
Commodity of the Waters, as for the 
Goodneſs and Fertility of the Coun. 
tries, which bear Grain, or Rice, in 
abundance, like the Countries ſubjet 
ro the King Monomotape, towards the 
Cape of Gooa- Hope, Angoche, and the 
Cape of Currants, and the Countr 


of the Ab:ſſines, or Prefter-John, whic!1 
extends in Land trom Bombaſe to the 
Rea-Sea. $355 

Upon the Eaftern Coaſt you have 


allo very ſpacious Ilands, as thoſe of 
St, Lav 
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St. Lawrence, Z:aland, Maldives, Sa- 
matra, the Tave's, Mo/s1at's, and 0- 
thers without Number, extream fer- 
tile, and abounding in wharſoever is 
_—_ and neceſſary tor Humap 

Towards the Weſt, are the Lands 
of New-Spajn, Braſil, agd Pers, and 
others adjacent, near to the Equator, 
whicly are very - good. All which 
clearly ſhews the Falſhood of the O- 
pinions of the Ancients concerning 
the Habitation of theſe Zones. 

Now the Extent or Breadth of thelc 
Five Zones, from the EquinoCtial to 
each Pole; is divider into Paralells, 2s 
their length from Eaſt to Welt mito 
Meridians ; from whence is takers the 
Lonygitudes;'and Latitudes of divers

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The Latitude of Regions is di- 
ſtinguiſhed by the Parallels from North 
to South, as the Longitude by the Me- 
ridians from Eaſt to Welt : The Me. |: 
ridians of equal Extent, gather toge- 
ther from 'I wo Poles ; but the Paral- 
lels do not ſo, who are always __ 
diſtant one from the other, tho? fome- 
times greater, or leſs, according to 
their Approach to the Equator or 
Poles. © 

According to the Extent of thele 
Circles, are taken the Longitudes 
and Latitudes of divers Countries and 
Places of the Earth. The Latitude, 
or Hieght,is counted from the Equino» 
Qtial to the Poles, from one part to 
another, by go Degrees : And the 
Longitudes, beginning at the /Meri- 
dian of the Fortunate Iſlands, or Ca- 
naries, go from Welt to Ealt 360 D-- 
grees quite round the Earth ; in which 
tis Remarkable, that the Regions un-+ 
der the ſame Degree or Latitude what- 
{oever, have in the ſame moment the 

Weather or like * Time, as thoſe who under divers 
Seaſon.” degrees have Diverſity, and that in 
varying, in an Hour's time, by 15 
Degrees, ſooner or later, according, as 

you 
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you are more Eaſt or Weſt. Thus 
thoſe who are under the {fame Degree 
of Latitude, tho* ſeveral of Longi- 
tude, have Day and Night equally,and 
the ſame Seaſons on the one ſide the 
EquinoCtial ; for on the other, *tis 
ite the contrary : like as if the 
Winter is in the Septentrional Part, 
you ſhall have the Summer in the Me- 
ridional, tho* in the ſame Latitude, 
as I have remark'd in the Kingdom of 
Canary, and Gos, in the Exſt-Indies, 
where they have their Winter in J«pe, 
uly, and Auguſt, contrary to the lame 
tirude of our Exrope: But this 
Winter conſiſts only in Rains, and 
great Winds coming from the Sourh ; 
and this Rain is very hot, infomuch 
that the Winter in theſe Parts of Goa, 
is rather hotter than our Summer here, 
the Trees there being continually 
green, and bearing Fruit in all their 
Seaſons, as ] r, Anana's, Jan- 
gomes, Carambola's , Jambo's , and 
others ; for all the Winter is hot and 
moiſt, and then the Sun ſeldom a 
pon, being hid under thick Clouds, 
0 that it renders the Days very dark. 
But the Places who have divers Lati-

Nights, more or *A according to 
their difference, and approaches, or 
diſtance from the Poles : he Day be- 
ginning from Sun-riliag to the ſerting

In the Countries under the —_ 
noCtial, they arecqual with the Nights, 
of 22 Hours each ; on the contrary, 
in thoſe Places frerching towards 
the Poles, they lengrhen as 1n the 
oth. Degree of Latitude, the longeſt 
Day being 13 Hours 5 Minutes; un- 
der the 50 Degree, *ris 16 Hours, 20 
Minutes; under the 66 and half, or 
in the Artick-Circle , *is 24 Hours 


' intire ; under the 50. the 9un lets not, 


during 64 Days, and 14 Hours, as in 
thoſe Parts of Moſcovia, as I have 
heard a Dutch Captain ſay who has 
been there, that their longeſt Day, 
without Night, _— Tune To 
Ju, as in Winter have Ni 
proporxionably ; ſo that it is expedi- 
ent for the Ships which come from 
thoſe Countries to return inthe Month 
of Aug/t, except they have a mind to 
be ſtopp'd by the Ice. The People 
who inhabit thoſe Countries, make, 
during 
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during tle Winter, lictle Holes in the 
Ice -to take Sea- Wolves, tho” ſome- 
riches 'they are- deceiv'd; and nw. 2p 
ehemfelves, as T have been inform 
ſo that Multi tdes of People. Nav! 
been Iwallowed ip, the Tee coming ro 
break 6n a ſadder, byreaſon the'rime 
br ſeafonof the Heat approaches fome2y 
times ſooner than ordinary; rhe whic! 
has cauſed theſe People to be more 
tircumſpett a the furure, *

-*Tis alſo Retnarkable: That the 274 
Degrees bf Latitude are always every 
where<qual, each Degree containing 
- German Leagues, Or 17 anda half 
Spaniſh, 25 of French, of 60 Tt- 
lien Tiles: But the 1's grees of Lon- 
birude are equal with rhoſe of Lati- 
rude ,.* tnder” the Equinotial only ; 
and the more they decline therefrom, 
they diminiſh, ontil char under the 
Poles they are Teduced into ode Poifir:

The Pilots ought well to obſerve 


this, in regard of the Currents which 
aig found in certaia Parts; fo that 
thinking to make one. way, they take 
another: Alſo I adviſe 'em to take 
heed they be not deceiv'd by certain 
Cards, which commonly are falſe, ex- 
cept they have bcen experienc'd.. by 
good Pilots. This happen'd to us in 
our Voyage to the Weſt-Indies, part- 
ing from the River of Cayenne, where 
the Caribes are, to. the Iſles of Sarte- 
T ucia; For we were deceiv'd as well 
by the Currents, as the Cards we had 
with.us, which were falſe, we find» 
ing but one which way ſure for thoſe 
Parts ; for inſtcad of going to the I- 
ſlands aforeſaid, we paſſed along bY 

rac 
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the Iſle of Tebaco, and [rinidad, and 
caſt Anchor at the White-Iland, where 
we could find no Water, of which we 
were in great want. "Twas no {mall 
Aſtoniſhment ro me, how ſuch inti- 
nite Multitudes of Cabrits, and wild 
Goats, (beſides other Animals which 
are there,) could live without ſo much 
as.a drop of Water : But the Divine 
Providence has otherways order'd it, 
(as I have above-touched) by the coal 
Nights, and the Dew, with which 
thele Beaſts refreſb themſelves. 

From thence we went to Margarite 
INand, but we found no more Water 
there than we did at the other, and 
ſo to the Moyth of the River of Cs- 
mans, where the People of a Dutch 
Ship had fold us we ſhould find ſome, 
as we did at the enrrance of the Ri- 
ver. This ſhews the Neceſlity of ha- 
ving good Cards, and well rectified. 


But to return to the Three Conti- 
nents, or firm Lands, from the which 
all the Earth is ſeparated by Waters : 
The firſt was by the Ancients divided 
iato Three Parts, to wit, Enrecpe, Ae

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is, and Africa, all jaining together. 
1'he ſecond, unknowft to the Anci- 
ents, /and* diſcover'd iri-our Days by 
Chriſtopher Columbis, 19 the Year 1492, 
and by Americus Vefpufins, 2495, 1s 
America, which for 1s vaſt Exrent 13 
divided into T'wo' Parts, Pers, and 
Mexico. "The Third is Tryy# Auſtralis, 
or Mag«llaniqae; thus calted, becauſe 
ot Ferainand M V4 llan, who firſt found 
it our inthe Year 1519. *Tis fuppoy'd 
to be very great, but tor the moſt parr 
uninhabited and defart. * 'T'is alſo cal- 
ied Terranl-l Fargo, for rhe pgreatquan- 
tiry"of Fire there ſeen, rhewhich reay 
eers it infertile and uninhabited, there 
teing ſeveral Mines of Sulphur which 
cauſe thoſe Fires, as I faw in going to 
che Faſt-Indies ; - for paſſing, by che 
Ifles of Cape-Verd ; there Þ woo of 
them czlled Fu-go, becaulz of the Fire" 
rhere coiitinuaily _ , and is very 
high :- One Night we -Tound 1- 
bout her ; and fſceing the Flames in 
great abundance 'commng out of the 
Farth in all-parts, we Were* nbt a lit- 
tte ſurpriz'd; and the nexr Day paſ- 
(ng along by this ſure Hand, witlt 
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a very boiſtercu; Wind, andapproach- 
ing ſumewhar nigh, the Wind drove 
the ſu!pturous Vapours jult into our Europe, 
Faces, which were very utſupporta- 
ble and ſtinking, | | 
Evrepe, the firſt of the Three Con; 
tinenrs, 3s rhe leaſt in extent, and for 
her Fertility gives not place tro the 0- 
thers'; but? for Arms, Laws, Policy, 
Rel o2ion, Sciences, Arts, and all forts 
of Vertues;, © ſhe ſurpaiſcs them by 
tar.

their Name remains there for an Eter- 
ral Memory : So that to this Day, 
throughout all Afiz, and Africe, they 
call all thoſe who come from Exrope, 
by the Name of Franghi, ler them be 
of what Country ſoever. 

The Fertility of Frence is ſuch, that 
ſhe furniſherh abundantly, Spain, Por- 
tugal, Italy, and Barbary, not only 
with Corn, bur ſeveral other Com- 
modities ; and I verily thiak, that eve- 
ry Year there goes from Provence, 
Languedoc, Bretagne, Poitou, Xain« 
1047n, and Normandy, above Six thou- 
ſand Ships laden with Corn, and 0+ 
ther Merchandiſe. To Lizhon only, 
there comes above a Thouſand, as 
well great as ſmall: And I believe 
that the Spaniards and. Portugueſes 
could not turniſh Corn for ſo many 
Voyages ,, were they not ſupplicd 
therewith from Fraxce to make 'Biſ- 
cuit; beſides Sails, COrcage » Salg 
Fleſh, and other neceſſary things to 
turniſh their Ships. 

The Principal Provinces of Egrope, 
are, France, Spain, Germany High and 
Low, Itzly, Sclavonta, Greece, Hun-

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gary, Poland, Danemerk, Sweden, Muf- 
covy, and the Ifles of England, Scrt- 
land, Irelang, K 1w Groneland, Sici- 
lis, Candia, Malta, Sardanis, Corſe, 
Corfu, Majortcs, Minorica, and others 
of the Archipelago. 


Aſis, the ſecond Part of our firſt Af. 
Continent, is of very great Exteor,

I ſaw a good 
Father, a Chaldean Prieſt, and Kinf- 
man to this Archbiſhop, who came 
from grinding his Corn, as he ſhewed 
us by his Viſage all white with Meal ; 
and ſeeing him in this caſe, we knew 
him not to be of the Church, until 
the next Morning, which was Som 
day, when I faw him go with the Hoſt 
in his Hand from thence to a Village, 
there to ſing Maſs.

very well built ; the Houſes low, ex- 
cept thoſe of the Great Ones ; and 
there inhabits a great Number of Gre- 
cian Chriſtians, Jews, ſome French, 
and Italians, Thole of Marſcilles 
trade mightily there. 

There 1s alto a Baſſa, or Governour, 
who, in the Summer, goes with his 
Nobility to lie in Tents in the Mea- 
dows betwixt the Port and the City, 
and there exerciſe themſelves ar the 
Launce, and Sword. ThisCity is a- 
bout Nine Days Journey from Aleppo. 

The Spring being come, I began to 
think of going to Jeruſalem ; and for 
this purpoſe, parting the gth. of 4- 
pril, 1612. with a Mowquary, or Turk- 
1ſþ Carrier, we took our way towards 
Damaſcus, and the firſt Ni he lay in a 
little Meadow by a River-{1de, where 
we endured no ſmall cold, becauſe of 
the Winds which come from theſe 
Mountains laden with Snow. The 
next Day we raiſed our little Caravan, 
which conſiſted of Tarts and Jews, 
and a Greek Chriſtian and his Siſter : 
'This young Grecian Girl was not a- 
bove Twelve Years of Age, and was 
very vertuous and brisk,heing mounted

Parting from this Place, we went 
along by a Rivolet to lodge upon a 
little Hill within the encloſure of cer- 
tlin Walls very low, where there was 
a {mall Cottage of the Arabians : We 
lay along the Wall, and paſſed the 
Night with great fear of the thieviſh 
Arahs. We parted from thence be- 
times in the Morning, and came t0 


 Bailbic, a very ancient City, where 


formerly lived Chriſtians, the Ruines 
of a Church remaining there yer. I 
weat into the Ciry vie my Moxquzry, 
which was the Turk, that furniſhed 
me with a Horſe to ride upon, and 
there we fought for a little Wine, but 
privately, it being forbid to ſell any : 
We tound ſome White, very good, at 
the Houſe of a Grecian, who carne(t- 
ly deſired us to hide it. They failed 
not to come to ſearch our Cloaths , 
and other things, but they could not 
find it, for we had locked it faſt up. 
We lay without the City along the 
Walls which are made of great Stones, 
not of Maſlous Work, but roughly 


{et one upon another, each one above 
12 
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12 or 15 Foot long. The Baſſa of 
this Place w__ = =_=__ Noon with 
all his,Cavalry a ntry, going to 
_ far any. «hn 
a Quarrel which he had againſt the 
Bafſa of Dameſcus. He marched in 
excellent -good order, eſpecially for 
Tarks and Arabiaps to oblerve. 

We diſlodged from this Place two 
or three Hours before Day, paſting by 
Rocks, of which the moſt part were 4qued«2:. 
broke and thrown down, and the 
Veins and Pipes bigger than ones Arm 
are ſtill to be {i n, through which - 
flowed the Water before were © 
broke down : There is among(t others 
one of theſe Rocks lit in two, about 
3 or 4 Leagues from Damaſcus ; and 
the River of Fordex, which comes Jordan.

River are places cut like Caves within 
the Rock, where lived formerly cer- 
tain Hermits; and truly the Place is 
very proper for a ſolitary Life, being 
exceeding deſert, and of difficult ac- 
cels.

Sunday Eve, the 14th. of April. I 
weat to take a Lodging in the 1 ouſc 
of ane Ibrahim, a Rabbi of th& Jens, 
to whom I had been regommended by 
a Couſin of his, which I had known 
at Tripoly. He received us after the 
beſt manner be could ; but we ſupped 
but badly, becauſe it was the Day of 
their Sabbath, in which they dare 
{ſcarce touch any thing. The next 
Day I fo ordered the ſs with this 
Jew, my Hoſt, that he gave me one 
of his Servants to condutt me, and 


at that time making Preparations for 


and this Servant choſe the fatteſt for 
his Maſter ; ſo that I had much adoe 
to hale him to the place where I knew 
there was an Aſs to be fold, which 
had been brought from Tripoly with 
us : I bargained for it for 19 Pataques 
and a half one, for the Jew: I ex- 
changed my Money, taking for Sp«- 
niſb Money, Pieces of Albouquelque, 
to giye to the Cafars, and gained 55 
for 50 ; for the Cafars go for as much 
as 
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as thoſe of Spsin. Albouquelques are ,qoum. 
pieces of German Money: have the _—_ 
mark of a Lyon ; theTxrks take it for 
a Dog, and t call them Albou- 

lques or Dog-pieces. I deſired al- 
7 Jew to find me out* a Turk, 
which he did, and promiſed him a 
Patache a Day, but he was to find 
himſelf with ViQtuals. 

As for this City of Dameſcns, it is 
very fine and pleaſant, having moſt 
delicate Gardens, and is ſeated in a 
Valley, as it were in the middle of a 
Meadow ; and there is a Lake and a 
River which paſs croſs it, with many 
excellent Fountains : Among(t others 
is to be ſecn that of St. Pal near to a 
Moſque. 

This City 1s divided into two,by a numaſcus 
great Church-yard of ſome 4oo Paces, deſcribed. 
after the Mooriſh manner : The whole 
City may be as big as Or/eance. It is 
of great Trade; and amongſt others, 
there is a great Street, where there is 
nothing bur Merchandice of Drugs 
and Spices. This City is encompal- 
ſed with Walls, but not round abour, 
and has a very ſtrong Caſtle, and 
great number of Gardens in the adja- 

cent 
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Caſart, or 
« Tod, 
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cent Parts. There is a Baſſa, or Go- 
vernour, and a- multitude of Greek 
Chriftians there, but no French. It 
is about Three Days Journey from the 
Sea, and Five from alem : For- 
merly it- was the greateſt Commerce 
of the Indies, Perſis, Chaldes, Arme- 
zia, and other Places. 

We left Damaſcus the 16th. of April, 
and went to Safſs, where was a Cafar, 
or Toll : But my Turk, to ſave me 
from paying any thing, and thinking 
to have the half of that which belong- 


| ed to the Cafar, put upon my Tur- 


bant, which was of the Greek Colour, 
another of white after the Twkifp 
manner, and paſſed thus without be- 
ing taken notice of by the Cafars, or 
elc they were aſleep in their Houſes; 
for we & none coming toward us as 
we paſled over the Bridge which is 
there : So that we eſcaped, and weat 
from theace through a very bad way 
full of great Stones, where I endured 
no {mall pain, ſcarce being able to 
draw my fel out from amongſt ther, 
becauſe of the Water and Mire which 
are together ; and this bad way con- 
tinucd almoſt the whole Day. But as 

we 
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we were a good w_ in theſe Boggs 
and Quagmures, we ſaw coming to- 
wards us a Turkiſh Cavalier, with a gw, 
Harquebuſe at his Saddle-bow, and ef « Turk. 
paſſing near to me, he demanded, An 
t« Frangs ? it I was a Chriſtian; and 
having anſwered him, Yes, hereturn- 
ed in a Fury towards my Turk, who 
was before me, and held his Sword at 
his Throat to kill him, had not a poor 
Arabien, who was at work hard by, 
run to his ſuccour, praying this Cava- 
lier to be pacified ; and from thence 
he came to give me a Blow with his 
Sword, but 1 gat my ſelf out of his 
way, and he ſpurring his Horſe upon 
me, cryed Row, which is to fay, Re- 
turn; but my Tw# {o ordered the 
Matter, that he was content to take a 
Piece of Money, and the _Hreb:an al- 
{o mightily deſired him. After that, 
my Tk took away my white Tur- 
bant, ſhewing him that I had one of 
the right Colour underneath, and that 
this which he had given me was to 
keep me from the Sun. This, with 
the Money, contented him, and pre- 
ſerved us from the Danger of being 
ſoundly beaten, and alſo of returnin

* Sub-Baſſa's would not have 
ed us. I then threw away his white 
Cap, contenting my felt with my 


own, not having a mind ever to rely F* *

courſe with me where I was with my 
Aſs in a Court ; and having perceived 
my Kit or Gittern among(t my things; 
he deſired me mightily to play upon 
it, which I willingly did, and pre- 


ſemed 
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back to Ssſſa, where the Cafars and Þ 
pardon- 
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| ſented him with a curious great Pom- 
| granate, which had been given me by 


one of the Baſſa's of Damaſcus's Gen» 
tlemen. He was very well content 


* therewith, and thought himſelf well 


payed for the Kindneſs he had done

me with the Cafars. Theſe Cafars Cfor:, 
are the Farmers and Toll-gacherers of — 


the Tark, and are always Three to« 
gether ; one for the Grand Sigmor, 
another for the Soldiers of the nk, 
try, and the third for the Soubachin, 
or Governor of the Place. I lay there 
in a Stable of Mules and Camels, up- 
on a little Graſs which I had bought, 
having no betrer Lodging that Night 
than my Als. 

We parted from thence about three 
Hours before Day, and found the 
Company which was going after the 


Chec-Marabow, who parted from Das- Chec Ma- 
maſcus two Days before us, whom we abou. 


overtook along. by the Sea Tiberiades. 
This Chec-Marshos goes out every 
Year from Dameſcws, to go in Devo- 
tion to Salowon's Temple in Jeraſe- 
&m, and thoſe. who go with him, 
( which are they of the Country,) 


pay nothuay ; ys {ometimes 5 
or 
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cr Goco, I was very glad to find 
this Company, fcr 'tear that my Tart 
jthould play me ſome Roguiſh Trick, 
though the Jew, Ibrat im, had made 
him. put his Hand vpon mire, promi- 
ſing, upon the Law of Mahrmer, to 
guard and proteCt me as himſelf, and 
to bring me back again to Damaſcus, 
or at lealt a Letter from me to this 
7ev: Bur yet I truſted nor ſo much 
to that, as to make me negle&t being 
upon my guard, knowing well the 
Humour ot this cu: ſed and unfaithful 
Race ct People, who will killa Man 
Turks Cz- for a {inall matter, and eſpecially the 
——_ Clr:flions, whcm they greatly hate, 
and icrve them only tor their own 
Profit, ct wh ch thiey are as greedy as 
Hell can make 'cm. 
We palſed then a great Number of 
Wocds, and at length came to Jacob's 
B-icgr, where there was a Cafar, 
through which paſſes a very ſwift Ri- 
Jordan. Vvergwl:iclris that of Jordan, and which 
rus f:cm thence into the Sea Titers- 
ades,not far diſtant from thence. Theſe 
Catars were 4r;bs; and myTw kthink- 
ing rot to pay fo much, 'to ſave ſome- 
thing 'or'himſelt, endeavour'd to pet+ 
{wade 
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ſwade them that I was a Jew, and that 


© 1 was going, to Zypher where their Sy- Zapher. 


nagogue is ; but theſe 4r45z, who 
were very cunning and ſubtle, ſaw by 
my Looks that 1 wasnot like a Jew ; 
and an old Man, all ſcorch'd and burnt 
with the Sun, asked me, FHady Frang: ? 
which is as much: as to ſay, if 1 was a 
Chriſtian? My Turk, and another of 
our Company ,- earneſtly entreated 
them not to take :much of me, and 
that I was a poor miſerable Wretch, 
and made me paſs before with the 0- 
thers, they tarrying there to pay; 
bur for all that,they payed much more, 
(or at leaſt made me believe ſo) than 
I had done : But it bchoved me to paſs 
that way whether I would or not. 
When you have paſſed the Bridge, you 
ſee in this Rivera lytle Iſland, where 
there is an ancient Building, which | 
they fay to be 7acob's Houle. | 
rom thence: we paſſed through 
Deſerts, where wasa great Numbygot 
Tents of the Arabs on each (ide, 
began to mend our pace for the great 
Fear we were in, without reſting or 
refreſhing our ſelves at all ; and I was 
very angry with my Turk, who would 
"'# Þ n0T 
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not give me time to eat a bit of Bread, 
being very weak having ſet out a 
little after Midnight, and made fo 
much way ; and beſides, our evil For- 
tune was. not to find the leaſt drop of 
Warer co driak.. When we had pal- 
{ed- all theſe Habitations of Arabs, 
we went to pitch along by a Rock, 
where it was exceeding hot, and there 
ſecking for Water we/ found ſome, 
though very little, which was Rain- 
water kept there 'a long time. We 
had'a mind to taſte of it'5 but it was 
ſo bitter and ſtinking, that it was im- 

poſſible, ro ſwallow ' the leaſt dr 

thereof,. tho' I formerly had dran 
that winch. had been 'very bad,' and 
fancied 'that the Lizards, Serpents, 
and, other venomous Creatures, which 
arc thete'in abugidance, had come to 
_ drink, and roplungethemfelves there- 
in. Our Tarts, though they are ex- 
ceedung dry,and are ruſtacal and rough 
1 'r manner of hving, could not 
nk the leaſt dropthereot. By good 
Fortune 1 had ſtill a ranate or 
two. left, of which EF to every 
one a little bir to refrefly their Mourhs, 
not 'daring to eat any: thereof before 
them, 
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them, without giving them ſome, tho 
I had very great need of it my ſelf ; 
But it behoved me 1o to do, it I had 
a mind to live quietly ; my endeavour 
being ro humour them as long” as 
was with them. - |

As I was bcholding theſe Foolcries, 
thete was a Mo7r5ſþ Woman hard by 
me, who ſceing ail this, .entred into 
4uch a Franlie, that ſhe fell ro ſhaking 
and crying out like the reſt, fo thar 
they had much adoe to quiet her, ma- 
king: as if ſhe had been raviſhed into 
an Extaſie. 

The Evening being come, they al! 
fall xo their Sa/s or Prayers, and light 
a great Number ot Lamps before the 
Tent of the Chee-Marahbos, who is the 
Captain of the other Sewt0xs and Ma 
rabous, placing before his Tent all the 
Standards, where there is writ in #- 
rabick Letters ſomething of: the Law 
of Mahowet : Afterwards in the Morn- 
ing, when the Caravan'comes to de- 
camp, all theſe Samtoms take every one, 
one 
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one of theſe Enſignsand go hoging be- 
fore the Ches, who is encompalY'd a- 
bout with theſc Standards ; rhen he 
mounts upon a fine Horſe, with fome 
other Cavaliers that accompany him, * 
and march rhus in; great: Ceremony 
before the Caravan. 1 : 

As we thus parted from Lameny, 
my 7wrk took me out of the way of 
the Che, telling me, That in;the way 
where the Che was to pals there was 
abundance of Water, which my: Afs 
could not pals over :* He thus detcived 
me on. purpoſe, to:make me pay the 
Cafars, with whom I believe be. par- 
ticipared.

gage ig the Court, a Janifary, who 
came-along with us that Day, with 
J--or 4 TwkiſbWomen, lent tor me, 
(he being under a Vault, with a 
great Number of Arabs,) and invited 
me ro eat fome Almonds and Raiſins 
with him; and beſiJes thar, ſpoke 
for ' me to the Cafars, fo ordering the 
Bufinefs: with —_ oy ſhould 
aothing, telling them that I came 
Fr Chapany of ” 4 Chec, where all 
was frank and tree: But I was ſince 
ſhewed the contrary at Nb: logs. 
We--parted from that Place before 
Day with Three or Four Turkiſh Mer- 
chants \{ the Janiſary ftaying there to 
attend; the Coming of the Chec) and 


' came:to; Gigny, palling on Foor over 


Mount-i þabor, which is very high, 
and elevared, covered with Trees hke 
Qaks, bearing Acorns, with Leaves 
which prick like Holly-Oak. This 
Mountain is above a League high, 
bay al 
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and the Cireut'of it is near Three, 
the 'top 'whereof 'i5 plain,” and! had 
fotmeriy” fone -fort of Building and 
Dwellidg-place 'for Hermitsy but all 
is ruined ;' the Country round about 
is nothing el{e/but Woods. 
1 1Gzgny 1s a litfle Ciry ; where being Gigny 
come, we wet to pur our ſelves into 
the Court of the - Caſtle during- the 
great Heat of the- Sun; and* being 
there, a great many Arebizy Catars 
came armed wich Bows, Arrows, 4 
Darts, and Harquebuzes, who en- wr pe me 
compalled /me' about like ravenous hor. 
Wolves, crying//out Alcrfar ard Dre- 
hen, Give us'Money. I excuſed” my 
ſelf after the beft manner I could,” that 
I might nor give them all which they 
demanded ; but the MaſterCafar,wirh- 
out ſaying aWord rome,at my firſt Re- 
tuſal, gave mefuch a Blow upon'the 
Shoulders, that'he broke his Staff, and 
preſenrly ſent for- another: as! big- as 
his Arm, with which he treated 'me 
1 cruelly, that *I was forced ito-give 
them as much as they wouhl (have. 
My wicked Tur all this while 'was 
otten far enough from me, and cau- 
&d this Tragedy to be ated, having 
tor 
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for that pu led me out of the 
way of the Chec, that he might the 
more eaſily rob me: When he was 
returned, 1 gave him Money, telling 
him that he might go his ways where 
he would, and that I would have no 
more to do with ſuch a wicked Man 
in my Company : But he told me that 
he was obliged to bring me fate ro 7e- 
rw/al:m, and to bring News from me 
back to Demaſcns, if I returned not 
with him: Finally, I was forced to 
bear with this Tyrant, who was ne- 
ver content with what I gave him, 
and beſides denied what I had given 
him at_ [amaſcus for Advance, and 
that which I gave him allo at Gigny, 
thinking to have 1t over again, 

We departed thus from Gigny the 
Carmou- 22d. of Apr14, and came to Carenowdy, 
by. a Place of the Arabiens, in the Coun- 

ny; and there the Arebs came from 
all Parts to fee me, being on Horle- 
back, with Launces in che manner oi 
Pikes, tor that is their ordinary Arms : 
They | endeavoured to'rob us ; but 
ſome of them were purſued by thoſc 
of the Caravan,who caſt Darts, Srones 
and Clubs at them, and the Arabs rode 


away 
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away like Lightmng through the 
middle of the Fields. There was one 
of them taken, who was led before 
the Chec, who cauſed him to be 
ſoundly Baſtinado'd for his Theft. 


more- than to caſe me of my Money, 
ſtirred up two Arabians to demand Al- 
cafar of me, or Tribute, I was not 
a little ſurprized ar that, feeing my 
ſelf in the open Fields, where there 
was not any appearance of a Cafar ; 
however, I told them that I owed 
them nothing in that Place : But my 
Tart, who had brought them, urged 
me very hard to pay it, that he might 
have his Share thereof, yer T would 
not give them any thing ; and ſeein 

my ſelf near the Tent of a Tut 
Gentleman, I cook the more Heart, 
knowing very well that he would nor 
{uffer me to be abuſed ; ſo theſe Arabs 
were forced to go their ways as the 

came. But my Traytor, the Turk, 
bore me a Spite, and aQted the 
{ame 0 av or oteep rw ” the 
next Day ng Caranozby, and 
paſſing * er the Ciry of Herodes, 
where St. Toh was beheaded , and

where (till agreat Number of Marble-

Chec went to pitch his Tent in a great 
Encloſure, a quarter of a League be- 
low the City ; and then my Turk put- 
ting me clole by an Olive- [ree, with 
my Baggage, and my Als, went (traight 
away to give the Cafars notice: | was 
a good way from the Teats, and this 
Villaia had ſeparated me from the 
Company of Three Twrks that were 
Brothers, very civil Men, where I 
was left alone amongſt the poor Arabs 
who fullowed us to Jeruſalem. As 1 
was thus under the Olive-1 ree, cating 
of thatlittle which I had ; tor Icould 
6nd nothing, fave a little Paſte fryed

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very honeſt Twr#iſb Gentleman feeing 
me thus baſely uſed by theſe cruel 
Raſcals, came out of his Tent, ard 
took me by force « ut of their Hands, 
demanding of them what they would 
have for their Right ? they asked Se- 
venSequins ; which was a vaſt Summ 
out of the little Money I had remain- 
ing. Art laſt this T»rk ſo perſwaded 
them in my Behalf, that they were 
contented with Six Pataques, which 
are worth about a Crown apiece , 
which he caus'd one of his Servants 
to carry for 'tm. Bur afterwards one 
of thele Cafars returned again, de- 
manding of me halt a Patzque more, 
and that by the ſame means I ſhculd 
go thank the Chec, the which it beho- 
ved me to do, by the Counſel of this 
Tarkiſh Gentleman; and this Cafar 
ave me a little Paper, wherein was 
imprinted the Grand S.gnior's Mark. 
Behold the Treatment which T had at 
Nabelons, where the Chriſtians are ex- 

treamly tyrarnized over. | 

A little below this Place is a very 
fine Fountain, adorned with Marble 
and Stone ; they fay it is Jac #'s Well, 
or that ct the Samaritan Woman: In 
t'1e 
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the Eycaing my Tark came to me a- 
gain, prerenging ignorance of what 
had happened : Burt it behoved me 
to endure that allo, and overlook it 
as my beſt way. The Chec continued 
two or three Days at Nabelous touch- 
ing the Sick ; tor they - preſent theſe 
ſick, People to him, and he (tretches 
out their Arms and Legs : then for his 
Pains he has Money givea him, which 
his Secretary receives, giving little 
Tickets like Countercharms, and 
Notes for it. 

We had there great Rains, which 
we were forced to endure Day and 
and Night very patiently , without 
having; any thing to ſhelcer us: But 

ing, it continued withour ceaſing, 
I placed my felt. with theſe 1 hrce 
Turkiſh Brethren, not truſting m oy 
any longer with my Jark, and ti 
lo + mA into hs City, with my 
little Baggage, not knowing then 
where this my gallant Mosquary was. 
We rook up our'Quarters in an old 


_ Vaulz full of Spiders: | This Vault is 


ſo ancient, that they fay *tis above 
Three Thouſand Years ſince it was 
made. .Ja'this Place lodge the wes 

mels 
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mels, and the Caravans, which go 
and come. I tarried thus in this dark 
Hall amongſt the Mules and Aﬀes, 
not having my ſelf ſo much as a Wiſj 
of Straw to lie upon, and being G 
crowded that I could not lie down, 
but was forced to remain cloſe by my 
Als, who was very impatient ; for [ 
cou'd get him nothing to car. 

Having there paſſed this bad Wea- 
ther, the next Day my T«rk came to 
ſeek me out, pretendirig himſelf to 
be mighty bulie in looking for me ; 
but he was a Drunkard, and minded 
nothing elſe but drinking of Shirbetr, 
which was fold in the Teats, from 
which he never ſtirred all the Day 
long, nor the very Night, and would 
tain have perſwaded me alſo to go 
there to drink of this Liquor, which 
they ſwallow down hot : " It's of a 
wy unſavoury Taſt, and blackiſh 
Colour; the Syrians call irCoay. In 
Tripoly are a great many Vaults like 
Taverns, where they moſt commonly 
go to drink this Shirbet, which 1s 
made of Seed and Water boiled to- 
zcrther.

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Leaving this Place, we went to 
pitch our Tents two or three Leagues 
from Jera/alem, 1n a Place where for- © 
merly was a Chapel, which is halt ” 
ruined, and there is a pleaſant Foun- ” 
tain hard/by upon the way. : 

Arrival os The 27th. of April, 1612. we ar. © 
Jeruſalem. riverl at Feryſalem, and were there | 
firſt : Not far from the City I met 
with the Soubachy, ar Governour, 
who came out with a great Number 
of Cavakers,” and all-in good order, 
going, to meet the Chec-Marabos, | his 
Soubachy. ask'd me it 1 was a Chri- 
ſtian; and having, antwered, Yes, he 
commanded my 7urk to take me to 
+ the Gate of Fafe, and to leave me 
there at the Gare until he had fetched 
me a Trucher-Man , which was a 
Greet, belonging to the Cadi or 
Judge. My Turk failed not to do Þ 
what the other had commanded him, 
and made me tarry at the Gate of Jafe, 
where I was a long time waiting tor F 
the Trucher-Men, and an Officer df 
the Cadi, to viſit my Baggage. They 
being come, cauſed me to enter into 
the City, and led me where the Re- 
lgious dwell, where they view'd my 
things, 
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things, l-aviog me with theſe good 
Men, whom 1 faluted. After Dianer, 
they gave me a Greet Trucher-Man 
to accompany me to B-thlehem, Wwhi- Bethle. 
ther I went, paffing by the Fiſh- b*= 
pond of Berſab:e, and drank at a Foun- 
tain Which is upon the Bridge : Fram P-{-:7:/27 
thence we went to the Tyrpentine- of Pn 
Tree, where the Bleſſed Virgin repo- Tm 
led her ſelf, going from Berhlebem ; 
then to the Ciſtern, or Well, where 
the Star appeared to the Three Kings 
going to Worſhip our Lord ; my 
Trucher-Man made me to drink of 
the Water which is very good : Nor 
far from that Place we ſaw Jaco#'s 
Tower, which is almoſt quite ruined ; 
= _ the Place where the Pro- 
Ely (lept, upon a Rock along b 
the Highway ; they ſhewed me il 
the Mark of his Body in the Rock : 
From thence we went to ſee the Field 
of the Shepherds, and near to. that, 
the Five Ciſterns which Dawid cauſed 
to be made ; there are Three of them 
open, and the other T wo ſtopped up; 
they are all round in a Ring, fome 
Three or Four Foax one from the 0+ 
ther, about a lirele Stone's-caft ſrom 
R 2 the 
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the Highway : We there found ſome 
Grecian Women, and Maids, who 
were drawing Water, which m 
Trucher-Man cauſed me allo to drin 
of, being very excellent, When we 
came to Bethlehem, we went into the 
Monaſtery, which is a Place very a- 
greeable ; and then the Father Guar- 
dian, a good and devout Religious 
Old Man, pur on his Ornaments, and 
gave me a lighted Wax-Tapor, ſhew- 
ing me all the Holy Places, and a- 
mong(t others, the Place where: our 
Lord was born ; then the Place where 
the 1 hrce Kings worſhipped , and 
and that where St. Jerome was buried, 
and other Places : Bur ſhould I give 
an Account of all, I wou'd never 
have done ; I therefore remit myRead- 
cr to the more particular Deſcriptions 
which have becn made of theſe Pla- 
CCS, 

After having viſited this Holy 
Place, on Saturday Morning the 28th. 
of April, and heard Maſs, which was 
laid upon the Manger, and bought 
ſome Beads which the Greeks make 
there, I went to ſee the Grotto where 
the Virgin fled, when H+rod flew the 

Innocents. 
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Innocents. As I was coming out 
of this Place, I met ſome Greet 
Women, who came to deſire me to 

ive ſorge Remedy to their ſick Chil- 
- ng becauſe they had heard that I 
was a Haquin, or Surgion. I in{tru- 
Qed them, according to my ſmall Ca- 
pacity, and as that Place would-per- 
mit. Round about the City of Feth- 
kthem are Vineyards: It 1s now no- 
thing but a lttle Village, full of old 
Ruines ; and not far from thence 1s z 
Monaſtery, the Ruines of the City

| who courteoully invited me to come 
| and lodge at his Houſe in a little City 
called Corez, or Coris, not far from 
* thence, which I could not well refuſe. 
| He entertained me very kindly, and 
 Iftayed there till the next Day ; then 
 Treaſſumed my way to the Mounrains, 
| where I was for ſome Days taking no- 
| tice of the Plants, and Gund ſtore of 
Roſemary, and a great quantity of 
MVaſtick- Trees, with which the Coun- 
try is mighty abounding ; amongſt o- 
thers, I gathered ſome Thiſtles called 
Chemeleonire Ally, fome Flowers of Nar- 
ciſſus, and ſome Mandrake-Applcs, 
which they call Scbyllas de Villens :

From thence I returned to Sewvill:, | 
where the. Sicur Juan Sanche, the A-F

that I hid no mind to tarry there, but 
ro0k my way ſtreight to St. Luear, and 
ſailed along the River, with a great 
many other Perſons for Company in 
a Boat. 

We arrived in the Night-time at 
St. Lec, and I went to lodge with 
my former Hoſt, who was called Ba 
ſtanui! B'ſcarn. TI continued there tor 
lome Days to wait for an Occaſion to 
embark : But my bad Fortune would 
have it ſo, that the Veſſels which 
were then in the Port, durſt not ven- 
ture out, becauſe they had Advice, 
that from Arzgier , and. other Places 
of Barbary, were put out to Sea near

Seeing my felf thus retained, and 
without much Commodities to live 
* by, having already ſpent the moſt part 
| of what I had, I was conſtrained, in 
expeCtation of better Conveniency , 
 & to place my ſelf with an Apothecar 

| of St. Lucar, who made me coil 
to ſerve him for ſome time. Bur as 
Fortune never left Perlecuting of me, 
lo this poor Man returning one Nighe 
trom Supper 1n the City, was arreſted 
Prifoner by the Command of the Duke 
of Medine Sidoniz :, and after that, the 
Juſtice came to hisHouſe and ſeized up- 
on all his Papers, where the Algiaziles, 
or Sergeants made a ftrange Ravage. 
They accuſed him for having made 
fome Libel againſt che Duke.- t ſpenr 
this Night with no {mall Trotible and 
Unealineſs. ' ©: © 

The next Day I weat again into 
the” Fields to po towards the Port 
Se. Mary, where made ſo mnch haſt, 
after! having-paſſed many Places by 
Watcr, 
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Water, and bad way, that I arrivedfi re 
there at Night in Company of a Ref? dj 
ligious Jacobin, who ſhewed me fb: 
great deal of Courrtelie, and cauſedſ} rt 
me to lodge with him in the Houle D 
of a Muleteer. The Day following if in 
I took the way of Xerez de 1s Fronters 3 Sc 
and had co ſmall "Trouble before IR m 
could come there, for the great Abun-P uj 
dance of Waters which I found byF 'ti 
the way. At laſt, having elcapedÞ E; 
them as well as I could, and being ve-Þ hi 
ry weak 1n regard of the great Hun-Þ (v 
ger I endured, by good Fortune IF as 
met with two Men in ſight of Xerez, Þ of 
who courteoully invited me to catÞt0 
with them ; and being fate down tÞ th 
cat, they fell ro diſcourſing of ſeveral F an 
Things, and —_ | came ÞÞ ſec 
upon my SubjeCt, ſpeaking of Hun-F T 
ger, and that it is the moſt caſte toÞ he 
be ſupported, when one ſtirs not from Þ w 
a Place without doing any thing,-or Þ th 
when one is at Work, and thinks oF an 
doing ſome other thing : Ar laſt one I {cl 
of them concluded, that he was ſn-{ mi 
lible of more Hunger when he wa ſth; 
doing nothing, than when he was at Bel 
work, and found that there was _ 
reaſon 
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i reaſon for it, ia regard that AQtion 
2 diverts the Thoughts : And I remem- 
27 bred chat I heard reported, how that 
3 the ſeveral ſorts of Plays, as Cards, 
2 Dice, Tables, and others, were at firſt 
invented to amuſe Men during a great 
Scarcity of Victuals, and by this 
3 means to divert them from thiaking 
} upon their Hunger. And therefore 
© "ris faid, That Drake, that ſamous 
Engliſh Captain, returning home from 
his great —_ about the World, 
(which he had encompaſiled,) one Day, 
IF as he found himſelf in great neceflity 
© of Victuals, and ſaw his Men ready 
tÞ io ſtarve with Hunger, he cauſed 
ofÞfthem to play to divert themſelves ; 
1 Þ and when they were thirſty, he advi- 
x Þ {:d rhem toſlecp to refreſh themſclves. 
i-Þ This Scarcity was fo great, as I have 
0 Þ heard fome Emgliſh lay, That they 
mn | were forced to cat fome Blacks which 
r Þ they had brought along with them , 
ot F and having found near England a Vel- 
ie BF {1 loaded wich ViQuals, they eat fo 
n- | much thereof, that the moſt part of 
s them diced by over charging rthem- 
at F ſelves. 


But 
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But to return to Nerez : Being art! 
ved there, tho' not without abundance 
of trouble, paſhng through the Ci. 
ty, I by chance found my felf near 
the Shop of an Apothecary, where 
there was ſome Surgions dilcourſing 
rogerher. When they ſaw me, they 
cait out ſome Words of Mocking, be- 
cauſe of my Garb, 4 4x Franco : But 
I r<turnirg towards them, told them 
a few Words of Chirurgery in Latzs; 
which they being ignorant of. they 
knew not what to an{wer, except by 
naming to me, to ſurprize me, a cer- 
tain Compoſition called Hi:ralogoa't ; 
but I asked them, it they knew not 
whether it was Hierspachit * which 
is one and the ſaine thing ; at which 
they were put to a Nonplus. And 
thus I left them there, and kept on 
my way, and by good Fortune met 
in this City with a French Man, a 
Britaw, who lived with a Cavaher, 
and rook mc along with him, where 
he made as much of me as he could. 
There I found a Perfean Slave, who 
hearing me ſpeak of his Country, and 
the Ezft-Indics, was ſo overjoy'd, that 
hz called me his Kinſman, and made 

me 
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me as good Chear as he could in this 
Houſe, where he had-much Credit. 

This City of Zzrez is ſituated on 
high in a very pleaſant Country, as 
all che reſt ot the Province of A4n41a- 
louſia, and 1s not far trom the lictle 
River Ovada{es, famous for the great 
Battel tought there, where Roderick 
the laſt King of Spain loſt his Lite, 
with all his Nobility, at which time 
the Moors render'd them{ſclves Maſters 
of all Spain, The Soll is very tertile 
in Corn, Wines, Ol, and all forts of 
Fruit, and produces alſo thoſe excel- 
lent Horſes call'd Gennets. 

When I was there, 1 was told how 
that the Judge of that Place, whom 
the King of Spain had eſtabliſhed 
there, rot having a mind to doa piece 
of Injuſtice, as the Gentlemen and 
Hidalgo's of the City delired him, they 
had invited him to a Supper, with an 
Intention to pur an Afﬀeront upon him ; 
but he doubting of their Il-will , 
would not go to them: At which 
a being vexed, made his. Image, 

burat it in a Fire before his own 
Door in a Bravado ; and ia the mean 
Z time, 
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time, he not daring to ſtir out of his 
Houſe, which was as it were beſieged 
by them. Upon which, his Wite 
went ſtrait to Court, to make her 
Complaint to the King, and to de- 
mand Juſtice of him , which was 
granted-her : For the King of Spain 
commanded theſe inſolent Hidalgo's, 
or Gentlemen, to come before Fim 
and ordered their Proceſs to be drawn 
immediately, and condemned them 
every one to have their Heads chopp'd 
off. But when they ſaid for Excuſe, 
that they were drunk when they put 
this Aﬀront upon the Judge, they 
were pardon'd, and had his Grace, 
except Two Brothers, who never 
would confeſs themſelves to be drunk 
when they play'd this Prank, and 
were ſo glorious, that they choſe ras 
ther to have their Heads cut off, than 
to confeſs the ſame, as the reſt had 
done. And hereupon came the Pro- 
verb, That Lo: Hida/gos di Xerez Son 
Borrachos, The Gentlemen of Xerez 
are Drunkards, 
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Aﬀeer having tarried ſome Days 
at Xerez, I returned to the Port 
St, Mary, expeCting to find an occa. 
fion for my Embarkment : But be- 
ing there, I could not by my utmoſt 
Endeavour, procure Licenſe to paſs to 
the Indies, in regard of the rigorous 
Injun&tion not to ſuffer any Strang 
to go to the nates, but eſpecially the 
French ; yer if I had had Money to 
ive, perbaps I might have had this 
Fermifion : but I had not fo much as a 
Maravedis, nor Hopes to meet with 
any there, beſides that I found my 
ſelf ſomewhat indiſpos'd. All this, 
with the bad Entertainment which I 
receiv'd among(t theſe People fo Un- 
charitable and Diſcourtcous, gave me 
cauſe todeſire my Return, and thoughr 
to embark my ſelf in ſome Aulonn:t# 
Ships, to return with them to France ; 
and indeed I gathered together ſome 
fare Plants; which I put into a Veſle] 
with ſome other things, of which i 
hever (ince could hear any notice, but 
that they had caſt all into the Sea. 
In the mean time I wondred why this 
Ship did not ſex fail; but ſhe was hin; 
| Z 2 dred 
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drced by the Decreaſe of the Moon ; 
for the Sca does ſo follow the courle 
of this changing Planer, that it 15 ta- 
ken notice, that che Ebbingand Flow- 
ing 1510 the heighth, whcn the Moon 
is 12 Conjunttion. 

'T his Ship of A«lonze which TT wait- 
ed for, was call:d the Gifs of God, 
and belonged to one Peter Bled: In 
the mean rime the Veſſel departed 
without raking me in, and I remain'd 
there in no ſmall trouble: and milery ; 
and had noother Recourſe, bur to put 
my ſelf into a Boat which I found go- 
ing to Calix, nor far from thence; 
and nevertheleſs we had no ſmall 
Trouble in our Paſſage, becauſe of 
the contrary Winds. We at laſt went 
on ſhocar in a deſart Place, about a 
League from Cal:x, ro which Place | 
went on feor along by the ſhore: 1 
here found Acquaintance, bur I could 
not ſtay there long, becauſe the City 
was hlled with Soldiers belonging to 
the Army of Dom Lows de Fajaras, 
Admiral of the Spaniſh Fleet, who 
Was juit returned from Mamorre,which 
he had taken from the Moors, - 
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had there found a great Number of 
Pyrates, of w hom ſome he had hang. 
ed, and put the re(t.ro the Oar ; the 
reſt were partly ſunk, azd ſomeburne 
themſelves in deſpair, rather than 
thoy would yicld. 

This Cry of Ca/ix, or Cad's, was Calix. 
the Gades {9 famous in ancient times, Gadis. 
where *tis {1d that H-renles, after ha- 
ving overcome the Cerions, planted 
his memorable Pillars, as being the 
end and utmoit Bounds of Naviga» 
tion at that time ; but ſince, in thele 
laſt Ages, the Frgzg4/s and Spwinrds 
have happily four the Plus Ulere , 
which has given them Paſſage at their 
Pleaſure tbrough all th: Orient and 
Occident: Theſe Gad tan'an Pillars 
were upon the I'wo Mouncains A5y. 
ls and Calpe, placed upon the Extre- 
mities of the Srrarghts, ons in Afrt+ 
ca, and the other in Europe (ids, now 
Ceuta and Algezira ; or tlic the true Cours 
Pillars compos'd of 'I:n, Gold, and Algezirs 
Silver mixed together, which were by 
Hercules put into the Temple of the 
Parques, and afterwards 10 the 'T em- Parques. 
ple dedicated ro him in the City of 
& 3 Cates, 
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Gaves. This Straight has fince been 
called Grbra'tir , or Gabel « Tarif , 
which figrifi-s Mount of Tarrf, in 
Memory ot that Renowned Captaia 
who commanded in Chiet 1n the Se 
raz'n War, which began the Cor 
quelit of pi. 

The City of Gades 19 ancient times 
was not very Populous, and is at this 
Day a little City, celebrated for the 
Sa!r-pits, and Almadraves, or the Fi- 
ſhing tor the Toany. This was for- 
merly an Ifle diſtant above qco Paces 
from the main Land ; but at preſent 
there is only a little Cauſey which e- 
parates it therefrom. 

Secing then that I could not conve- 
niently tarry at Calix, I went into 
the Ficids towards an old ruined Tow- 
er, Which they call the Tower of Her- 
enles, not far diltantfrom the S/ratghrs. 
T found there ſome rare Plants, which 
T loaded, my {:1f withal, and ſaw this 
Tower, into which I entred, though 
not without a great deal of trouble, 
pecauſe the Sea brats againſt it ; and 
b<{1Jes, there came ſuch a furious 
Wave, that I thought it would have 

carried 
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carried me away. This Building is 
ſo well wrought, and appears fo en- 
tire, that it ſeems not to have been 
20 Years ſince it was built. Now, 
as I was among(t theſe Ruines, I ſaw 
a great Wolt approach towards me, 
which I thought art firſt to be an Aſs ; 
but after having ::nown what it was, 
I kept my felf {il!, and ler it paſs a+ 
long by me, withour ſtirring a Foot, 
for I 1aw that :t was looking for Food, 
Not far from tizcſe Ruines I found a 
Temple, where I enter'd, and ir look- 
ed like an Azoy, or Moſque, after the 
Turkiſh manner ; yer there is an Alcar 
ſet up, where ſometimes they ſay 
Vals. | 

As IT was returning towards Calis, 
I found the Sea mightily riſen, fa 
that I was a little wer in repaſſing the 
fame; and had I ſtayed but a little 
longer, I had had a bad Nights Lodg- 
ing there : - At laſt I paſſed over, and 
found in my way a good old Man, 
who diſcourſed a great while with me 
about all theſe Antiquities; and how 
that in thoſe Days there was more 
Men morally Good than now, though 
Z 4 they 
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they had not the Knowledge of the 
true God ; but ar preſent, with al 
this Knowledge, the Chriſtians wer: 
th: moſt inclined to Wickednels « 
any, not having any thing among| 
them bur Injuſtic? and Avarice : An! 
hereupon he told me, that he had been 
one of the chief Men of the City & 
Calix, but that ſome wicked Varlets, 
out of m:er Envy and Malice, hat 
raiſed a Suit of Law againit him, 
which had laſted above 3o Years, and 
bad utterly ruined him. 

After we had diſcourſed together & 
our Fortunes, I left him, and went 
back to Calix ; where being come, | 
went to ſee the Apothecary of the 
Army of Don Lru's Fijardo, who 
was at the Hcſpitzl of the fick and 
wounded Men, returned from Barbs 
ry. I wes not a little aſtoniſhed to 
ice this miſerable Place ; for it wasa 
pitiful Houſe which they had taken 
near the Wall of the City, there to 
diſpoſe of the poor wounded Soldiers 
whilſt the Army ſhould be there. 1 
entred then into rhis dreadful Place, 
full of the Cries and Complaints of 
taxſe poor ſick Men, who were - 
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ill looked after and dreſſed,after having 
taken ſo much pains to hght againit the 
Infidels : They were very badly and 
dirtily lodged ; and it was a horrible 
Sight to ſee ſo much Blood ſpilled in 
Veſſels hard by them: Their Beds 
were like Hamocks, to wit, Qualtres, 
as they call chem, which are a lort of 
Ladders 7 or 8 Foot long, and 4 or 5 
in breadth, and are hung with Cords, 
ſome high, and others lower, and are 
faſtened- one to another. But I was 
no leſs aſtoniſh'd to ſee the Apothe- 
cary, conſidering the mean Equipage 
he was in, and had nothing at all bur 
a few Boxes in a corner badly placed, 
and worle furniſhed, as I believe. 
We diſcourſed a little together, and 
he told me, amongſt other things, 
that there was a great deal of Money 
due to him, which he ſhould never bc 
payed off. 

After that, ſeeing that I could not 
there find any means of Embarkment, 
T left Calix, and with no ſmall trou- 
ble and* fatiegue I returned towards 
San Lacir and Saville, and paſſed 
through Rexe, a little City, and by 
anAbbey called Noſtre Segnore ae "_ 
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] 
and from thence 1 came to a Place nai 
med Ch:pione, where having gotta: 
ſome Money by certain Cures, I re. 
turned to San Lacer, and from. thenceMc 
to Sevillis, where I was forced to cont 
tinue for ſome time and joined my 
with a certain Apothecary, who live | 
in the Tr4an?, or on the other ſide: 
the Bridge; This Tr4ane is a Subun 
on the other fide the River of Li 
quiver, Which hath a Caſtle, wheres! 
the Inquiſition, or Holy-Oifice, as they 
call it. . This Apothecary made Pro-Y 
feſſion of Chriſtianity, but was heid 
for a Jew, as he mad< it appear 10 me; if 
for he treated me but ſ{curvily, not 
withſtanding the Service that I did i 
him in his Alquitarres, or Limbrcis 
I endured a great dcal of Hardſhip 
with him, and became extream fick 
with a Vom.:ring, and a Bloody-flux, 
{o that I thought I ſhould have dicd, 
and had ao ſmall trouble to recover 
my ſcif ; never receiving Help from 
tlits Jew, or any ot his, 

Whi!:t 1 was there, I rememvoar 
that they of the Pariſh of St. Ann, 
or the Suburb of Ty:4ze, made a Pro- 
ccſhon on Palm» Sunday in the Even- 

. ing 
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nz ing, carrying all lighted Wax-Candles, 
reef and ſung a Hyma in Honour of the 
re-MBlefſed Virgin, to ſhew that ſhe was 
nceMconceived without Original Sin; to 
on-Mwhich they applied the Words of the 
CE Royal Plalmilt, Cali enarrant gloriam 
vel Dez ; & in ſole poſuit tabernaculum [#- 
edflaw, &c. and other ſuci-hke things.

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Leaving then my Apothecary, til! 
fick as I was, having found ſome 
Friends who lent me Money,I returned 
towards San Lacar, in Hopes to find 
Means to embark my ſelf, not for the 
Indies, (of which Thad loſt all Hopes,) 
but to return into Fraxce : But as my 
bad Fortune would have ir, not far 
from $2» Lucar T was Robbed in the 
Pinars; and coming to San Law, | 
ſoon found out who it was that had 
robbed me, but I durit ſcarce ſpzak 
thereof for fear of worſe; beſides 
there, as in other Places, Juſtice is ve- 
ry difficult to be had without Money. 
At laſt, having found an Opportunity 

Retwrn in- tO go for France, we parted, « Ten 

re France. Ships we were in Conſort, and held 
our courſe: far out in the Sza, for 
fear of the Ships of Tens: The Ship 
wherein I was, was of Incuſe in Hot- 
land, and the Captain was named 
Zan T ave. 

Now one Day, when it was a great 
Calm, this Caprain invited on board 
his Ship the Admiral, and Vice-Admt- 
ral, with other Captains, who had 
treated him before : And after having 
made good Cheer together, and'drunk 

pleatituliy 
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plentifully of theſe Spariſb Wines, 
they withdrew themſelves each one 
on board his own Ship. In the mean 
time the Wind began to riſe, and we 
were forced to change the Sails ; bur 
all the Mariners, and the Pilor him- 
ſelf, were {o drunk, tbar they knew 


a: the Helm commanded to {et ro the 
Larboard, they haF'd co the Starboard, 
having the Wind 1n their Faces ; one 
cried this way, another that way, it 
being the greateſt Confuſion in the 
World, not one underſtanding . what 
another ſaid.

Nevertheleſs that hindred me not trum 
going to frad him out upon the Deck, 
where he was ſtill emptying ſome Bot- 
tes of Wine with his Mariners., AS 
loon as he ſaw me, he began to mut-

I took up a Cup and drank to him, :

becauſe, as they ſaid, he had been 
drunky 
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drunk, and had ſpoiled the Deck : 
He was thus hoiſed up Three times 
by the Sail-yard, and-ſo duck'd in the 
Sea, after the Captain had firſt drank 
to him, which he pledged. "Twas a 
great Pity to hear the Cries and Com- 
plaints of this poor Boy, and I was 
not able to behold a Spectacle ſocruel, 
but withdrew my ſelf below Deck, 
where 1n the mean time I heard them 
murmuring againſt me, at the Inſpi- 
ration of this Norman, who had been 
Captain of a Ship in the New-found 
Lands, and was now a Paſſenger in 
this Veſſel, having more ſtore of 
Crowns than Good-nature. 

After having failed thus for ſome 
time, we arrived happily,by the Grace 
of God, at the Hevre, the 15th. Day rival «t 
of Auguſt, 1615. and from thence 1 
went ſtrarght to Paris, which was 
the Term of all my Voyages, and of 
this laſt Peregrination , which was 
more troubleſome and incommodious 
than long. But God be praiſed for all, 
towhom I render iofinite Thanks that 
t hath pleaſed his Divine Goodneſs to 
preſerve me from my Infancy to this 
une, from ſo many ſeveral —_—_ 
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and Difficulties which I have me 
withal : For 1 was butat my Mother', 
Breaſts in the Year x 576. when my Fa 
ther was Impriſonedat Meavx for being 
Surety tor a Debt, which he was oblige! 

to pay ; and whilſt he had Permiſſion 

to provide accordingly, it behoved my \ 
Mother to ſupp!y his Place in the Pri 

ſon with me ; and thus began I 
times to reſent the Miſeries of th: 
World, which ſiace 1n greater Ape - 


have ex more fully, aad more 
roughly, i ard of my almoſt-cont;- 
nual Abſence from my native Country, 


in ſtrange Lands, and remote Places, 
devoid of all Comfort, and expoſed to x 
all forts of Miſeries that could befall E 
any Man; and morcover, fincemy Re- 
turn into mine own native Country, 1 
have not been exempted from the like 
MisfortunesandCalamiries, having had 

bat very little Support from Men, al- 
ſiſted only by the Providence of my 
God, who hath never forſaken me, but 
hath cauſed the AfiQions which he [ 
hath pleaſed to ſend me, to be an Ob-Þ} j:; 
j=&t to ſeveral Perſons of Honour toÞ yi 
exerciſe towards me their Good and lf 
Laudable Charities. 
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Ccording to the defire 1 
A had , of a Long time, to 
Travel about the World, E 
had a mind to begin with Africs, ha- 
ving occaſionally tound a Ship bound 
for Lyb44. 
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I parted then from St. Malo the gth 
of Ofober, 1601. and embarqued in 
the Ship called the Serexe, Laden with 
Salt, and very well furniſhed with 
Victuals, and munition of War ; we 
were 25. men in all, and having born 
to the S-Weft, and the wind being 
very favourable, we paſſed the C:? 
of St. Vincent, and being come up 
within view of the Canary Itland; 
we met' with a Ship and a Pataciy, 
whom we deſcried a far of, ufing 
thew utmolt to come up to us, 
the Patache came with a Light-wind 
to view us ncarer, and to know who 
we:were,; but they were not {o il} 
adviſed as to come within the rcach 
o-our Cannon. Art laſt after having 
viewed, us well on all ſides, and 
taking'notice of the Port, and faſhion 
of our Ship, they returned toward 
their Admiral, who was about 3 ot 
4. Leagues off us, telling him that our 
veſſel was not ſo great as theirs ; yet 
they did. not know what ſort of peo- 
ple we were, not having ſpoken with 
us. "Their Admiral hearing this, ſent 
tnem again with the Patache to 
Watch us all night, with, a Lanthorn 
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upon the Malſt,coaſting us continually 
2 good way of. But we, ſceing our 
ſelves ſo cloſe purſued by thele Pirate 
hips, broke our boat tro make 
nlat-forms, {o that we might change 
our Cannon from one fide to the 0- 
ther ; then having kited our Net- 
deck, and made ready our Mulquets, 
with our Cannons and Patterero's,and 
hoiſted our Sails, with proviſion of 
wine upon the Dec, for rhe Sea-men 
to drink, ro make them the more 
Couragious; We Vcre rclolived all to 
die, rather than fſutter our ſelves to 
be taken by thele Cor/azrs. Thus 
having been round about us for rwo 
days and two nights, at laſt their 
Admiral arriving with all his top- 
latls, full fail, he commanded us to 
yield ; bur we being deaf to that, 
and ready to let {iy our whole broad- 
le ; he cricd out aloud that we 
ſhould not fire if we were wiſe, 
and that it we were a French Ship 
1e would do us no harm, and that 
we ſhould only put out our boat; 
we made anſwer that our boat was 
broke, and he might put out his if he 
would ; upon which he was a long 
B 2 time 
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time diſputing the matter: But at laſt 
ſeeing us fo relolute, and fo well co- 
ver'd with our net-deck,he put out his 
Boat, and came aboard us, and ſecing 
nothing but S/t in our ſhip, he re. 
turned” again witho't doing us any 
harm for {o ſmal a matter, beſide; 
ſceing us fo reſolved to defend our 
{elves to the laſt man, and that there 
was nothing to be gotten but blows, 
he left us. From thence we purſued 
Our courſe : But upon our return 
mecting with vs. again, he beat uw 
ſoundly, and did us a great deal of 
damage, havin:; three or four ſhips to 
Our One, 

The 6th of ,\'-:-2»46er we perceived 
2 wr and 2 Pzrache hid behind 
C +rceblanc, making tul-lail towards 
us : Put we, ſeeing our {elves ſo near 
being ſurpriſed abour tour or five 4 
Clock in the afternoon, we T ack'd 
from Iim that we might have 
time to prepare our ſelves: But be- 


jor we could run out our Cannon 
nc 1-47, our Net-deck, they came 
un w i ,, and commanded us to 


yer, or they would fink us :; upon 
which ovr Captain ( not at all at 


trightec 
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frighted at theſe rhreatnings ) com- 
manded the Cannonicrs to do their 
duty, whuch they did, faluting them 
very near, and they in the mean time 
anſwering us very briskly : Ar laſt, 


having given us feveral broad-ſides Fig 


and Vohes of {mall ſhor, which rain- 
ed upon us like hail, rhe night 
came on, and the Moon fwd a 
little. In the mean ime we kod fo 
veral of our men wounded, Fur none 
mortally : The eremy had bat tered 
us, finking to have taken us, 
but he was as ſoon repu ulled as 
come ; he fſceing that , made on 
the orher fide, thinking our Can- 
non had been Changed ; but he 
was deceived; For we had there 
three Cannons ready” , with Patcr- 
rero's full of ftone:, 21il narls, be- 
ſides bullets.

But walking a-!*"*" 
bout theſe ſandy-deferts I was in 
danger to have been taken, and car- 
red away captive by theſe Moors,

they might hang out their white 
Coloury and we would let rhem en- 
ter into the Haven ; which they did,

Anchored in the 1z:4 Haven, we v:- 
ted one anorher, after that eac!t one 
returned on board his own Ship. 'hree?

chored round about us, at their cat,

permitted to the French to tate any 
Fiſh there ; the which we were for-

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ced to do, and took a Moor along 
with us to guide our Ship to Cape 
weille, "This Moor was called Fliſſe 
one who very well knew this Coal; 
we not, being far from the Fort 
Aronuin, where there were Portaguec, 
and B'acks, We tound this place 
very good for Fiſh, and having !taid 
there tor ſome time, a Spaniard Com 
ing from the Fort of Arg: came 
towards us, defiring us to git 
him fome Nails, and wood whuch 
they had occaſion for, for their Ship, 
which was in the Cape frog whence 
we were come. We gave him what 
he ask't ; but this Traitor, came on- 
ly to ſpy us, and to know what we 
were doing, and if we had our Lz 
ding, ſaying that they found no Fiſh 
in their Haven, and that they ſhould 
be forced to come and feel it on our 
ſide: And all this to deceive us, 5 
they did. ; 
For about three, or four days attcr 
they came with three boats to force 


Rt us, and they made uſe of this trick ; 


that is, they put cher Nets intother 
Loats, and Jud their Arms under 


neath, then {ccing that all our men 
Wer. 
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were on Shore bufic about the Fiſh, 
they ſent two of their boats to take 
our men, and the other came on board 
Our Ship as friends, and their; Arms 
being hid we ſuſpetted nothing s we 
being but three on board,cthe Captain, 
the Carpenter, and my ſelf, with one 
Black, The Captain commanded me 
to make ready a Collation for them ; 
but they faved me that labour, by 
ſeiſing upon our Captain, and the 
Room where the Arms were. One 
of the Duke's Ship-boy's taking a na- 
ked-\word in his hand, ſet himſelf a- 
gainſt the Cabine-door, to hinder 
any of us from entering, then they 
weighed the Anchors,and fect Sail, and 
made towards the Mole, where their 
Slups were: Being arrived there, they 
took away all our Arms, our Pouder, 
and our Sails; then putting again 
all our mer. into-our Ship, to com- 
pleat the Lading of Fiſh, they kept 
zood watch all the night, continu- 
aly miſtruſting us. 

But Chr:/tmas being come, which 
was almoſt the time to depart from 
hence, to return with the Fiſh, apainft 
Lent. They took all our men out of 
our 
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Port-S:into, 
er Holy le. 
Madnra, 


our Ship, and put them in theirs, 
lacing Spaniards in ours, leaving 
Foune of our men there, to help about 
the Fiſh. Of three Ships that re- 
mained there, two ſet Sail, and ours 
made the third, to return into Spuzy. 
But being in the open Sea, holding 
the Maſter of our Ship in theirs they 
gaye. the command to rhe Spax!ſb- 
Captain, which was in ours, and the 
Duke's Cabin-boy being lett rhere tor 
Matter : the others then held their 
Courle, and left us alone : But being 
about Porto-Santo near to the lll 
of Madera, we were beaten with 
contrary winds in ſo much that 
we were forced to make towards 
the Ifle, where having cait An 
chor a good way off from the 
Cuy of Maders, wc had a mind to 
go on Shore to refreſh our elves: 
Burt the Portugueſe that lived there 
would not ſuffer us, ſaying we had 
the Plague, and therefore ſet Guards 
at allthe Avenues: In ſo much that 
we were forced to get down behind 


the Rocks, where we: had bread, and: 


wine . brought us for our . money, 
which was from a wall let down to 
us 


. 
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with a rope, yet not without great 

ntreaty. 

We remained Fifteen days in this 
miſery, at the end of which the 
Spaniſh Ships our companions, which 
we had left in the Sea, Arrived in 
the aid Iſle with their Main-malt cut 
down by reaſon of the bad wea- 
ther. And their General of the Ship 
made ſuch a doe, by words, and re- 
monſtrances, that he obtained leave to 
:nter into Madera ; upon condition to 
ake the habit of the Ciry of Maaera, 
ke, and his ſervants ; a little after, this 
General being ſomewhat indiſpoſed, 
'ent ro ſeek me out in this place, 
where we were in Cuſtody and 
took the habit of the City, after the 
Yaniſh faſhion, which one of the 
Souldiers of the Caſtle had lent me ; 


S: nd fol entered Madera to viſit this 
ere I General, where I tarricd untill the 
ad NI ame of our Embarquement. 
rs | Whileſt I was viſited, and ſtripped 
w ram people of the Gard-maor in 
ind © 


nging my habit, I had forgotten 
my Purſe, which I left in my pocket ; 
ut theſe Gallants had remembred to 
1 £0 UN handle it, and took out the moſt part 
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of my money for me, before I per 
ceived it, and had I not retw-F 
ned preſently again to ſee atter it, 
they had not left me ſo much as a 


blanck. 

Now one night, as we were all 
with-drawn into our Ship, except the 
Spaniſh Captain, and the Pilote, our 
Captain took a reſolution with Six 
of his men who were there to play 
the Spaniards a fine trick, before the 
Maſter, and Pilote came on board, 
and the Captain's Mate was orderel 
to lead the others to the bottom 
of the Ship, promiſing to make 
them drink ſome good wine, to 
which the Sp4»iþ Mariners, ( who 
are always rcady for their ſhare 0 
fuch a game, when they can have 
it on free colt ) would not have fail 
ed. Wc had alſo diſpoſed our other 
men in order, fome to Guard the 
Chamber oi the Poop, where the 
Arms wecre, where I was appointed 
with one of our men, who had but 
one Leg, having loſt the other in the 
haſt Fight : others to ſet Sail with 
the wind : And the more to facil- 
tare our deſgn, we weighed one 

Anchor, 
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Anchor, leaving the other « pique 
But no ſo ſooner had we made an 
end of weighing Anchor, than pre- 
ſently came the Captain, and the 
Pilote, with the other Spanyſb Mari- 
ners on board. ' he Pilot was woun» 
ded by a blow with a {word, hav- 
ing on Shore fought a Spaniard 
of one of rhe other Ships. Thier Ar»

Leagues in compals, and hath two madera, 
Cities, of which the principal is alſo 
called Mazers, with two Fortreſles, 
in one of which, and the 
there are Caſtilian Soulders, and in 
the other Portugueſe. 
The City is tcated in a Valley, and 
at the foot of a Mountain, from 
whence comes ſo much water, and 


but 
ſometimes in ſuch abundance, that 
k ” often it cauſes inundations , 


which do much damage, ca @- 
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as big as St. Dezis, but very popu- 
KOUELATIOS a great number of {laves, 
who work upon the ſugar without 
the City ; and about all the reſt 
of the Iſland, ſtand here and there 
May-houſes of pleaſure. The foil is 
very plentiful in all forts of excellent 
fruits, and eſpecially in Wines : The 
Air there is very {weet and tempe- 
rate, and the pleaſanteſt place in the 
World to live in ; And *tis no work 
der if theAncients eſtcemed this coun- 
try to be the Elfiar fields, and as an 
earthly Paradice. 

Amongſt the reſt the Earth there 
produces a great quantity of w_ 
canes very ipungie which they of the 
country cut, and bruiſe in a Mill, 
then puttng 1t into the Preſs, and the 
Liquor , iqueeſed out, is put to the 
fire where *tis boiled over and over 
in velſels hke thoſe which the 
Dyers' ute, {fo that all the moiſture 
may be wholly conſurned ; and 
having, rehned u, they clap it into 
Parornody, where it: 15 formed 
1nto-Sugar-loaves, as 'tis brought us- 
Sh or husk that r& 
mains 15 a redilh, and blackiſh logts, 

whic 
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which they call Meleche, that is 
to ſay black. | \ 

I ſaw there the French Conſul, 
Named Jean de Chax, who had mar- 
ried the Niece of Dos Chriſtoval de 
More, Vice Roy of Poringal: He is 
very rich, and curteous, and did me 
and my companions a great deal of 
ſayour: There are always a great ma- 
ny Factors ; as French Enel. ſb Dutch, 
and others, who ar: to Load the 
Ships that trade tliere, They make 
there a great quantity of excellent 
fweer meats, that are carried from 
thence as Marmelades, quidnies, Can- 
did Lemmon, and fcveral other cu- 
rious Paſtes. 

But to return again to our depar- 
ture; we were not gotten Thirty 
Leagues from the Ile, when we were 
overtaken with ſuch a great tempeſt, 
that we were forced to return back 
to Maders, which was the Twenty 
hfch of January, 1602. and did not 
go Out again till the Ninth of February, 
and made ſuch haſt, that we Arrived 
at St. Lucar de Baramede \n Spain, 
where being come, our Captain was 
preſently made Prifoner in the Real 

C 2 de« 
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des Galleres, ſaying for theſe Reaſons, 
that in ſome of the former Voyages 
he had ſold Corn, and Arms to the 
Moors of Barbary, at Cap-blanc ; up- 
on which they brought informations 
with the depoſition of the Moors; 
The Aaelanaate ( not being willing 
to give Credit to the Moors ) Let go 
our Captain with his Ship, but our 
Fiſh was all ſpoiled, which was agrezt 
Loſs to us. We went from: hence to 
Lisbon to \cll it, where only we ſold 
part of it, but the Viſitor of health 
being come on board our Ship, and 
finding it bad, commanded us to fel 
no more of it upon great penalty, fo 
that we were forced ro caſt rhe reſt 
into the Sea. 

;y%© 0 Abontthis time our Captain found 

£4'25"- an opportunity to Fraight his Shipto 
£0 to Mazazan in Ajrique, to cany 
Corn, «gd biſcquet to the Portage 
Souldiers who are there in Garilon

poſſibly could, and caſt Anchor about 
three or four Leagues from Mazagan, 
with that a great number of boats 
came on board to _— 0 It Wa 
a great pity to ſee t pic ger of rhe 
- apnx tbe ſtarved, ary if theſe Sannge 
Vittuals had not come fo feaſonably 
as they did, I believe they had been 
either dead, or otherways had been 
forced to have yielded themſelves 
flaves to the Barbarows-moors. I could 
not hinder the children, nor the great 
ones themſelves, from boring holes in 
the ſacks where the biſcquet were that 
they might eat, or rather allay their 
hunger. I did my utmoſt endea- 
vour to keep them away, tho' I was 
wy ſorry to ſee them {© faint, 2nd. 
{o dreadfully with hunger. My 
Captain had given me the charge of 
the biſcquet,for to return him the \ame 
C4 weipht 
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weight that he had delivered to me 
at L:i5bou. 

This being all unladed and put in- 
to the Magazines for that purpoſe, I 
ſaw the Gentlemen and Cavalliers 
coming to look every one for his wei 
of Biſcuit, and mea{ure of Corn,whuch 
1s ordinarily allowed them by the King 
ol Sp4/zz. One of theſe Cavalliers re 
ceived am! lodged me in his Houſe; 
for there i5 no Inn nor reſting place for 
NHTANECTS.

I was ſent for in great haſten 
go ſeea Patient, upon whichour Cap 
rain werſt away, and left me there 2 
alone. ——_ I went pre 
fently -rowards the Sea-ſhore, but þ 
was already far-enough from thenee. 
ſo I was forced to go back again t 
the City ro wait tilt the next day: 
In the. mean time the Ship finding th: 
Wind good, ſet Sail; and a Solder, 
who was a Centine| upon the Wal, 
knowing, that I was fttll in the City 
came- preſently to give me notic: 
thereot ; At which all aſtoniſhed ! 
run preſently to the Wall 19 fee if 1 
wastruc, and being in-great perples 
wy-how to -get ont from thence; | 
went rothe Cipain' of the Foot Se 
diers/to defire hun'ro eanſe the Gatt 
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to be opened, whichhe did, and gave 
the Key tothe Porter; but I muſt ſtay 
till the Cavalliers were ready to go 
aut : This time ſeemed tome an Ages 
At laſt the Gate being opened, I 

fired the Pilot-Nioor to get me a Boat 
ready,to carry me on Board our Ship; 
and by good fortune I found ſome 
Soldiers who were going a Fiſhing, 
one of whom had brought us from 
Portugal. They did me that favour 
as to take me 1nto their Boat: Had 
we wanted that little Wind, which 
was weak enough, I had been forced 
to have. tarried there; for which I 
{hould got have been much perplexed, 
wad I but had my Cloaths,my Medi- 
CInES, 6 a but I 
we nahepyny been in my Doublet, 
without comfort, or any other thing. 
Theſe Soldiers then did their utmoit 
to overtake the Ship, which was al- 
ready got far off, beſides the Sea be- 
gan to rife, infomuch that thele Men 
would not go any further , telling, 
that if the Wind ſhould riſe but nevcr 
lo little, they ſhould not be able to 
recover Land by their utmoſt Efforts, 
put run the riſque of their Lives,

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they left of Rowing, and 
and held Conlea amongſt themſelves 
what was beſt ro be done; oe 
ing reſolved to return, t 0 
= to handle their On? ba 
which, 1 being much vexed, endea- 
vour'd to urge them by Prayers and 
Promiſes, that I would certainly Con 
tent them, to return again towards 
the Ship ; and by ſtrength of Oar 
we made our way fo that we arrived 
there. This was no {mall fortune 
for me, conſidering in what trouble 
they live in there; Beſides, the moſt 
rt of the Portugueſe there are ſuch 
eople who are carried thither by 
Force, being Condemned to be there 
for a certain time to make War 
the Moors ; In ſhort, they are almoſt 
all Criminals, otherwiſe none would 
be forced to go there. 

Having then happily overtaken our 
Ship, our Captain for excuſe, let me 
underſtand, that he could not poſſibly 
wait any longer for me than unti] it 
was day, and if I had not been on 
Shore, he had ſet fail the ſame night, 
knowing well that when I ſaw them 
vnder Saif I would haſt to m—_—_— 
them.

i broke through the” two Decks, 
fell amongſt ih: Salr, and had it not 
been for the reſirance that it found 
there, it ha! broke quite through ow 
Ship. In the nievn time the ſmall 
Shot rained upon us like Rail, and 
without ceatfing,infomuch that ourShip 
was piercu through and rhroughon & 
very tide, and our Sails torn to pieces, 
and all the reſt in bad Equipage ; but 
the night coming, on, the Fight ceaſed, 
and our Enemies watched us all until 
chenext morning, then they left us at 

hberty. 
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. All the night we were con- 
ulting what we had belt ro do, whe- 
her to yield, or to defend our ſelves 
o the utmoſt extremity. .Our Cap- 
ain, who was of a great Courage, 
would not hearken to yielding : Here- 
upon We Went on Board the Flemiſh- 
Ship to know their pleaſure. This 
Flemiſh Ship at the firſt diſcharge of 
Cannon,had burntall her Powder, 
with which a great number of her 
Men were difabled and deſtroyed. 
i WT hey had put their Powder in a piece ,..;1- of 
. {Wot Sail,and a Match by chance touched Pore. 
} Wit, which was the cauſe of this Difa- 
ſter. I went on Board their Ship to 
ſee their Pilot, who was quite Roaſted, 
his Belly, Face, and Hands, mighty 
big and ſwoln ; I brought him ſome 
Remedies. I was told that there was 
4 or 5 others in a very bad condition, 
and ready to die: They were Burnt 
after a pitious and horrible manner. 
In the end, after we had well con- 
lulted with them, it was reſolved to 
lend a Boat on Board the Enemies, 
with a Man that underſtood their 
Language, for they were Engliſh ; 
which was done accordingly : A

Preſently after, we fourd awt the 
Mouth of the River Rio Del Oro,

perceived. "They found but 12 Foot 
of Water, and our Ship drew already 
s many? fo that .the Keel rouched 
Gound ; but we had no harm, be- 
auſe the River was Calm. Coming 
then to this Iland, within the River 
of:Rio del Oro, about five Leagues 
within from the Mouth, which is not 
aken notice of in the Map. We

Swndzy, about three hours before day. 
There are great Streams there abou 
the Sea fide, which run with a ſtrang: 
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along with them Trees: and Plant 
which they pluck up by the Root 
along the Coaſt. F. 

We ſceing our ſelves as' foon as r 
was morning intangled amongſt thel 
roaring Streams and Currents, baving 
fearce any Wind, they who were up 
on the Watch began to cry our, 'that 
we were all loſt, thinking we had 
been upon the the Shelves. - At'ths 
noiſe every one began to ſtir himelt 
to look out for help; and I hearing 
this. word Loſt , mounted preſently 
upon the, Deck ro” ſee if there was any 
way to ſwim, and if we were net 
Land, having no other way to fave 
our ſelves but by Swiming till day, 
hoping to have ſight of Land, eve 

which 
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which according to our Heights we 
were not far off, Hereupon the Pi- 
lot well advis'd, took the Plummet in 
Hand, and found in Sounding 25 Fa- 
thom ; whereof being very glad, he 
cried out, that we were in the River *#-*" f the 
of the Amazons, which is almoſt one * 
Degree on this ſide the Line. We 
made bur little Sail in expectation of 
the*dav, that we might tee Land, 
which we faw the next morning ; 
and Sounding again, we found but 
nine Fathoms, and fo leſſening to three 
or four, and yet we ſaw no Land, 
which was a great trouble to us. 

On Monday we deſcried Land, ve- 
ry low towards the South Welt, 
and by little and little we approached 
the Coaſt, to have knowledge of the 
Country,but with teartoruna-ground 
for there the bottom is nothing but 
Mud, which we touched every mo- 
ment. | 

As we were thus wandring about, _ 
by good chance we perceived a ( anoe _— 
with oy Indians, who came towards az. 
uw, and went to our Patache which 
was before us, after that they came 
on board us : They were all naked, 

E and 
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and Painted, as they go in theſe Coun: 
tries, With their Crowns of Feathers; 
and told vs that they came from 
War off the Cape of Caypoxr, one of 
the Capes near to the River of the 
Amazons, and they had {ome Booty 
in their Canoe. Their Captain ſeemed 
to be a Man of good faſhion, yet he 
was ſtark naked, and had only a Lar- 
goutin , which is a little piece of 
painted Cotton, to cover his Privities 


He ſpake with ſuch a Grace, that he- 


might have becn taken for' a Man of 
Counſel ; for he {pake ſoftly,and gave 
a grace to all his Words and Geſtures. 


Country of After we had diſcourſed with him 
Yapoco. about the Country , and where we 


ſhould Anchor, he left us two Indians 
for Guides, who conduted vs to the 
Land of Yaparo,” in the Mouth of the 
River, or _ near, and cauſed usto 
ſhelter our Ship in a private corner, 
to that when the 'Tide went out, ihe 
ſtuck upon the Mud; but the Tide 
coming, 1n again rarfed her up. 
Arrivir then in this Country of 
Tapaco, we |eit the River of the dms 
zo#is on the left Hand, on the other 
ſide of which, towards the South, is 


—— 
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the great Country of Braſil, and on 
this hde towards the North, are the 
Caripons, and Caribes. 

hirty or forty Leagues off from 
this t River, we found along the 
Coatt a certain Rock, which had 
Veins of the colour of Slate, with ſome 
fiver mixed amongſt it, out of which 
[ took 2 little Stone I {ince loſt, We 
aw there alſo the marks of ſome 
Engliſh ; or Dutch Ship, that had 
ralſed by that way. 

We arrived there on Monday night, Arrival is 
and afterwards on, Tueſday morning, '* 144 of 
the 1eth of Avr:l, deſiring to know Hah 
what profit we might make 1n this 
Country, we went on Shore to Ex- 
change Hatchets, Bills, Knives, and 
Glaſs-Beads of ſevere] colours, with 
divers cther ſuch like things. 

We faw theſe Indians with two#7994 w 
lttle pieces of Wood ftrike fire : 1" *** 
made the Experiment of it {ince to 
the late King Henry the Great at. Fon- 
'unblea, in the year 1605. _ All the 
Indians were run there from their Ha- 
bitations, and had trimed up their 
Hammocks, or hanging Beds, made 
with Wreaths of Palm-Trees ; and

in: of the thoſe People mighty buſie at that. 
Cenry, Amonglit others, they made a certain 
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were in greatnumbers, Men,W 

and Children, all as naked as when 
they came out of their Mothers Bellies; 
except ſome Beads with which 
decked their Bodies; and in ther 
Ears they had long pieces of Wood 
and round Stones. They had brought 
a thouſand Trifles, as Gumbs, Egre; 
Feathers, and Parrots, Tobacco, and 
other Things which the Country af 
forded. I did my Duty in Exchang. 
ing, and took as much of their Mer- 
chandize as I poſhbly could. We 
made our Bargains without ſpeaking, 
ſhewing by figns what we wo 
have, or give. 

The King of this Country of Tepocy, 
named Aracajoury, was. then making 
ready Cannoe's to go againſt the C4 
ribes; This was the cauſe that we 
could not then make much Bartering 
in this place : For they were all buſi 
at work, ſome at the Cannoes, others 
to make Arms for thcir Viſage ; and 
others to prepare Vittuals, which was 
the Women's Province: we ſaw all 
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Wine, or Drinkof Fruits, which ine- 
briates 
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britates like Beer or Citre: They 
chaw a certain Root, then Boil it,and 
after Strain it. There is another fort 
of it more thick, which is made of 
Fruits and Palms,as big as a Gal-Nur, 
they bruiſe only the Bark which is 
upon them ; it's as yellow asan Orange; 
for they make nothing of the Nur ; 
after that they Boil and Strain it. 
They have another ſort, which might 
be taken for clear Milk, mixed with 
ſoft Cheeſe. I had a great mind to 
Taſte of it; beſides, being defired by 
them to Drink, I would not refuſe, 
for fear they ſhould have thought 
that I intended *em any harm; inſo- 
much that they were mightily plea- 
ſd to ſee me Drink of it. 
They do not love Melancholly 
and green Perſons ; and it you make rue nd 
ſport with them in Jeſt, it muſt be emerge 
in Laughing. I clapped them ſome ei 
times upon the Back with my Hand 
n Jeſt, but they wouldalways return 
ain the like in Laughing. They 
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re vefy hardy and warlke, cour- 
teous and liberal, and have very 
cheerful Looks.

The .Caribes are not fo, for they 
would give us, as the faying 15, no: 
ſo. much as a * Patatre ; This is : 
Roor-like a Turnip, but longer, and 
of a red and yellow colour: It is 0: 
very talte,and they Eat it boile! 
or roaſted upon the Coals; but if it 
1s ofren Eat of, it is very Diſrelliſyng 
and. Windy. 

As. for Fruits, they have ſever 
ſorts-of *em, good to Eat, but wild 
and unknown to us, except th: An 
gana's, .or Figs which are ver", long, 
andas big as a great Pudding. hey 
have Plantanes, or Fig-Trees, which 
the: Spaniards call' Plantins. 'T hey 
make ſmall thin Cakes of Caſas; 
which is a Root that they Grate upon 
a Stone, or a piece df Wood made in 
the form of a File; not having any 
ortar'to bruiſe it in : Thenthey put 
wintoa great Pasker made. of link 
wigs, bke Willows. Theſe Roots 
aho'yield a juice which is poifonors, 
After having well prefſed ir, dried it, 
and fop'd it in Water, they make it 
anto a Paſte, ſpread it upon a great 
fax Stone that is upon the Fire; which 
£:ves :t the form of a very thin Cake. 

When 
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' © When it is done fo, it may be kept 
three, or four years, or more, ſo it be 
kid in a dry place. I taſted of it, but 
it did not reliſh as our Bread,and I be- 
leve that one would ſoon be weary 
of Eating it often. They make ſeve- 
ral other ſorts of things to Eat, but 
very courſe and grofly, which is not 
very pleaſant to thoſe who are not 
accuſtomed vvith them. 
Ifaw them make their preparations 
n the Lodgings of their King Anaca- 
joury, to ViEtual the Cannoes which 
were to gotothe War ; but they put 
all theſe Caſaves, or Cakes, (which I 
_ of) into a Pile in the middle of 
Houſe, and their Drink in Gourd 
Bottles, which hold more than a Pail. 
For theſe Gourd Bottles are of a won- 
derful greatneſs in compariſon to ours. 
I faw at the Houle of this King, a 
Caribe-Slave, whom they made to 
work to get ready theſe Vittuals tor 
the War. "This little Naval Army 
Was aour 35 Cannoes, with 25 or 
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zo men in each. 

But to return again to our arrival in -;,, ,.. 
this place of Tapaco; as foon as wecapury, 
were entered into this Country, the 

E 4 King 
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King Aracaioury gave us two of hi 
Nephews in Hoſtage, it by chance 
any of ours ſhould there looſe him 
ſelf, or his wav : The Grandchiid of 
this King led me about the Woods; 
for all the Coaſt is covered with 
rees, and there was {ome Indians 
with him. This little Boy was very 
brisk, and Mighty witty for a Savage, 
and ſhewed me the Fruits, which 
were good to Ear, and whi-h not. 
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Amongit others, they have a Frut 1! 
called Mancenille, of the bignets of an I He 
Oringe, very \ellow, and beautiful MW 5: 
to look upon ; but yet fo venomous, I ani 
that they fay, if it is put never fo lit- W plu 
tlecothe Mouth, it kills immediately; I ft 
and the Fiſh themlielves, which are I del 
all a!ong, the Coatt, who tuck chis I fur 
Fruit, are carried by the Sea to Land: I ihe 
for the Tree which bears it is near to I br 
Sea,which comes up intotheie Woods, I 1v 
ard drags aloiy with it a thouland I for 
forts of Fruits, as we faw inthe River I dil 
of the Arraznss. : 

The Fiſh wi:o fuck this Fruit, peel I fit 
and looie their Scaies : Whoſoever Il fit 
Eats of this Fiſh looſe all their Epi- I to 


derme, or Upper-Skin, luke the Le- 
pers 
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who Eat the Fleſh of Vipers. As 
_ any one hnds himſelf ſeiz'd 
with ſuch an accident, yo preſently 
conjeture they have Eat of the Poiſon 
of Mancen le, as the Spaniards have 
named it, who inhabit theſe Indves. 
This King's Grand-Child ſhewed 
me ſeveral Herbs which they make 
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uſe of, and one amongſt others which povcarny 
ſerves them for an Antidote when poiſon. 


they are ſtruck with Poiſoned Arrows. 
I took ſome of the Leaves of this 
Herb ro compound an Unguent,which 
s an excellent remedy for Wounds, 
and other Sores. I would alſo have 
plucked up ſome of the Root, bur this 
lttle Boy would not ſuffer it: And 
beſides, rhe Indians who were with 
him, ſeemed to be very angry he had 
ſhewed me this Plant, which they 
priſed and eſteemed above all others. 
[ would not infiſtany more thereupon, 
for fear his Grand-Father ſhould be 
4 1 with ___ 

Atter I had gat a great quan- 
tity of Plants, Fruits, Mel rk Ra. 
ities, I returned on board the Ship to 
lock them up. 


On 
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*"- On Tueſday the 11th of April, | 
went to their Habitations to fee if] 
could get any more Curioſities, taking 
foe” Knives and other Pedlars-Ware 
to exchange with them. Our Pilg 
being with me, we went intoa Cabin, 
where there were a great number < 
Indians, Men and Women; and there 
wereamongſtthereſt ſomeabout 17a 
18 years of Ape,pounding in a Mort 
made of a hollow piece of Wood, with 
a long Stick. I alſo took a Stick 
help her to Pound, of which ſhe ws 
very glad, ſeeing I underſtood the 
manner of Pounding after their way: 


And though ſhe was Stark-Naked,fte 


cared not for my being over-againk: 


her. After that,ſhe gathered us ſome 


Potato's, and belides thoſe, gave wv 
ether Things to Far, and all withan 
1dmirable Grace and Civility. 

"x believe theſe Cariporrs are of all 
the Indians the moſt tweer and mill 
1 Pchaviour ; They are very curious 
© Honour, Ambitious to do Kindne' 
ro thpte who viſit 'them : The Wo 
Toh, Girls, ant Children, came very 
freely on board our Ship, withort 
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any ihew of ſhame for ther Nakec- 
no, 
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neſs,butwere continuallydrawing their 
Legs cloſe, like Half-Moons. "There 
was a little Indian brought me ſome 
Balls of Tobacco, with a little Cafe 
made of the Bark of a Tree, as wide 
5a Pocket, and as round as a Ring : 
Its that which the Men make uſe of 
to bind up their Privy-Parts ; they 
can ealily change them, or take them 
away when they pleaſe. I rook two 
or three of them for curioſity, ſeeing 
'em ſo ingeniouſly made. All the In- 
dans round about having heard the 
diſcharge of Cannon, came preſently 
from every quarter that was nigh, to 
» xchange their Goods withour Knives, 
3 WM Hatchets, and other ſmall Ware.

me from his Country,(far from thence 
ſeveral choice Things, and amon 
athers,ſome little pretty Parrots, ſpeak- 
ing their Language. Yet I waited 
not ſo-much in expectation of his Prc- 
miſes, a3-to negleCt to provide my felt 
ellewhere, My firlt thing was a lit- 
te Parrot 2s big as a Sparrow, with 
a long Tay, and very 'Tame, which 
would with a wonderful Pleaſure = 
f- 
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the Hair of the Beard, fo that it 
could ſcarce be felt. I gave a little 
Knife in exchange for it. This Cap- 
nib who had promiſed me ſo many 
Rarities, came to offer me among 
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ather 'Things, a Trufs of Serpents, _—_— . 


which were as Fat as a great Conger, * 


and the Skin ſo ſpeckled with yellow, 
, blue, and other colours, that I 

bad a0 great mind to try how they 
reliſh'd, though ſome living on them, 
make great Feaſts togerher : "They 
ze prepared in Leaves, and roalted. 
I alſo took notice that theſe Caripous 
live better than theſe Caribes; tort 
know how to make Cakes wi 
Mace, which are very good, and 
have other things to Eat, agreeable 
_ to the Country where they 
Ves 

Theſe People Eat alſo another ſort 
of Serpents, like Adders, of a ſtrange 
greatneſs and lengrh. - "I his Country 
of Tapoco is above 120 Leagues from 
the Country of Toupinambous, which 
s towards the River Maraznon, Or 
Braſil : And thoſe of Tapoco are of 
the ſame colour and ſwarthy Com- 
plexion with the others, but they 


are 
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are far finer, more lively, and plea 
ſanr. . 

Speaking ol this Captain, I wil 
relate in this place a ſtrange and re 
markable thing of thele People, that 
the Nephew of Aracajoury told ny, 
to whom the Soveraign Command of 
this Country belongeth, and becauſe 
of his Youth, his Uncle governed un 
til ſuch time as he ſhould be of Age 
to Rule. He told me, That t 

Stravg? did Far neither Fleſh nor Fiſh un] 
Cermimnt they had killed tome of their Enemics; 
©.£714ir5, and When they had killed any one of 
them in War, they obterved this Ce- 
remony, which ſhould not be other- 

ways agreeable ro our French Cap- 

tains. They make a Link of Palmn 

which they put him whom they de- 

ſign for Captain, who before he ray 

Eat either Fleſh or Fiſh, muſt under- 

go therein the Exercile of rheir Wez- 

pons ; Then cauſing all the greateſt 
Captains of th? Country: to come, 

who with the King of the place,make 

one after another, a Harrangue 

or Speech to this new one, telling 
him;that he mult becouragious, hardy, 

and nimble in Batrel, wil mover give

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BGround but upon creat occaſion, and 
{with Judgment undergo all” rhe 
tardihips of War, be they never fo 
great ; and love the Virtue, Honour, 
:nd Reputation of a good and juſt 
Coptain. V Vhen they have finiſhed 
isDiſcourſe,they take a great Switch 


him three great Blows, with all their 
force, {o that the Body is all over 
Black and !;loody, upon which Bli- 
ers may be ſeen toriſc as big as ones 
Finger ; and fo one after another make 
tim the ſame Diſcourſe, repeating ſo 
many Blows withthe Switch ; which 
aſtsa full Wonth, 3 or 4 times a 
Week.

All this 
being done, he is Honoured asa great 
Captain, and then they goa Cruiſing 
along the Coaſts to meet their Ene- 
mies : After being upon their return 
to their Habitations, they make til 
Remonſtrances to this new Captain, 
and give him each one, three Blows; 
and from thence forth he may Eat 
Fleſh. Sometime after that, 
take another turn in the Sea with ther 
Cannoes ; and if they find any df 
their Enemies, they tail not to return 
to perfect this Captain, to whom they 
give three Blows more, and then he 
may Eat Fiſh; and fo he is created 
wr admitted into the Office, to bear 
Command over the others. Butthat 
is not done butto thoſe who have wel 
behaved themſelves in Battle, knock 
ing down many Enemies. : 
I leave it to you, if our Men 0 
War (who come to this Honour molt 
commonly by the Purſe, than Virtue) 


would Buy that Honour at fo dear 3 
Rare 
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Race as theſe poor Savages do; Yet 
'E what I wonder at molt of all, is, that Admirii; 
the Indian who ſuffers rtheie Blows ?Hic*< y 
with a Switch, is wither ro ſtir, nor a, 
ayout in the leaft, buronly to ſhrwk 
up his Shoulders, if he pleaſe. 

As for my part, I faw ahaoit the 
lke in my return : For we had 100ur 
Sp three Indians, whom wv & brought 
to France, two Caribes, Brothers;

Now this Indian 
Interpreter, having a mind to Marry 
one of the Daughters of Anaajoary, 
and already treated with the Father 
bout it, had cauſed his ' Cloarhs 
and other "Things to be brought on 
Shore, telling this King that hewould 
make War upon the Caribes with him, 
becauſe they had Eaten one of his 
Brothers ; Of which our General be- 
ng advertiſed, commanded h:m not

into France with us, where, upon his 
arrival he was ſet to turn the Spit, at 
which he was fo offended, that he 
went away from Carncale to 3t.Malo's,

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without ſaying a word,but was thence 
fetched again : This was in the year 
1604. : 

Since, in the year 1613, upon my 
return from my Voyages to Paris, l- 
ving in the 'Tuzleries, as Keeper of the 
Cabinet of Raritics to the King, the 
Sicur de Raſilly came back from thoſe 
Parts of Braſil, and hearing that he 
had brought along with him ſome 
Br filians, to preſent to the King and 
the Queen Regent, I went one mort 
ing to the Capuchins, were they were, 
as well to ſee them, as to hear News 
of the Sieur de /a Ravaratere, Lieute- 
nant to Monſieur de Raſi/;, who had 
tarried behind at Maragzon , to go 
to the River of the Amazons : Burt] 
was no ſooner enicred into the Cham 
ber where theſe Brefitirin 'T oupinim- 
64x were, when I perceived Tapaco, 
who knowing me, came preſently to 
me and caught me about the Neck to 
embrace me, telling me all his For- 
runes, and bow he was returned to 
Braſil, within almoit 200 Leagues of 
lus 0w1n Country of Yapoco, where he 
could not go ; and that he went to 


Lo 
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Then he embarked in a little Ship 
with the Segnior d« Bos, a Gentleman 
of Bretaigne, who was come from the 
Voyage that 1 made with Monſicur 
& la Ravardiere ; but having been 
aken by the Pirates towards England, 
he found means afterwards to return 
no Fraxce, and went to find out 
Madam de 1a Ravardiere in Poiftona, 
where he had been before, the other 
foyage , and told her News of 
ter Husband , who tarried behind 
# Braſil, It happened that one day, 
2 Hog falling inro the Caſtle Ditch, 


this Lady commanded her Servants, 


and among the reſt Tapoco, to help to 
draw him out ; but he, though bora 
in the Country of rhe Savages, dif- 
daining a =_ of work fo vile and 
baſe, told her plainly, that he would 
not do it ; upon which, the Lady 
ging him ſome harſh Language, he 
out of Anger went away without a 
farewel, and came ſtrey bt to Rochelle, 
where he found ſome Hablois, who 
brought him to the Hevre, and from 
thence he*went to Paris. % 
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When: I had thus met with him, 
and, Careſſcd him, I carried him to 
Lodging, where I treated him as we 
as I could : Aſter that, I took him to 
the King, who deſired to fee him : 1 
cauſed hum to Kneel before the King, 
who commanded me to {peak to him 
in his own Language, for I under: 
{tood a little of it; Then he ordered 
ſome Money to be given him. 

Aﬀter that, he was carried to the 
Havre, where Madam ae /: Rave: 
dere ſent for him by her Servants, and 
{fmce I heard no more News of him: 
Such was the Fortune of th.s young 
7 apoco. 

But ro return to theſe People, Sa- 


rre of tee vageasthey are,they are great Friends 
--to Honour, an:! of all that which. is 


juſt ark true, - v/hich they reverence 
from their Iofancy , abhorring all 
wicked Mien and Cheats, as much as 
they are Friends to the good and ver- 
tuous. They Co not Love a Coward, 
or 2 Puttron, but Honour fuch as are 
Valian* and Couragious. 

But ſince we are (till ncar theRiver 
of the Amazons, before we part from 
tMence, it will not be much amiſs to 


lay 
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ay ſomething of it from what I was 
able to learn 1n thoſe Parts. 

Some have taken the River of the 
Amtzons, or Oregliane, for that 
of Mara2nen ; but others will make 
wo of them, and ſay, that their 
Mouths are diſtant ſome hundred 
Leaghes ; that of Maragar 
the limits of Braſf/ on the Northen 
Coaſt, as the River of Plate,or Silver, 
makes the other Boundson the South. 
All theſe Rivers come from the Moun- 
ans of Per, the higheſt, and of the 
dfhculteſt acceſs of any others in the 
whole World. 


The River of the Amazons is very Ker 9 the 
broad in its Mouth, ſome 50 Leagues \=%* 


I thereabouts from one Shore to the 
other ,, and - contains ſeveral great 
Wands, 

The Sea there runs at the hours of 
the Tide, being very ſwift in its Eb- 
ding and Flowmg, | and carries along 
vith it many Trees and Plants it 
Mucks up by the Roots, all along the- 
Coaſts, which are like great Foreſts ; 
or there the Coaſt being low, the Sea 
ally enters far up into the Country; 
The colour of this River inclines - - 
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dark grey : We found the Water of it 
Sweet 3o Leagues within the Sea, 
Within this River, about 3o or 
Leagues up, are ſome Iſlands w 
the Warlike Women, the Amazon 
inhabit, who make War upon thoſe 
of the Continent of - the Coalt of 
Braſil ; and on the other (ide, where 
the Tndians inhabit, towards the Caps 
of Vozanponc , are their Friends and 
conſtant Confederates. '4 heſe Wo 
men for Propagation,have to do ev 
year with the ſaid Iadiansin the 
of April, and give them notice when 
rhey deſire to have them come to ſee 
chem, all the Days and Hours of that 
month, and do not fuer the faid In- 
dians to enter into their Ilands more 
ſtrong than themſelves, ſetting ſome 
to guard the entrance, whilſt others 
paſs away their time, exchanging ab 
ways thele guards, _—_—_ turn, and 
onth of Love 
in the ſoft Careſſes of Joy and De- 
light. at the end of the year, when 
their Confederates return to them, if 
they have Conceived in the mean 
time, they keep the Females, and 
g1vc, the Males to the Men, not keep- 
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them above a year ; And 'tis pro» 
ls that thele Sons which they give 
theſe Indians,may atterwards have 
todo with their Siſters and near Kinfſ- 
Women ; For they have a Cuſtom 
aways to ſeek out the Children of 
thoſe they have had todo with. Now, 
though theſe Indians ſhould be all 
Married in the Continent, theſe Ama- 
zo; ſerve thera only for Friends, and 
make Preſents to one another for a (1 
of Mutual Love and Good W 
Asto that which ſome ſay, that they 
wear but one Breaſt, and Burn off 
the other, according to the manner of 
the ancient Amazons, who inhabited 
towards the Thanais and Thermodor, 
they are nothing but Fables. "Tis crue, 
that cheſe Women do on pr loſe 
the Milk of one Brea —_—_ 
ny the re operas þ yo 

perhaps this Ancients 
is to qe = 

The Son , of the King of ac; 
amongit other Things, told me, 
theſe Women wear the _—_ of _ 
Prvy-Parts very mbing 
like their Heads, that aro _ _ 

a very great-dtature ; —_ y 
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that he had been in their Country 
with his Uncle Anacajoary. 

We could not go to fee rhem, as 
we dclired, becauſe the Streams there 
are too violent for Veſſels, and eſpe- 
cially for our Ship and Patache, who 
drew in already abundance of Water: 
For the Streams run towards the 
Coaſt, and 'tis impoſſible to go there 
except it be with a Boar and Oars, o& 
with the IndiansCannoes, which draw 
bur one Foot of Water. | 

Behold what I was able to learndf 
theſe Amazons ; which makes me not 
to give credit to all chat we find writ 
ten of thoſeanticat Women,fo famous. 
*Tis faid that there are ſtill ſome 
of them in Africa, towards the Cape 
of Good Hope, in the Kingdom of 

aÞa. | 

*All the Country on the Left Hand, 
at the entrance into the River of the 
Amazons , is comprehended in the 
great-Province of Braſil, firſt difcove- 
ret by Aivarez Cabral, a __— 
Captain, in the year t500, and by 
"John Vincent and Arias Pinco, who in 
abe year 1509. diſcovered the great 
River Maraenas, reckoned the biggeſt 
1 
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in the World. Since, Americus Veſpu- 
cu, and others, made a fuller diico- 
yery of thoſe Countries. In the year 
1542, the French Captain Oreglzane, 
ſeat by Gonzale- Pizarro the Spaniard, 
fund out the Riyer which comes 
fom the Province Arungquixo, thirty 
from the South Sea.

We had no fooner approached the 
River of Cazemxe, than we perceivet1 
Cannoe, which came on board our 
Ship, and there was in it, one named

I Co1bes,who having ſpied the Nephew Camaria. 
I of 4Anacajoury whom we had in our 
IJ Ship, was mightily ſurpriſed at firſt, 
Ml act knowing what to think of our 
coming with this Tepoco their Sworn 
Enemy, Nevertheleſs, he failed 
got to guide us in this River of 
Cgenne, which is very pleaſant, and 
convenient for Ships to abide in, being 
5 or 6 Fathoms deep, in ſome places 
more, add. others leſs. "This Tago 
tld us, That he knew well caough 
King of Tapoco was preparing him- 
"bo ee og viſit g and _—_ 
expeted him within 3 or 4 

a their Towpan or Devil had role 
them ; which wastrue : For whale we 
continued there for ſome days, at the 
end of *em our General ſeat ſome of 
his Men into the Country, with Came- 
ria their King ; one of my Servants 
alſo went along with them, to precure 
me ſome of the moft curious and rare 
Things he could find. Being come to 
a place where Camaris conducted 
them, 5 or 6 Leagues from thence, 
they found out, that Anac«joury had 
been there, with, his diva Army, 
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and had waſted and burnt the 
Country, and carried away a great 
number of the Inhabitants from this 
Coaft, and ſaw alſo how they ſerved 
their Enemies, who had been killed 
upen the place.

Indian Woman offered a roaſted Hagd 
to our General, but he angrily refuſed 
it. 

Our General had already,been a 
mongrhem in the firſt Voyage, but 
having ſcen ſome of their Cruelties, 
would go there ao more, yer he ſent 
ſome of his mev, as I have faid be- 
fore: _ 

My Servant being returned, told, 
me, they made great lamentations at 
Camariz (or the loſs they had ſuffered ; 
and that Czmari« thereupon was trou+ 
bled in \uch a manner, that it was 
impoſſible ro appeaſe him; yet bs 
comforted them as well as he could, 
promiſing to order the Buſineſs fo as 
ro get "into his Hands Tzporo the King 
Anacajoury's Nephew, to make a_S0- 


lemn Feaſt of him ; and rhat they, 


ſhould &re long have Revenge upo 
their Enemies, whom they wontd wit: 
Ny 
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Joy Feaſt upon at their Pleaſure. 
There was an Indian Woman, who, 
knowing my Servant was a Surgeon, 
entreated him to Cure her of a blow 
of a Sword, ſhe had received upon 
her Head : But he perceiving that the 
Skull was ſplit, and the Brains to be 
ſeen, told her freely he could give her 
no help. ! here were ſeveral others 
wounded, to whom he did what help 
he was able. ; 

Whilſt he was amongſt then, he 
told me, that one Night retiring with 
them into their Cabbins, (made- of 
Branches of Palms) he ſaw the Cere- 
monies obſerved to their Husbands ' 
and Friends who had been killed in 
the fight. 

Firſt, An Indian Woman, ſitting 
upon her Awmica, or Hanging-Bed, be- . 
gan a Song, very pleaſant and agree- 
ible, which continued a long time. 
That done, ſhe cameto reckon up the c:remaic: 
Exploits of her Dead Husband, how 9 - 
he had Loved her,been Valiant againſt *** 
his Enemies, excellent in Drawing 
the Bow, able to undergo all the 
Hardſhips of War, and a thouſand 
other Gallantrics and PerfeCtions, of 

I whuch 
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which ſhe gave a particular account, 
After that, one of cliefe Incians raiſed 
himſelf from his Amics, and went to 
defire the others to lament ; where- 
upon they preſently fell ro Howling 
fo ſtrangely, that one woulZ? have 
thought them to be out of taeir Wits, 
Theſe Lamentations ended, they roſe 
up to make Merry with the Fleſh of 
their Enemies, with ſome Lizardsand 
Crocodiles intermix'd, and 211 roalted 
together, thus Feaſting upon the 
Graves'of their Husbands and dead 
Friends, thinking themſelves thus to 
have obliged them. Thus much, my 
Scrvant told me, he had taken notice 
of concerning their Ceremonies to 
their departed Friends. 

In che mean time we Equipped our 
Boat, the 18tli of April, to go to find 
our the end ot the River of Cajean, 
and know from whence it comes, and 
takes its head. We had with us two 
Indians, to ſhew us ſome Braſil, where- 
of they make their Bows, and having 
taken with us a Barrel of Liquor, and 
ſome Biſquet for Victuals, we ſpent 
all the relt of the day and the night 
in rowing along the Coaſt, whuch 
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is very pleaſant; and there are a thou- 
fand leveral ſorts of Birds making ſuch 
a noiſe, that it is a very dreadful thing 
to — them. 

There 1s 1n every place a great num- 
ber of Flies, like 6d a forrof Gaats, 
which are very troubleſome, and tor- 
mented us mightily both nighr and 
day, but eſpecially in the night time. 
The next morning we arrived at the 
end of this River, ſeeing a violent 
Stream that deſcended from a Moun- 
tain into a Valley, where it is below 
like a Lake, then comes to paſs upon 
a Rock very flatand broad, and from 
therce falleth down as into-a hollow 
Ditch, which groweth wider by lit- 
tle and little, until it caſteth it ſelf 
into the Sea ; the Tide comes up to 
the place where it beginneth to fall. 
We found no great matter in this 
Voyage, except everal ſorts of ſtrange 
Creatures, and Indian-Hens of ano- 
cher ſort than thoſe of our Europe - 
The old ones carry their young, and 
would not fly w_ feeing us, but 
were very tame. 'Theſe Hens have 
Feathers upan their Heads which are 
black and very beautiful, and like

of ther to our Ship, but we could not 
preſerve them a!! until we came into

Indians chinking it had not been ve- © 
ry far off, or elſe not well underſtand- © © 
ing, our Interpreters, inſomuch that c 
we iook not Victuals enough withus, Ie 
only I furniſhed my ſelf with ſome (| © 
Biſquet, acd gave of it to one of our by 
Indians, who was very glad of this Ill : 
Proviſion that I had made. a 

Having then Rowed a good way b, 

up into this River, we found nothing 
but Branches of Trees, which co- j 
vered in a manner all the paſſage, fo - 
that we were forced ever and anon to | 
tie all along in the Boat, to paſs un- x 
derneath theſe Branches of Trees, : 
whuch were laded with Oyſters. At R 
laſt we came to a certain place > 

cre 
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there wereT rces cut down by the Peo- 

le of ſome Ships that had been there 

fore vs. heſe were excceding pet.tvee!. 
great, and the Heart very red like 
unto Braſil, yet it was not Jo as I have 
experiences it. 

Moreover , the Indian whom TI 
had given the Biſquet to, did not 
mind to follow our Men, but ſought 
for ſomething to live upon, and came 
again preſently towards me, ſhewing 
me by Signs, he had found ſomething 

for us, and went to find out the 
ooden-Bowl of the Boat, which 
ſerved only to caft out the Water ; fo 
led only me along with him, a good 
way into the Wood, to a Tree cut 
down, which was hollow, and had 
in it a Pee- Hive, the molt excellent, 
clear, ſweet and agreeable that could 
be imagined. 'This Honey was of a 
Jelly, hike Oil, and exceeding clear, 
of a greeniſh colour, and encloſed in 
Bags, like thoſe great Purſes the Mer- 
chants uſe, wherein there is ſeveral lit- 
tle Leather ones. 'T here the Honey is 
environ'd with a Membrane or Skin, 
which is the Crifis, very clear : When 
this little Skin is broke, the Honey 
Cr 3 CCME> 
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comes out- of this only, and not the 
others ; {6 the Indian broke one after 
another , . throwing the Honcy into 
the Bowl, which he gave me to drink 
of as. a clioice Liquor. 

Having taken ſome of it in this 
manner, he weft to look for Water 
to mix with it, to the end-that we 
might have the more of it, as alſo to 
quench our Fhirſt the better.

In the mean time our Companions 
were ia another place, on the other 
| {ide of this Wood, ſeeking tor the 
| Braſil-Trecs. I ſaved fome of this 
| : Honey in the Bowl, not having elle- 
whepe to put it : But our Thirſty Peo- 
Ble returning, from this Wood, and 
Taking the Buwl to Drink, mixed 
"Water with the Honey, and fo drank 
1tup; which cauſed me to Quarrel 
| with our Carpenter who had done it 

on purpoſe, like a Man of his Coun- 
try, where they are born to Envy and 
Malice. I bore the loſs of this Honey, 
ſo excellent, as patiently as'pofiibly I 
could, becaulte our Licutcaant was 
there, who had not a mind to do 
what this bold Carpenter did, =

I could never ſince find any more 
of this ſweet Liquor , by whatever 
Signs I could make to the King 

the Caribes, to cauſe him to under- 
ftand what it was; for he did not 
know the name of it. But what 1 
wondered at moſt, was, that this In- 
dian could fo find out this Ho- 
ney in theſe Woods, feperating him- 
elf from the others for that reaſon. 
If T could have ſaved only -3 or 4 
Ounces of it, I would not have parted 
with it foran Fo — but 
would precio preſerved it, to 
owl, owe Oe in Kip 

=y dear Maſter ; as I gave him ſome 
that which 1 brought from Africa, 
which he found of an excellent Taſte, z»-; oj 
and cauſed me to hay it carefully up ) Africa 
in his Trunk, as they do in the fame 
Counrry from whence T had brought 
Honey of Africe was as 
white as Snow, clear, and of an ex- 
cellent Taſte ; alſo the King 
confeſſed, that he had never before 
ſeen any fo excellent : But that was 


" but courſe Honey in compariſon” to 
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this of the Country of the Caribes. 
'The Bees which make this Honey in 
the Weſt- Indians, are of a pale and 
yellowiſh colour, lictle and harmleſs, 
and are not. troubleſome at all, as I 
found our in the place whence I took 
this Honey, which was like to a moſt 
precious Balm, and I believe, that ay 
the Honey of Africa is excellent for 
Healing of Wounds, to this of the 
Indes quite exceeds it every Way , 
as in its conliſtence, taſte, ſmell and 
coloux.

ot a Mountain, this King fell a crying 
out as lond as he could, and deſired 
me alſo todo the like, which 1 dd, 
and I believe that it was tocall home 
2!1 thoſe who were about the Woods, 
becauſe thereupon they preſently re 
curned to the Habiration ; tor 1 fay 
them run from all parts to their | 
which was ina Valley, where bei 
come, I tound a great number of Cs 
{1-114 rbes, Men and Women ; the 
:,-* others, the Wife of Camaria, who ws 
making an Amica or Bed of Cottoy. 
All rheſe Indians, Men and Wornes, 
naked as they were, came running to 
fet me and my Companion, a young 
Carpenter of our Ship, 'who was un- 
der a mortal apprehenſion that , 
woti!d Fat him, defiring me mi 
to give them ſomething of that whi 
Thad brought to exchange withthern: 
Then 1: commanded them to make 
O4t0 Courende, which is to ſay,a good 
Fire, 'becauſe we had been Wet with 
tht Rain, by the way, which the In- 
d:ans did not much matter, being 
not 
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aot mucty troubled to dry their own 
Cloaths : They preſently made me a 
a Fire, it being very late at night; fo 
that we were pretty well dried in this 
great Hall where all theſe Indians 
vere; and thus we Supped with rhe 
King and his Wife, in the fight of all 
the others : They made mighty much 
of us with their Savage Victuals. 1 
had brought a Bottle of Wine and 
ſome Biſquet with me, which was no 
{mall help to us, after ſo many Fa- 
tgues by the way, troubleſome with 
Warer and Woods, where ſometimes 
the Indians were forced to carry me 
npon their Backs in certain places that 
were very hollow. . 

After Supper, the King cauſed us Aamacas 
toretire into his Houſe, where he or- —_— 
dered two Amica's or Beds to behung ***" 
up for me and my Companion. They 
had put my Bed fo, that it joyned to 
the King's, and my Companion's a lit- 
tle higher ; and that of the Queen's 
was on the ſame ſide with the King's ; 
and all the night there was Guards 
which kept a Fire near the King and 
me. Our poor Carpenter did nothing 
elſe but tremble all the night long,

care to have him delivered ug, which

As ſoon as it was day, I preſently 
role up to know what we had to 
do, and Camaris ſhewed mg, his 
Throat, which was very much'out of 
ader by a Cold that he had. 

I carried him with me into the 
Woods to ſcek for Herbs fit for his 
Diſeaſe, and uſed my urmolt to pro- 
cure ſome Honey to compoſe a Re- 
medy for him ; but he could neither 
underftand me,or comprehend what I 
demanded of him. At lait,havingBreak- 
aſted, we went along with ſome In- 
dians to look tor Wood of Aloes. This

witatiog it with Roſe-Water, orcom- 
men; then rub the Forchead ther 
with. And for the Ague, drinl:

Ounces. This Virtue is not found in 
that Wood of Aloes which is brought 
w, becauſe it is quite Rotten and 
Worm-eaten, having in it no other 
Virtue bur for the Perfumes, and ve 
lttle for Medicine; So that I adviſe 
all curious Apothecaries to-chuſe tor 7,.. 14. 
the good and right Wood of Aloes, of Alves 
which is ſharp, joined with a certain 
bitterneſs. As for the colour, the 
belt is that which is black, enclined 
to grey with Veins, very hard and 
ponderous, — a fweet ſcent 
n the burning, and above all very 
Gummy. Theſe are the marks of the 
beſt as far as I could take notice of 
n my Travels. I know very well 
that the price thereof is a little high,

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the Teſtigues of the Iſle Blanche, which Blancke- 
are 5 or 6 Peninſula's, very near to one ”* 
and paſſed through the middle 
of them,then ſeeingLandot ſome places 
above: We were a long time conſide- 
ring if 1t was Land, or thick Clouds, 
becauſe it was very low ; and there- 
upon ſeveral Wagers were laid, whe- 
ther it was Tand of not: At laſt, 
bearing diretily towards it, we found 
out that it was really Land, but un- 
known to us, ſince deceived by the 
Currents, 
As we approached it, we ſaw Ani- 
mals, running in great Companies wah 
long the Coaſt : Some of us not know- _ 
ing what they were, faid at hrſt the 
were Bands or Cavalliers; but theſe 
Cavalliers proved to be Wild-Goats, 
of which this Iſle is full: Taking 
down then our Sails very low we 
went as near tothis Iſland as wecould, 
our Patache going continually before 
to drſcover if there were any Rocks, 
5 indeed we had gone direftly upon 
one had ndt the Fatache given us no- 
tice thereof with a fignal at the end of 
a Pike, and took the way that ſhe 
ſhewed us, leaving - Rock about 
a 
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a little Stones caſt oF us: It was not 
covered with above a Foot or two of 
Water, ſothat we going io {wift with 
a light Gale of Wind, had without 
doubt ſplic, and been all loſt in ſuch 
a place without help or ſuccour ; and 
beſides,it being in the night ; but God 
by his mercy preſerved us therefrom; 
and being there was not much clear 
Water to be ſeen, we could not find 


the bottom to Anchor, but at laſt we 


found but 3o Fathoms of Water, 
where we caſt Anchor for this night 
”oz4g* inno The next morning the 2gth of My 
the //iz, wecauſcd our Boat to be Equipped to 
£0 on Shore, and to ſeek ſome Water : 
Our Men aſter Breakfaſt, went thus 
away, with their Muskets and Pikes, 
without the leaſt drop of Wateralong 
with them ; but rhey payed dear for 
it : For aficc having gonea good way 
up into this Iſland, with the heat of 
the Sun and running after the Goats, 
they were ſo wondertuldry and thirſty 
that,they thought,they ſhould all have 
Died for want of a little Water ; and 
returning again with great Troubte 
and Fatigue , they were forced to 
carry the weakeſt upon their Shoul- 
ders : 
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ders: They brought along with them 
a great many Pelicans, and comin 
confuſedly one after another very wea 
and- diſcomforted, and not minding 
any thing but Drinking; and then 
our Generals Brother of Friendſhip 
coming on board our Ship, ſaidaloud, 
that they looked for Pearls, but he 
had rather have a Barrel of Water, 
than of Pearls, for the great Thirſt 
that he had endured with the reſt. 
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The next morning we went({ixteen 7+ Autor 


Men) to diſcover the other fide of the © 
Ind, and if there was any \\ ater; 


and coming on Land we faw before 
us a great' number of Wild-goats, 
who came running along the Sea fide, 
and began to enter into a Valley, 
where we with Harquebuſs and Muſ- 
ket killed five or (ix upon the place. 
Theſe Creatures, not being uſed to 
be Hunted after this manner, made a 
horrible noiſe and bellowing ; and 
though they were Shot quit through 
the Body,yet they did not fall for that, 
but fled away with a light pace. We 
left there a Man to order theſe we 
had killed. I never thought then to 
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look for rhe Betoart-Stone,whuch theſe Beſoart- 
I 2 Beaſts ** 
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Beaſts carry in their Ventricle, but to 
follow the others about this Ifle to 
find -out Water, and ſome curious 
Things. 

We went thus threeor four Leagues 
without finding any Water, at which 
our Companions were mightily aſto- 
niſhed, and deceived as well as thoſe 
the day before : For we had nothing 
at all to quench our Thirſt, amidſt ſuch 
exceſſive heat of the Sun: As for me, 
I had carried in my Pocket a Coco's 
or Palm-Nut, full of Liquor, which 
was no ſmall help to me at this time, 
and I believe without that, I ſhould 


had much ado to have returned. 


Our Carpenter was forced to ſtay be- 
hind, earneſtly deſiring me to -tarry 
with him; But it was not my inten- 
tion to lie in theſe Deſarts ; beſides, 
the Ship was to {et Sail the next morn- 
10g, which gave me the more courage 
to return the ſame day, After ha- 
ving thus rambled about, and -run 
from one fide to the other, at* laſt we 
came under a great Tree,- where we 
fat down in the Shade to takeour relt. 
And as it is certain that there 1s no 
better Remedy to quench the Tun

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than Sleeping, all our Men who were 
a little harraſſed and fatigued,as much 
with Thirſt, as by the way, and ha» _ 
ving run after the * Cabrerres, fell pre- , A fort of 
ſently a Sleep : But I not being ar all Fa 
ſleepy, laid downupon my Back, with 
my Face upwards to ſuck in the Air; 
and upon this I eſpied a great Lizard, 
full and very high, the Tail very long, 
and about the bigneſs of a Cart; frm 
preſently roſe up without awakening 
our Men, and having taken a Pike, I 
gave the branch of the Tree there- 
with ſuch a blow, that there tumbled 
down two of them, which the In- 
dians call Gowyana's. I run after them Guyan«*s 
trailing along my Pike, which broke ;4;5c 
in two pieces, and made ſuch haſte 
that I overtook one which was cree 
ing under a Rock, and I took it by the 
Tail, plucking it with all my force ; 
but it being very ſtrong, ſtretched ir 
felfin ſuch a manner againſt me, ha- 
ving very long Paws, that it ſaved its 

y, but the Tail remained in my 
Hands, and was alive above three 
hours after, continually moving. As 
ſoon as our Men were awake, I gave 
them an account of what had hap- 

I 3 pened, 
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pened, and made ſo many Courſes 
about this Iſland, that I caught two 
of theſe Lizards, whereof I made ve- 
ry good chear, for the Fleſh thereof 
is pretty good ; I kept. their Skins to 
carry away with mc. "This Crea- 
rure 15 of a very hard Lite, for after 
having taken, and leaving them for 
Dead, yet they from time ro time 
come to move and ſtart up, fo that 
carrying them in a Napkin, I thought 
to let them fallevery moment. Atcer 
we had repoſcd our iclves a little un- 
der this 'Tree, we took our way to- 
wards the other ſide of the Sea, fhnd- 
ing a littie beaten Path which went 
towards theſe Cabretre:,thinking that it 
was the way, where they went to 
look for Water to Drink ; but after 
having gone about a league of this 
way, . we iound in a flat ground, a 
great place where thele Cavret:es came 
to take their re!t, for the place was 
mightily beaten. We-. ſaw there 
another Path which went from this 
place; and hoping that it would lead 
us toſfoine Water,we found it brought 
us to the Sea-ſide,where we ſaw ſome 
Sea-Water upon a Rock, which was 
thigh 
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high and flat ; it made us glad, think- 
ing it had been freſh, but taſting of 
it we found the contrary, and that it 
was nothing but the Waves of 
the Sea which broke againſt this tf 
Rock, where there always remains 
ſome little of it, beſides the Sun had 
Congeled it into Salr exceeding clear 
and pure. Secing then that we found 
no Water, it behoved us (tho* with 
great regret) to take again the way 
to our Ship, each one ſeeking the 
neareſt he could, for we went confu- 
ſedly, ſtriving who might arrive firſt 
to quench his Thirſt ; bur the allow- 
ance we had was not ſufficient, not 
being more than a little Cupfull of 
Drink, which was ſower Citter, with 
two parts Water, but fome had pro- 
vided Liquor for themſelves. 

I :rrived the third at the Ship, and 
Bathed my Body in the Sea to refreſh | 
my ſelf, ſopping alſo a little Bisket in 
the Sea to Eat, and {wallowing ſoms 
Mouth-fulls thereof. The reſt of our 
Men were tarried behind, and bein 
come there with the Fleming and 
Scotchman, we called the Boat : Burt 
the Ship being above a I.cague and a 

I 4 halt 
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half from Land, which was a great 
hinderance to us ; for the Boat would 
not carry us back without the others, 
who were ſtill far enough off, and 
kept one another up by the Arms ; 
But at laſt I perſuaded rhe Mariners 
to carry me on Board, where, as ſoon 
as ] came, I went to vilit my Cheſt 
and my Bottle,and remained full rhree 
days without being able to quench 
my Thirſt : The reſt of our Men re- 
turned very late, and were wonderful 
weary and fatigued ; But the poor 
Carpenter tarried behind to keep com- 
pany with the Cabrettes, Lizards,and 


Parrots, who were there in abun. Þ hi 
dance, and verv beautiful. Our Ge- I cl 
neral ſeeing that he was wanting, ſaid, £ ni 
he would nor part from the Road un- | H 
4tren. tilhe had News of him ; and fent | 
twes of Seamen all the Night, withthe Trum- 
the C4r- pet to Sound all about the Iſland to IN of 
prote'* call him, bur all tono purpoſe, for he || » 
was far enough from thence. The | d 
morning being come, his Seamen was || u 
commanded to take a Shovel, with I} it 
other Mariners who knew pretty nigh Þ} \ 
the place where they had left him,and I} 


went thus ſeeking about theſe Deſarts, 
(for 
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(for it is a flat Iſland having very few 
Trees:) Art laft they found him trail- 
ing along his Musket as well as he 
could ; for he was very Sick, and be- 
ing come to the Ship, he was taken 
with a Fever, accompanied with a 
Frenzie, continuing 3 or 4 days, and 
did nothing but cry out for Drink, 
and it was almoſt impoſſible to ſatis- 
he him : He told us afterwards how 
he had lain under a Tree quite full of 
Parrots, which he could eaſily take 
with his Hand ; and that the Cabretres 
came to ſmell] upon him in the night 
time ; but that he never ſtirred from 
his Musket which he always ke 
cloſe by him : The moiſture of the 
night had alittle quenched his Thirſt ; 
He was alſo forced to Drink his own 
Water, 

Being parted from this Iſle the firſt 
of June,to go to the Margueritta,as we 
were under Sail very late at night, we 
deſcry'd rwo Ships coming tull fail 
upon us. We had ſunk our Patache 
in this Defart Iſland. We got the 
Wind a little upon them, and being 
very near one to the other , theur 
Trumpets began to Sound, and ours 

to 
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to anſwer them. As we were prepa- oy 


red to receive them; having put out 
our Cannogs, and ready to come to 
handy Strokes, the Wind being very 
ſavourable for us, and rhe night very 
dark, they would not come on board 
without having firſt known who. we 
were. We got the Wind of them a 
much as we could, and in the end,du- 
ring the dark and ftormy night, we 
etcaped, and made towards the Ile 
of Mareneritta, where we arrived the 
next day towardsthe Evening,and calt 
Anchor near to a little Habitation on 
the Eaft-fide : Then weſent our Boat 
an Land, with Arms, to diſcover the 
place : They found Fire till in the 
Houſes, but no Body within, all be- 
mg fled into the Woods at the fight 
ot us. We found a Cannoc, which 
came from Fiſhing of Pearls, not ha- 
ving any thing in it but Shells. The 
Maſter's Mate was fent to a riſing 
Ground 1n the Hland,to fee if he could 
difcover any thing : He eſpied 3; or 4 
Blacks, who run 'away into the 
**Fhorn-Buſhes as ſoon as they ſaw 
him, and it was impoſſible to find 
then our, tho" very diligent ſearch was 

made : 


[it 
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made : We had a great mind to take 
ome one of the Iſlanders to ſhew us 
the place where rhey Fiſh for Pearls, 
which 15 1n certain places along by the 
ile; but it was impoſſible to find any 
one of them. 

The third of J«ze in the night time 
we had fo violent a Tempeſt, thatour 
Ship was in danger to have run a- 
ground, bur leaving an Anchor in the 
Fa to ſave the Ship,we werepreſerved 
from this imminent danger. 

The fourth day of the fame month, 
ſeeing we could not find any {weet 
Water, we weighed our Anchors and 
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bore towards Cmans, and arriving 2 cymana. 


or ; Leagueson this (ide, we perceived 
Fleming Ship ina Bay or Gulf, lading 
with Bay-Salt, whuch isthere inÞbun- 
lance : We caſt 'Anchor on the Star- 
ard-(ide of her, and put out our 
Boat into the Sea to Board them, 
1nd fo to ask them where we might 
nad fone freſh Water. After having 
aluted us with their Cannon,they told 
us, that bearing towards the River of 
Cumana we ſhould find ſome, and that 
we ſhould by the way meet their 
Shalop, which they had ſent there ; 


which 
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which we did accordingly, but the 
Men therein would come near us by no 
means, they were {o afraid needlefly, 
We continued our Courle toward; 
Cumans, where coming near the River, 
we cſpied along the Coaſt two Ships 
at Anchor, not knowing what they 
ſhould be. -Nevertheleſs we proceede! 
on,for it-was neceſſary to have Water, 
and could not live without Drinking, 
We found that of theſe rwo Shups the 
one was a Fleming, and the other 
Engliſh: The Fleming, Traffick'd 
there underhand with thoic of Cumang, 
where the Spaniards are; And the 
Engliſh Patache came there to ſeek 
fome freſh Water for their Admiral, 
whom ſhe had let along by the 
Marpgeritta ut 

After ſeveral Guns for Salutation, 
the Engliſh came on Board our Ship, 
Feaſting our Engliſh Pilot and 5 or 6 
others of their Countrymen which we 
had 1n our Ship. 

Our Trumpeter  ſhewed me their 


- Pilot, and rold me, that he ſome years 


before being in an Engliſh Veſſel, as 
they were upon the Coaits of the Weſt- 
l:4;es, towards Sr. John de Love, (the 

firſt 
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he Ffrſt place of the Indres to go to Mexi- 
10 ſlo, wherethe Spaniards are, then their 
Sworn Enemies) a great Storm over- 
took them, which cait them upon the 
Coaſt, where they were all loſt, ex- 
cept this Pilot, who ſaved himſelf by 
Swiming to Land, carrying with him 
i little Sca-Compaſs, and went thus 
wandring avout to return by Land to 
the Newfound Countries: Upon that, 
he had found an Indian-Woman, of 
whom he was Enamoured, making 
her fine Promiſes by Sizns, that he 
would Marry her ; which ſhe belie- 
red, and condufted himth:ough theſe 
Deſarts ; where ſhe ſhzwed him the 
Fruit 2nd Roots good to Eat, and 
frved him for an laterpreter amongſt 
the Indians, which he found, ſhe tell- 
ing therm that it was her Husband. 
Atrer having been thus 2 or 3 years 
continually wandering omank that 
for above 800 Leagues, without any 
oher Comfort but this Woman: At 
kſt they arrived at the Newfoundland, 
uding himſelf by his Compaſs : 
hey had a Child together; and found 
there 2n Engliſh Slip a Fiſhing: He 
was very glad to ſee himfelt eicaped 
from 
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from ſo many Dangers, and fare] he 
theſe Engliſh an account of all hi. fn 
Adventures : They took him on Board ff ne 
their Veſſel ro make him good chear ;  n6 
bar being aſhamed to rake along wi 
him this Indian-Woman thus Naked, 
he letr her on Land; without regard- I o 
ing her any more : Bur ſhe ſeeing he} vs 
ſelf thus forſaken by him, whom ſhe lo 
had (o dearly Loved, and for whoſe Wl to 
fake ſhe had abandonned her Country I d 
and Friends, and had fo well guide m 
and accompanied him through ſuch I tl 
places, where he would, without her, | $ 
have been dead a thouſand time Þf c: 
:rarge Afﬀterhaving made ſome Lamentation, 
«a4 Cru'1 fit] of Rage and Anger, ſhe took her 
4719 © Child, and tearing it into two pieces, 
i». ſhe cait the one half rowards him into 
rhe Sea, as if ſhe would fay, that 
belonged to him, and was his part of 
ir; and the other ſhe carried away 
with her, returning back to tht 
Mercy of Fortune, and full of Mourn: 
ing and Diſcontent. 

The Seamen who took this Pilot 
into their Boat , ſecing this horrible 
and cruel Spettacle, asked him, why 
he had left this Woman; bur he pre- 

tended 
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tended ſhe was a Savage, and that 
he did got now heed her ; which was 
n extream-Ingratitude and Wicked- 
neſs in him : Hearing this, I could 
not look upon him, but always with 
Horrour and great Deteſtation. 

After then that we had Fealted 
one another, the Engliſh Convoyed found, 
us to get fome Water : All the night 
long, T went to Drink in full Streams, 
to compenſe the former Thirſt I en- 
durd, filling the empty Veſle!ls of 
my Cheſt for the time ro come. In 
the morning before we {ct Sail, two 
Spaniards, with an Indian-Woman, 
came from Camara, on Board, to 
exchange Pcarlsz w:th ſome of our 
Merchandize, but we had nothing 
fit for them : We weighed then our 
Anchors, and took our Courſe the 5th 
of Tune, 2nd repaſling along by the 
0! Iſle of - Margweritra, and the. White 
1 land, we went: to get out of the 

Channel by the Yirgizies : But ha- Virginia. 
n-E ving ſeen there a great Slup at An- 
chor, we could not imagine what 
ot © ſhe ſhould be, whether Engliſh or 
| | Spaniſh ; we paſſed cloſe. by her, 
1y £ without perceiving any one upon the 
© Deck, 
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Deck ; And bearing a little further, 
we perceived a great Sup, in form of þ 
a Galley, coming full {ail upon us. f 
We kept our ſelves to the Wind as 
much as we could, nevertheleſs we 
were prepared to receive them ; but 

the night coming on , when t 
were near us, and at ſuch time when 
werthought to come to handy-Blows, 
this great Ship that we had left at 
Anchor made a Fire on Land, which 
made them leave of Chaſing us. We 
»crtorico. bore all night along by Portorico, and 
the next day, at night, the 12th of 
July paſſed all the Iſland : We ſaw 
our ſelves at break of day out of the 
Channel, and very joytul thay we 
were in the Main-Sea, holding our 
Courſe about the height of the Ifle 
Bermude- Of Bermuds. We had tarried a long 
ine. time without making any way, be- 
cauſe of the Calms: And viſiting 
our Bread, and finding it very ſhort, 
we were forced to come to parting, 
and my part fell to about $8 or 10 
pound , as well good as mouldy ; 
But having a great many Parrots 
ro feed, I was in perplexity what to 
do, being this Animal is very Glut-

When the Feaſt was ended,” fire was 


my way ſtraight tro Britagne, T went 
to Embark at Sr. Lezer, (St. Nazare) 
ina Ship of Po/igain, where we were 
not abovetweaty Perſons in all. 

We were at the beginning of this 
Voyage {o beaten with contrary 
Winds, that we were forecd- to the 
Coalt of Galice, a little below Ca 
as ere. Having continued there tor 
ſome time, we (et ſail with the Wind, 
and arrived at Lisbow m Portagal, at 
ſuch time as they were Rejofcing for 
the Birth of an Infant of Spain ; which 
was a very fine fight. For after hz 
ving a long tune run the Bulls, accor- 
ding to their manner of Paſtjme, 
where there was a great many Horſe 
maimed, and Cavalliers overturned 
to the Ground,they laded a Bull With 
Crackers, but there was ſuch a 
number of them on him, that he fell 
down under the Burthea ; and they 
were forced to fetch a ſtrong Ox to 
carry them, and yer he ſtoop'd under 
© heavy a Load: Theſe Cracker 
were faftened one to another, ſo that 
they covered all the Body of this Ox; 
then there wasorhers tied to his Horns 
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put to theſe Crackers, and then yon 
would have ſaid, that the Ox flew in 
the Air, with ſuch an Imperuoſity, 
which looked like Lightning ; for 
hi. Ten Thouſand Muskets would not 
tave made fo great a noiſe, each 
Cracker anſwering. one another, ſo 
that the Ox remained quite roaſted, 
I made ſome ſtay at Lisbon, upon purch 4r- 
thehopes that I ſhould,(as I have ſaid) my 1-mer 5 
paſſage ro the Eaſi-Indies , if: 
the had gone there that year : 
But as it was ready to part, the Dutch 
Fleet came to caſt Anchor about the 
Bar of Liszhow, where they ſtayed a 
long time, waiting for the 1aid Fleet ; 
but the Portugueſe were not ſo fooliſh 
i5to venture our. After that, Don 
Lowts Fajardo, General of the Army, 
knowing that the Hollanders were 
now retired, rige out a Fleet of 35 
ail to follow after ; ad went a good 
way out into the Sea, ſending a little 
up before, called the Pearl, (taken 
from the Rechellers) to diſcover*'em; 
But this Veſſel meeting with the 
Hollanders, was taken by them, and 
i the reſt returned to the Haven of 
Lizhon without doing any thing.

Sick; and. hayung 
hoard that and was a T avite, Or 2 
Pliyſitian on board our Ship, hc ſer jo 
ſome Moors :mmec; ateiy to fn 
me. I went with them on Land,nct 
knowing what they would dg. with 
me ; and coming thier c upon the Port 
I found this Cidr- Himes {tg Wit 
a great number of Moors along, TiC 
5's Walls 
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Walls of the Caſtle; and as ſoon as 
he ſaw me, he roſe up, and taking 
me by the. Hand, led me into his 
Camp, which was without Saff, in- 


to his Tent, being very fine, and. 


curiqulty Embroidered with Figures, 
after the Morefque. There I tound 
2 Jew, which ſerved for Interpreter 
in the Gemque, (which is Spaniſh or 
corrupted Portugueſe) which I un- 
derſtood ; and having diſcourſed with 
me #bout his Diſeaſe, I reſolved upon 
thar which 1 thought beſt for his 
Cure; and for this cauſe went on 
board our Ship to look for Drugs kit 
for this purpoſe. 


In ſhort, I Purged him fo, that I 


cauſed him to Vomit up Worms like 
little Serpents ; which made. me not 
a little adraue, for they were ſo _ 
great, and long, that it was almoſt 
impoſſible to umagine that fuch odious 
and horrible things could bein Human 
Bodies : Since that, he was very 
well and was my great Friend ; and 
he and his A/cazes thewed- me all the 
kindneſs imaginable : He gave me a 
Horſe to go to Morocco, making very 
much of me by the way. 

Thus 
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Thus we parted from Saffy to go 
to Morocco, the 28throf Auguſt, and 
went to pitch the Almahalle near to 
the Adouars or Tents of 'the Arabs, 
and went to ſce rhem with ſome 
Moors their Enemies. "Theſe Ara- 
bians cauſed us to enter into their 
Tears ; rhen they put ſome Carpets' 
very thick and hairy upon the Ground 
for us to- fit upon, and brought us 
ſome Camels Milk to Drink, with I 
don't know what otherthings: After 
that, we retired in the night to the 
Campof the Moors, which was not 
very tar from thence. 

The next morning we raiſed our 
Tents, and went to pitch the Alma 
halle at the” Dugaele, were there is 
Water, The Arab:ians had made there 
a great many large and deep Ditches, 
which they call Matamores, in ſuch 
manner that it is a very dreadful 
thing to look to the botromof them : 
"Tis there they find Water; in ſome 
of which there 15{ome, m others none : 
And theſe Arabs come to look there 
for V Vater, above 4 or 5 Leagues 
round about. From the” Puquelic 
they come with their Camels; which 

they 
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they lade with this V Vater,in Owares, 

or Goat Skins. And when they have 

Reaped their Corn, they raiſe their 

Adowars, or "Tents, and go away to 

ſome other place far diſtant from 

thence, leaving this Ground to'he 

waſte a long time : Then afterwards, 

they return there again, laying 'rhieir 

Houſcs and Husbandry, V Vives and 37" 

Children, upon their Camels , like mac: - 

a5 the antient Nomades,and the Tartar Living: 

Horaes, at this Gay, and $9 altogether 

tapes 1! y Cabilles or 'Gene- 

rations ; ſo that it any one comes to 

ſtrike one of their Generation, 

think themſelves all thereby  1mjured,; 

and preſently ' Revenge it. There 

are ſome 'of theſe Cb:/les who joyn

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ul Reſpect,. as I bave ſeen 1n their 
A cayde-Abaafſis, Captain of one of 
thele Cabilles, which conducted us 
trom Moroscs'to S4/7y, to hinder thoſe 
of liis Cab? 7e from doing us any pre- 
juclice,: for he had taken us in hi 
Cultody upon his Head, having 6 
promiſed. it to the King of Morocco; 
tora{much as his Pcople held a good 
part of the way betwixt Morocco and 
Safty. 

But, to return to our Voyage ; the 
morning being ome, we raiſed the 
Tents, and in waiting till the Camel 
were Laded, the C:wvaltcrs, Moors and 
Arabiazs excreaſcd themielves at the 
Lance : And there was, amongſt 6 
thers, a young, Alcazde, who took hi 
Courſe with his Lance againſt me, 
crying out, to me in lis Language, 

ara,bara, abex fe 4ri, Which 15 to lay, 
Guard'thy ſelf, thou Son of a Chr- 
ſtian.; I ſpurr'd then my Horſe, whid| 
waz a Barbs, very nimble, having two 
Prftols at my Saddle-bow, I ranat the 
Rc-incountre with this Cavalier ; but 
my Harfe being ttrong,in the Mouth, 
was Fry ncar Precipitaring me to the 
of theſe Matamores, or Pits 0!

Water, which I haze ſpoken of; fer 
the Mouth of. them. are hid ameagit 
the Graſs, and they are there in gicar 
numbers : Put ſeeing my felf almoft 
upon the brin!:, and my Horſe going 
to leap to the otter kde (which he 
could never have done without looſing 
us both : ) I reined lum {o io the pur- 
poſe, tat if the Alcayde, which cxer- 
ciſed with me, had, not alfo itopped, 
ſeeing me ſo near this Precipice, I had 
infalibly cumbled therein, but never 
come out again entirely ; confidering 
their great and horrible Depth. 

When I ſavy my ſelf delivered from 
this danger, I praited God, and re- 
tired as far as.L could tiom thence, 
leaving theſe Moors to exerciſe by 
themſelves, not knowing fo well as 
they, where theſe Maramores are, io 
dangerous to thoſe who are not aware 
of them. 

Aﬀter that, we Travclled all the reſt 
of this Day, ang. endured extream 
Heats until toward Evening, then we 
pitched our Tents along by jome Wa- 
ter, where all theſe Arabs calt them- 
{elves to waſh, and refreſh *ema, at 
which 1 was not a little vexed, for 

_ 1

''To return to. the Oviftians of 
Morocco, who met us by rhe way, 
they made us very good chear, ina 
Garden, along by a pleaſant Water 
running fome two Leagues from Mc- 
rocco, The Almahalte entered not into 
Moreceo this'day, but T left it where 
it was piuched, and went to lie within 
the City, in the Houſe of the Chritt:- 
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ans, paying for my 'entrance to the 
[be or Regiſter ; This was the 2d 
of September 1606. * As ſoon as I was 
arrived, I failed not ro go viſit the 
Sicur or PIffe, Phyſirian, who was 


lodged in a fine Houſe in the 
Tuderie, Or wowp Place. The Sieur 
_ was a long time near to the 
on of rhe King of Morocco,in Qua- 
ky of an Agent, for, our King Henry 
the Great ; And there had been fince 
ſet the Sieur Haberr, the King's Phy- 
ſmzn,m theroom of the Sur 47 : 
Then both went into Fraxce,butfince 
that, the ſa1d Sieur de PI returned 
thete again. The Sicur Hubert lived 
about a year.,at Morocco, prattiſing 
Myſick near rhe King , and there 
wing his pnncipal deſign, that is, 
&Tcarning the Arabick Tongue ; {o 
ſince he rendered hifnfelf v 
- rt therein, as he hath made pub- 
lick Profeffion thereof at Paris it (elf, 
with great 'Solemgiry : He contented 
nienſelf to depart out bf this Country 
more laden with Science and Arabick 
Books, than with Riches, or any 
Commodities, 'in'which the Sicur ae 
"Ie was motthappy rhan he. 
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Being then in the Juders,l was there 
condufted by a, Jew, who Cozencd 
* me of ſome Rials, giving me falſly to 
underſtand, that I was to pay ſome 
at the Door. of this-place, where we 
were to enter.; and indeed he no 
one, who came to demand it, and 1 
was forced to Coptent them. 

Juderie This Jaderte,or Jews-Place,isabore 
Moro a good League from the Dogane,where 
the Chriſtians inhabit; and near the 
King's Palace ;_ and14s like a City by 
it ſelf, encompaſſed with good Walls, 
having but one Gate , guarded by the 
Moors : It may Þc as.dig as Meaux. 
There the Jews inhabit, to the num» 
ber of above 4oco, and pay Tribute; 
There is alſo ſome Chriſtians; Andin 
this place alſo hvethe Agentsand Am- 
bailadors of trange Princes : As for the 
reſt of the Chriſtians, Trafficking, and 

others, they live in the Dowae.

17. which is called theCity ; being waa- 
derful. populous, .containing above 
400000 Inhabitants,., of. all ſorts, of

The Jews have ſuch Beds as we uſe. 
As for Vittuals, they are and 
cheap, and all, whether Fleſh, Fiſh, 
Fruits and other things to- Eat, are 
ſold by weight, and the Pound. As 
for Fleſh, *tis Beef, Mutton, Poultry, 
Veniſon, which comes from the Moun- 
tains: Some Fiſh, as the excellen 
Trowts which come from the Moun. 
tains of Arlz, and from the Rive: 
Tenſif : The Wines there are excel- 
tear, and wonderful ſtrong, of which 
the Moors do not Drink, but only the 
vgrapes. When a Moor makes him- 
ſelf drunk, at any Jews or Chriftiats 
who ſell the Wine, the Judge comes 
to Stave all the Veſlels of Wine which 
are upon the Ground, and beſides lays 
an Avarice, or fine upon the Maſter.

the King being enraged, commanded

Now as I curioully viſited this City 
of Morocco, I entered one day into 
the Mcowart, or | alace of the K:0g, 
and ſaw in the firſt Court exrraord- 
nary fine- Buildings A-/a-:1oreſqur, 
with Fountains, and a great many 
Orange and Lemon-TFrces,laden with 
Frut ; - But art the: fecond Court, 
where I alto entered, were little Gal- 
teries ſuftained with Pillars of White 
Marble, fo well cut, and contrived, 
that the heſt Workmen would ad- 
mire the Workman-{hip thereof ; and 
upon the Ground were a great num- 
ber of Veſſels of Marble, full of clear 
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ind freſh Water, where I aw the 
Moors waſh themſelves before their 
o0ing to Rehearſetheir Sa/aor Prayers, 
But as ſoon as they eſpied me, they 
began to cry out, and run after me, 
which made me mend my pace in 
good earneſt to get preſently from 
thence. I ſaw in another Garden, a 
rery fine Fiſh Pond of Stone Work, 
where the Moors Bath rhemſfelves, 
and found there fome MooriſhWomen 
who were waſhing their -/q«z/ayes or 
Vails after that rhey had walhed their 
Bodies. 


Aﬀter this T went to ſee the Lions, 
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which were ſhut up in a great ruinous ,; ; 15, 
Houſe, open at the top, and to be a4 4 Dog. 


mounted one pair of Stairs; and ſaw 
there many remarkable rhings, but one 
more partcularly, which was con- 
cerning a Dog,who had tormerly been 
alt ro the Lions for their Food ; for 
one of the Lions (and the olde(t of 
all the others who feared him) took 
this Dog that had been caſt in under 
his Paws, as if he would have de- 
voured him; but having a mind to 
play a little with him before, it hap- 
pened thatthis Dog flatteringrthe Lion,

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as knowing his Strength, began to 
ſcratch him gently with his Tecth up- 
on a Scab which the Lion had upon 
his Throat ; 2t which, the Lion took 
ſuch plea lure that he nor ovly ſuffered 
the Dog patiently ſo to do, but alſo 
defended him from the others : So 
that when 1 ſaw him, he had: been 
then {even years with theſc Lions, as 
the Chriſtian Slave rold me wholook'd 
after them; and. told ne alſo, that 
when they gave the Lions ar y thing 
to Fat, the Dog fed with thern;” and 
would fomcrtimes ſnatch -tiic Mea:

!iC began to how after ſuchi a mariner, 
{har the Lions (who fear the' cry of 
Nogs )\, preſently would. part them- 
VS, and agree together. 

This example fAnimals ſhews that 
vc ought to be humble and obedient 
royards thoſe who are greater than 
vur lelves, and, how noble and gene-

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At my going from theſe Lions, I ow. 


went to ſee the Kings Horles, who 
were 1n Stalls after their manner, and 
were fat, and extraordinary well 
Dreſs'd and clean Skin'd. They are 
Chriſtian Slaves who look after them, 
and have a great, and leſſer Stable 
ilfo, well ordered that it is:mpoſſible 
for any to be better : They are all 
Barb-Horſes, the fineſt in the World. 
After having walked enough abour 
the City for this time, I returned back 
tothe Donane,which is the place where 
the Chriſtians are oblig'd to retire 
themſelves, a good League from the 
Alca/ave, or Palace Royal, which 1s 
near the Juderte, 


I was there told a very pleaſant ziſtoy o 
Hiſtory of a King of Morocce, who#,3" * 


having upon a time ſent one of his 
Sons with an Army te conquer the 
Kingdom of Gago,from whence comes 
the Eneft Gold. This young Prince 
having paſſed all the Defarts of Lybiz 
with great Trouble and Fatigue, 
which both he and his Army there 
endured, as he approached the Coun- 
try of Gago, this King,informedof his 
coming, went to meet hum with a 


great

Mgqroccos 
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great Army of Blacks, and inveſted I ri 
and encompaſſed him about, ſo that 
he could ger neither backward nor 
forward ; and beſides, he was op- 
preſſed with two great Extremities, 
Hunger and Thirſt; infomuch, that 
the moſt part of his Men were Sick, 
and knew not what to do in ſuch an 
extremity : For,to continue there, they 
muſt all Die with Hunger, or, yield 
themſelves Victims to their Enemics 
Malice; and to return, or to paſs on, 
they muſt grve Battel ; and his Wien 
were ſo weak, as well by the fatigue 
of the way, by the Deſart, as for 
wantot Victuals. Now asthis Prince 
of Aorocco was in this perplexity in 
his Tent, it happened that two ot his 
Soldiers wereplaying at Cheſs in rthar 
Tent, ard one of them found himſelt 
ſo much engaged, that he could not 
make his RnB $0 either backward or 
forward, he being nnder Check ; up- 
on which his Companion, Laughing, 
{aid, he was like their Prince, who 
could neither advance nor retire with- 
our expoling himſelf to great danger : 
As he was laying theſe Words,it hap- 
pencd that one of the Prince's Favou- 
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rites, paſſing by chance nearthus Tent, 
overheard them, and went preſently 
away to give his Maſter an account 
of this Diſcourſe, who, hearing it, ſent 
at that inſtant to fetch theſe rwo Sol 
diers before him, who were mightily 
aſtoniſhed ; and having enquired e- 
vera] things of them, .and particularly 
of that which they had done and 
laid; At laſt, ſeeing themielves urged, 
they confeſſed the truth, and proſtrat- 
ng themſelves upon the Ground, they 
begged his Pardon, which the Prince 
ad eaſily conſent to, and demanded 
of him, who had faid thus, what he 
would adviſe him to do in ſuch an 
extremity : The Soldier wilely an- 
iwered, rhat if he would take his 
Advice, he ſhould not only fave him- 
ſelf and his Men,but ſhould alſo come 
of with great Honour, if the thin 
which he had contrived in his Min 
took effet. The Prince Commanded 
him to ſay boldly what he would ; 
upon which the Soldier proceeded, 
and (aid, that the King of Gago had 
a Beautiful Daughter to Marry, and 
that he,who was a young Prince, and 
wanted a Wife, ſhould ſend Ame. 
ors 
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ſadors to this King to let him under- 
ſtand thar he was not come into his 
Country with intention to make War 
upon him, but only to demand his 
Daughter in Marriage, of whom he 
had heard many Perfeftions and cx- 
cellent Qualities reported. The Prince 
found this Counſel ſo good, and fo 
much to the purpoſe, that he preſent- 
ly diſpatches Ambaſſadors tothis King, 
upon thisaccount, who were very wel] 
received according to their Ambailage, 
and the Peace made accordingly ; 'T he 
Varriage was agreed upon by this 
means, and Confummated with great 
Triumphing 4 la- More/7ue. ThePrince 
receiv'd tram his Father-in-Law, the 
King of C.90, (ſeveral curious and rich 
Preſents, among others three” Balls 
of Gold, hollow withia, weighing in 
all 750 pounds, and are all three of a 
wonderful bignefs, but. proportiona- 
bly one a little leſs than the other, agd 
are to be ſeen to this day in the Alca- 
ſave, or Palace at Morocco, upon the 
top of a high "Tower, being all three 
faſtened upon a Bar, the greateſt at 
the bottom; and fo mounting, the leaſt 
at top When the Sun ſhines they 
Ccait 
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Caſt a Reflex at a great diſtance, as. 1 
obſerved in my coming to Morocco : 
In the Wars they have fired (everal 
ſhots of Muſquet at them, but with 

out any prejudice, Thus the Coun- 
ſe] of this Soldier took happy effect, 
and ſince that rime,, the Kingdom of 
Ga70, (of which this Dau rhter was 
Heirels) fell to'the Kipgs of Morocco, 
who ſend there to fetch their Gold. 
After having rervurned from my Voy- 
age, one day as I was at Dinner with 
the late King Henry the Great, who 
had raketi Phyſick rhiat'day, and was 
in his morning Gown in his Cloſet, I 
was deſiring his Majeſty to grant me 
liberty to go to the Eaff-Indies, he 
thereupon came to ſpeak of the play 
at Cheſs, and how that two of the 
Grandees of his Court had been two 
days and two nightsat playing a Game 
at Cheſs ; upon which, the King dif- 
covering the cunning and ſubtility of 
this play, I took the boldneſs to relate

For at ſuch time as 
I went to the Jaderie, T tound almott 
all thoſe who kept the Door a playing 
at this Game, at which they are very 
ſ\ubtile; and it ;s mighty diverting to 
them, 1n regard of the:r Melancholly 
Humour ; which renders them very 
ingenious, and great lovers of {harp 
and {ubrile Tricks; as there was one 
day one of them, who made ſhew ot 
Friendſhip to another, and gave him 
great {tore of Fruit upon a Carpet to 
Fat ; But the other, who was thus 
Honoured, told him gently, give me 
not ſo much Meat, but thy Heart ra- 
ther; which was to ſay Good-Will 
and Aﬀettion, for he well knew that 
he wiſhed him no good in hfs Mind.

out any Let or Hindrance by thoſe -

L parted then from Morocco the 22th 
"YI of October, and went to pitch the At 


, © 


mahalte fore 4 or 5 Leagues diſtanr, 
na Campagnealong' by Mount !z/as; 
and being there, there were 2 or 4 
Companies of us who went into the 
Adowars, or Tentsot the Arabians, to 
furniſh our ſelves with Fowls, Eggs, 
and other Victuals. But when we 
came there we perceived a greatmum- 
ber of Cavalliers of the fameMtion, 
running after one another, who drove 
2way their Camels and other Beaſts. 
The Wives of theſe Arabians took rhe 
Saddles of their Husbands Horſes up- 
on their Heads, and run to the place 
wheretheir Horſes were teeding : The 
Husbands, who were hard by at 
preſently mounted on Horſchack, a 
tlew ike lightning after their Enemies, 
with their Launces and other Inſtru- 
ments ; 
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ments ; and I believe that ar laſt they 
recovered their own. Theſe Women 
adviſed us to return with all fpeed to 
our Camp, tor fear that theſe Arabs, 
their Enemies, ſhould carry us away 
Captives; whluch we did, ſeeing al! 
in an uproar and confuſion, and the 
noiſe which they madeamongjt them- 

« felves :* For it 1s a ſtrange thing to ſec 

more} the theſe People, who are all of the ſame 

Arabians. Law and Nation, to-make ſo frequent 
War upon one another. 

But, amongſt themſehues, they ob- 
ferve this Rule and Piicipline, that 
when the time comes for them ro Sow 
their. Land or to Reap their Corn, 
tli.y make Peace; After that, they 
begin again to their Wars when their 
Corn'is beaten, and laid up in-their 
Maiwpores or Dutches in the Field, 
where they put it, then cover. it with 
Planks,: and above that with Earth, 
aiter ſuch a manner'that thev can Till 
and Sow upon it: They lay up ther 
Grain thus mn the might, that none 
may jee them, nonottheir very. Wives 
nor their” Children : : Afterwards; it 
they happen to have occaſion for any 
quantity of Corn, either to Sow, or 

fo 
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., {to carry to fell at Morocco, they go and 


take it forth of this Magazine. . This 
Corn is kept very well in the Ground; 
where it keeps dry a long time. _ 

The 23th of the ſame month we 
went to pitch the Almahalle cloſe by 
Mount 4?/as, in a level ground, in 
which place I went to look for ſome 
Pants and Herbs, and as I returned 
42ain into the Camp, the Alcayde Ab- 
wſſis,Captain of a Cabille of Arabians, 
perceived me, and called me to him, 
$king me what Herbs theſe were that 
lcarried, and what I intended to. do 
with them ; after I had ſatisfied lus 
Demands, I withdrew into our Teat: 
About 4 or 5 a clock in the evening, 
going out to walk and totakethefre! 
Air,1 met again with the Alcayae, who 
Tb alſo walking abont to viſit his 

Camp ; and having called me, took

Chriſtians purſued them,in ſuch difor- 
der and confufion;that thinking them- 


ſelves 
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ſelves too ſure of Victory, the Moors 
thereupon Rallying upon theſe. diſor- 

derly purſuers,ealily broke them; And 

thus Don Seba/#zan loſt rhe Batele, 

where he was killed upon the place 

with two other Kings ; and they had 

a great number of Priſoners, w howere 
carried to Morocco. 

He told. mc alſo of Muley-Flamet Muley 
Malaco,or Abae/melech,one. of the Kings Maluco, «r 
which had won the Battle, ' who.died ,\>*%<" 
of Sicknels.in his Litter, after having 
given good Orders to all. When'they 
who were'about him percewed he was 
Dead, they concealed his Death for fear 
of diſcouraging the Soldiers, who had 
the better ; and uſcd this Artifice,thar 
's,they put forth his Hand as it he had 
been 111] alive : He himlelf had found 
Qut this trick, and had ordered them 
'0 make uſe of it after his Death. 

Abaajfis having related ro me thus Muley 
much, told me-alſo of Mualey-Boufairs, Xing of 
the then King of Aorocce, and” how Morocco. 
that he gave himſclf wholly over to 
his Wives and Concubines,and truſted 
too much 1ypon a Bala, named Jods, 
ind was [likely to looſe the Barttle, 
which he debgn'd to engage in when

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we parted from Morocco; and that all 
his light was itt Comer, Couſeonſſon, 
Auquam ; © that is, eating of a certain 
ConfeFtion made upinfo Sugar-Plums; 
but he found himſelf deceived ; for he 
loſt the Battle, as I have faid already, 
and was Yepoſed from his Kingdom, 
and fled away to Mount Atlas about 
the month of November 1606. accord- 
ing as our Noſter-Damushad predicted 
in his Centuries,as I have been ſhewed 
ſince: Ab4da//is told me alſo thereupon, 
that the Soldiers are mightily diſcou- 
raged when the King comes not to 
Battle' in Perſon ; And when he is 
Couragious, or a Coward, his Sol- 
diers become the ſame. 

As for theC nejoanyes of which Thave 
made mention, and which I have Ta- 
ſted ſeveral times, it is Meal made up 
and Kneadedinto the faſhion of Sugar- 
Plums or Comfis, with Water, ina 
Frying-pan ; - then put it in an Earthen 
Veſſel full gf holes at the bottom, like 
a Cullendevs, after that, it is put in a 
Pot upon a hot Fire, and the Vapour 
boils 1t'; then they pour Broth there- 
upon,and eat it by great bits like Balls: 
{t is of a very good Tafte,which nou- 
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riſhes and fattens the Body to Admi 
ration. T1 have often Eat thereof, it 
being prepared for me by the Mooriſh 
and Jewiſh Women : "Their Corn is 
very fit for it, becauſe it is very dry ; 
ours,w hich 1s more moiſt, woul aces 
ſo good, except it were firſt welldried. 
After this Diſconrſe of the Alcayat, 
we w:thdrew our felves intoour Tents 
until the next morning that we began 
2gain to take Journey, and had that 
o very bad way by ſteep and inac- 
ceſible Mountains, not being able to 
keep any Order for the inſupportable 
Heat; as for freſh Warer we had none. 
[ was mounted upon a Mule, and was 
forced frequently xo get down to beat 
it away on foot, which was no ſmall 
trouble for me,in that I had near 6000 
Crowns about me, as well in Lignotrs, 
35in Tybre,that is Powder, asit comes 
from Gago, and alſo in Money, which 
are Sequins of the Country : I had a 
great deal of trouble to remount ; for 
it did not behove me to ſtay behind, 
for fear of the Arabs, and of thoſe of 
our rw rrp bes” 

Havin all the hardihips © 
this Jong we came to pitch at the 
—. 4 Dagquele, 
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Duquele. Dagaele, where theſe Matamores are,of 
which I have fo much ſpoken. Here 
came ſeveral Arakisns an Horſeback, 
mouated in order with their Launces, 
to ſalute Abdaſſis their Chief, and Cap- 
tain of their Cabr/le, every one bring- 
ing ham Preſents; then after having 
kifled his Hands, they returned again 
to their Adouars,whowere gone above 
2.07 3 Leagues from thence, The next 
day, the 2d of October, we went tobe 
at Szffy, and as we approached there, 
paſting through ſomeW oods ot Broom, 
very high, there was two Mooriſh 
Cavalliers, who took me out of the 
right way, making me go with them 
crols thee Brooms, which were ſo lugh 
that one could ſcarce fee another inthe 
middle of them. 1 was upon. m 
Mule,and coming near toan old Well,; 
they got down, bidding me allo todo 
che like : -I thought there had been 
there ſome Fountain to refreſh our 
{elves ; but ſecing that they had 2 

. mind to make me get down only to 
+4: +; EPtice me 1nto this Well, I immedaate- 
iy turned my Viule about towardsthe 

great Highway, with/all the ſpeed I 

pollibly could, and thus narrowly el- 

caped 
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caped from their Hands : Thai de- 
hga was, (as I believe) to make me 
quit the Gold and Silver which I car- 
ned, and then to cut my Throat, and 
to caſt me in; fome Ditch ; But I had 
2 good Inſpiration when I wasjuſtup- 
on the point of deſcending ; andas 
my good ons would have is, the 
great Road, through which the Cara- 
yan paſled'was not far from! thenee, 
whych did facilitate my fafery: My 
too much Diligence, and the great 
defire that I had to-advance.to get to 
Saffy the firſt, had been the cauſe of this 
Acadent. Ax laſt,by the Grace ot God, 
I arrived happily at Seffy : After-ba- 
ving a little refreſhed wy felt, E wok 
care tor my Embarkment, andcauſcd 
my Matcrals to be viſited by the Tal- 
bes, and payed them their due. 

The next day, when I thought to 
Embark, cauſing my things to be car-

me to have another from Mualey- 4b.

this Retardment,which made me looſe 
the convenience of a' Ship, that was 
bound for Fraxce. Nevertheleſs, be- 
ing forced to havepatience, it behoved 
me toſend a Trotzer or Meſſenger to 
Morocco with our Letter to have ano- 
ther, - which could not be done with- 
out a great deal of Trouble and Ex. 
pences : But my ill fortune was, that 
this Letter being come, I mult be for. 
ced to wait there near 2 months, upon 
the account of a Dutch 'Ship, which 
was not to ſet fail till January 1607. 
This change of Aﬀairs at Morocco 
happened after my departure from the 
City: For Ms e-Boufairs King of 
Morocco, having loſt rhe Battleagainſt 
his Nephew Abaalla, fled away into 
the Mountains,where he was Robb'd, 
as I have faid, and A46bdalla was then 
in peaceable poſſeſhon- of Morocce ; 
Bur during the Peace, Abadalla having 
diſcovered that the other hatched ſome 
Treaſon to diſpoſieſs him, he Stabb'd 
him with his own Hands after having 
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zeproached him with his Perfidie: 
But afrer that, Zjdan his Uncle, with 
the help of a Santo, or Marabos, hath 
chaſed away Abdalla,and made himſelf 
King of Morocco: Afterwards he him- 
ſelf was chaſed away by the. Saxton ; 
and it was faid that they were ready 
to engage in Battle together, and ſince 
| have heard that the Saxton had becn 
taken by Zzdew, who had pot him to 
Death b Sawing him down 

the middle,with rwo pieces of Wood : 
Since that,he and his Nephew Abdalla 
tad agreed together, and by the A- 
greement, the Kingdoms of Fez and 
Sus fell ro Abdalla, and that of Mes- 
co to Zydan.

In the end, ſeeing the Ship like to be 
caſt away,they reſolved to Board her, 
and entering, they found nothing bur 
this Cat, at whichthey were mightily 
aſtoniſhed,and took the Ship into Port; 
It was laden with Corn, and after ha- 
ving heard that the People were loft 
near the Iſle of Wight, they left t in 
the hands of the Juſtice, uaril it might 
be reſtored to the right Owners. 

This great Storm, the cauſe of all 
theſe Accidents, was ſuch, that it cau- 
ſed a great diſtraftion and loſs of Peo. 
ple, along the Coalt of Englandas we 
heard fince. When we came to Port/: 
mouth we tound out the 'Truth of this, 
and how the Sca had overwhelmed 
certain places a good way within 
Portſmouth,which is a pleaſant SeaPort 
Town. 

After having been ſome days at 
Portſmouth, torefreſh our ſelves, and 
to wait. for a Wind to carry us to 
Haevre-de-Grace, where our Ship was 
togo, toleavethere ſome Merchandize 
of Barbary: When the Wind was fa- 
vourable tg us, we ct fail the 16th of 
Marchand the nexr day in the evening

trom ſo many Peri's and Dangers;

where I arrived the 25th of Mech. 
From thence I went to Fontainebleau, 
togive the King an account of my Voy- 
2ye,and to preſent him with the Plants 
andRarities which Ihad brought;wirh 
which his Majeſty was mighty well 
pleaſed, enquiring of me f{everal 
things,to which I anſwered him 1a the 
belt tmanner I could : And defiring 
to know further of me, what it was 
that Ma/zy-2jdan did,l anſwered him, 
that he had encamped in the Defarts 
with his Army « and amongſt other 
things,I gave him account of 3 Caval- 
lers belonging to Muley-Boufairs, his 
Brother, with whom he had War,the 
which being come into his A/mahalle, 
to renderthemſelves to him,he deman- 
ded of them if they came to him of 
their own Free-Will, and having 
anſwered him they did, and thart 
had quitted Mw/ey-Boefairs, becaule

Hope, in regard it was too late in the 

Macfiow. year ; becauſe, that-the Meſor's, Or 
Winds of the Seaſon were almoſt pal- 
{ed already: After having well ditpu- 
ted upon this ſubje&,they tack*d about 
to return to Porgugel,and having ſailed 
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ſome rime,the Captain Mor,who had a 
mind tomake himſelf by this Voyage, 
ſeeing himſelf at that time Chief 
Commander of the Fleet, threatned 
the Maſter and Pilot with ill Lan- 
guage, and commanded them to Tack 
in for the Indies : This was in the 
mght, and thereupon Fires were made 
for a ſignal for the other Veſſels to re- 
turn; but we were not Jong together 
in Conſort ; for the reſt knowing the 
Viceroy to be Dead,ſeparated from us;

bove zo years, and yet ſeemed to be 
but like a ſ1mple Boar, amongſt theſc 
high and dreadful Waves. We needed 
little Fore-Maſt to the Wind, and 30 
er 4o Mariners at the Stern, In this 
Stormy Weather we could not keep 
our Ship with Wind, and were about 
a 100 Perſons, 50 on eachpſide, to 
Deviſe how to get again before the 
Wind,which we had loſt, Our Deck 
was covered all over with Water,and 
it was impoſſible to ger any farther 
than the Planks of the Ship, either 
| behind or before. Amongſt theſe Mi- 
ſeries and Calamities we expeRted no- 
thing but Shipwrack, commirring our 
ſelves tothe Divine Mercy ; aud made 
a General Proceſſor.

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But God of his Goodneſs heard our 
Prayers, appealing by little and little 
this great Tempeit, which we had © 
loag endured ; 1o that having patied 
this dangerous place, we deſcricd the 
Cape of Aizu {les,which made us judg £9* © 
thar we had paſſed that of Good-Hope, © 
and from thence we arrived at the 
Land of Natal!, where it' was very N*2" 
rempeltwous, and almolt as dark as 
night : We found there boiſterous

were coming, they preſeatly __ 


* lamentable citcumſtances of the Ac- 
cidents, have rendered this Shipwrack 
the moſt remarkable that ever hap- 
pened in theſe Seas ; which is the rea- 
ſon that theie Rocks areſomuch feared, 
which are like great heaps of ſharp 
Stones and ſpikes of White Coral, and 
commonly covered with Water,fothat 
they are not perceived until you are 
upon thern.and the Ship ſplitting ; but 
we by the heip of God > aped them, 
ſo rhat having taken the height, and 
ſecing our ſelves e(caped, we made the 
beſt of our way towards this Harbour, 
where we foucd the two Gallies as 1 
have aid before, and knowing them 
again, we bote towards them,and caſt 
Anchor 4 Leagues from the Iſles,tend- 
the Boat to Land to hear news 
from Moſambique, which is about 25 
Leagues from thence. There came 
on board us a Panzais, who told us 
how Mo/ambique had been Befieged by 
the Sn and that it was net 
above 15 days fince they had raiſed 
the Siege, and had taken the Galley of 
Good Jeſus, which they burnt ; and 
having knowa by this Gallion that we 
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for thoſe of the Gallion knew nothing 
of the Death of the Count ae /z Fera, 
nor of the diſperſing of the Ieet, they 
being ſeparated from us hard by the 
Iſle of Maders : We weighed Anchor 
from thence, not finding above 5:or 6 
Fathoms Water. Asthe Wind began 
to clear it behoved us to caſt our An- 
chors, and the next day to raiſe them 
again ; this was the 1 5th of Sepz. but 
the Currents of Water which run to- 
wards the Iſlands of Azgoche,were like 
to have ſwallowed usup : We endured 
a world of Hardſhips in caſting and 
weighing Anchor, which left me ſome 
Bliſters upon my Hands ; andas weak 
as I was, I laboured with all my 
_ to be rid of theſe dangerous 
paſſages: In the end, we caſt and 
weighed our Anchors fo, that we arri- 
ved at Moſambique the 29th of Sep. and 
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Anchored near the IlJes of Sr. George, « Moſam- 


which is 3 or 4 Leagues diſtant. 

The next morning we Anchored 
near ths Fortreſs. As{oon as wearrived 
at Moſ/ambigge,we underſtood how our 
Vice-Admiral had paſſed the Cape of 
Good-Hope immediately after us, whea 
the Storm was a little allayed 3 and 

P 3 how 
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i:-Mexr hgw they had ſeen a Sea-Monſter pal- 
{ing along by the Ship, which was ot 
a ſtrange form and wondertul great- 
nels: He blowed and ſnored with a 
great noiſe, and kept his Body in a 
round like a Pilar, carrying a thing 
Ike a Shield” before his Head, and a 
Saddle upon his Back : As he paſſed 

cloſe by the Ship, he made 1o terrible 
a noiſe, that they thought themlelves 
all Jok ; but he ictt them,and they ſaw 

bum 1 o more, 

Peing then arrived at Moſambrgae, 
we were mightily aſtoniſhed to find 
there nothing, co Eat, being then fo 
fallen away by the fatigue ot the Sea : 
We went on thore, having, Anchored 
the S:. Bariholomew,Sr. Anthony St. Je- 
rome, and our own, Wi:ch was the 
Admiral: They were there full five 
Months, waiting for the Mueſſon of 
V'Vinds tO CONVEY us tO Ons: VVe 
endured there not a hit for as 1 
have ſaid, we could =y 2aking to 
Ive upon, there not being any Bread. 
_ The Sick were put in Cabins of Palm, 
ſome in the Fortreſs, and others in the 

3E ,Ciry; ; but they Died by 10and 15 @- 
_—_— day, and there remained 735 Buried, 
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as the  haplain of our Ship told me, 
who kept a Liſt of them. 

I went alſo on Shore, ſcarce able to 
g0,and walked about the Streets look- 
ing for ſomething to Eat ; but I could 
find nothing ſave ſome little Fiſhes 
fryed, which theſe Erh1opian V Vomen 
{ell abour the Streets, with ſome Cakes 
of Meal Baked upon the Coals, which 
they call Mocates. 

I bought ſome of this Fiſh fryed in 
the Oyl of Gerſeliz,, (a little Seed like 
Carraways , which they make Oil zeze-Seed. 
of ) which has a very ill Taſte ; Then 
retiring alone to make a Feaſt, and 
comforting my ſelf the beſt I could,re- 
lying wholly upon God : Idemanded 
alittle Water of theſe V Vomen, who 
gave me ſoine, bur it was fo Salt that 
I could ſcarce drink any of it ; forthey 
had drawn it out of a naſty VVell, 
which was hard by the place where I 
was; But they fetch the good V Vater 
out of the Continent, at a place called 
Cabaſſie : There is indeedal:trle Spring, 
but ir was little better than nothing. 

After that I went again on: Board 
the Ship; Then the next day I retur- 
ned again to Land, to look for ſome 

P 4 Cabin 
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to lodge in, becauſe the Hollanders 
had burnt all the Houſes; and b 

chance I found a Soldier, who Boe 
me into his Lodging within the For: 
treſs, where I carried all my Materi- 
als; But aſter having beea there ſome 
days, as well to Purge my ſelf, as to 
be cured of my Diſeaſe, comes ſome 
of the Servants of Captain Mor to look 
for me, and commanded me to follow 
them to ſpeak with their Maſter: 1 
followed them in abundance of pain, 
and they haſtning me forward, which 
I did - be -the beſt manner I could 
through theſe Sands rowards the Sea- 
ſide; in the end, they laid me upon 
the Back of an Erhiopran, to carry mr: 
into his 4/madie, which is a fort of a 
Intle Boat of the Country, made of a 
hollow Tree : "They caſt me within 
it as if I had beena Log of VVood; 
and ore of the Serjexants Embarked 
with me: The Tide being come, he 
made the Blacks row, to bring me on 
board the Vice-Admiral St. Jerome . 
I was a long time 1n this Almadie, du 

ring the excclive heat of the Sun a. 
Noon-Day, and I expeCted to Die 
with Heart and Thuit, and bought a 
IM och Lagne, 
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Lagne, or Nut of Palm of theſe Erhi- 
-p14n5,to drink oftheWater of it,giving 
half ro him who kept me Priſoner. 
When I came on Board, heput me 
into the Hands of the Merigne, or Ser- 
cant of the Ship, who demanded of 
him how he would have me faſtened ; 
to which he anſwered, by the Neck, 
the Merizne opened the Collarsof Iron, A 
and cauſed me to lie down all along, Author, and 
and ſhut my Neck betwixt two pieces * Mie: 
of Wood : Bur ſeeing me Sick, hehad 
ſome Compaſſhon upon me and gave 
me a Pillow to put under my Head : 
I was in this miſerable Condition from 
the 7th to the 28th of Ofober at which 
time I was ſet at liberty. 
I being then thus taken and ſhut 
np, about 4 in the evening comes the 
0ydoy or Judg of the Army, with the 
Regiſter, and demanding of me my 
Name, and from whence I came,and 
who gave me Licence to paſs into the 
Indies z They knew it very well, but 
made as though they were 1gnorant 
thereof : For they hnew that I had 
Embarqued in the Service of the 
( ount de a Fers ; and beſides, at fuch Nate of 
time when they themſelves had by —

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him ; and the ſaid Monomoptate had 
zomiled the Portugals to give them 
all they could Conquer. Now when 
this John Baptiſto was come on Shore, 
ypon the. Faith of the Captain, who pre 
promiſed him that he ſhould not have 
any harm done, he was immediate 
ſent as a Priſoner tothe Vice Admiral, 
and preſently after I was taken as I 
have betore given account, and found 
the faid John Baprifto Priſoner, under 
Deck, not having then any Irons up- 
on his Feet: He was mightily aſto» 
niſhed to ſee me faſtned fo as I was, 
ind endeavoured to render me what 
Conſolation he could, that I might 
take it paticatly : But this was not all 
my Miſery to be thus faſtened by the 
Neck ; for Hunger, Thirſt, and the 
Diſeaſe of my Gums tormented me 
much more ; for they would not fo 
much as give me a little Water to 
Drink ;, And by ill fortune Thad taken 
no Money along with me, not know- 
ng where they would lead me; and 
had not in all above two Rials, one of 
which I was Robb'd of, and with the 
other I prayed the Merigne to buy me 
lome little Fiſhes, if any paſſed —_—_ 
Ship, 
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\ Ship, when the Blacks come from 
*Fiſhing abroad, who commonly paſs 
by, asking in their Language if any 
one had occaſion for Sombs, that is to 
fay, Fiſh, and Macacous, or Fiſh dried 
inthe Sun. Thad (till my Inſtrument. 
Caſe,and a Gold Ring upon my Finger, 
which 1 pawned tor Vittuals. 

The evening being come, after the 
Inqueſt was made concerning the ſaid 
John Baptio and me,the Captain Mor, 
lent Soldiers to guard us, and ordered 
ons to be faſtened alſo upon John 
Bapti/to's Feet, then cauſed him to be 

ut at the bottom of the Ship, and to 

ut the Hatches upon him, and the 
Keys to be brought to him ; and con- 
tinued thus five days, without having 
any thing given him to Eat: As for 
me, the Merizne in the evening took 
the Collars from about my Neck, and 
put Irons upon my Feet, and cauled 
me to lie upon & Chelt in his Cabbin, 


Don Lonis AS for Don Louis @ Alves, Brother to 
CAlves. the Count de la Fers, when he {aw 


how Captain Mor had ſerved his Se- 
cretary {uch an ill Trick, by thus tal- 
hiying his Faith , he was mightily 
troubled thercat ; belides he had —_ 

en 
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fallen out withthisCaptain,and would 
have fought him, upon a difference 
about the Sea-Proviſion of the Count 
de la Fera, which was worth very near 
10000 Ducats, in Vittuals, as well 
Fleſh, Biſcuit, Wines, Oil, as other 
Refreſhments for the Sea; and this 
Captain, who was before Vice-Ad- 
miral, and; ſince the Death of the 
Count, Admiral himſelf, had made 
uſe of ſome of them, and carried the 
reſt to Mo/ambiqie, and there fold 
them. Don Loa:s ſeeing that he could 
obtain no Reſtitution of this wicked 
Man, he Embarked to go on his Voy- 
2ge to Camera, tothe Conqueſt of the 
Gold, which this King, Enemy to 
Monomopata had ; and Captain Mor 
thinking, that Don Louis upon his 
ſerting Sail would hoar:! the Slnp 
where we were Priſoners, ienta great 
number of Soldiers and Cannomiers, 
with charge to fre ac, and fink the 
Pang ais of Don Zou; s, if he made the 
kaft ſhew to Board them. In the 
morning Doa Lows: having cauſed tus 
Pangais to ſet ſail, he pur himſelf in 
t poſture to Board our Ship ; where» 
upon the Cannoniers turaed ther 


Pieces, 
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When I faw my ſelf a little moreat 
liberty, I aſſiſted the Secretary John 
Baptiſto, with a l:rtle Biſcuit cut into 
little Bits, being black, rotten, and 
mouldy, and much ado ro ger that : 1 
niſed up,as well as I could, the cover 
'. Nl of the place where I was encloſed,and 
thus gave him ſome little Birs, which 
was no {mall help to him. 

But as God never forſakes his Ser- 
rants in their Affictions,the ſaid John 
Baptiſro told me in Latin, that he had 
found means to open the Pad-Locks 
of his Irons, and to take them of; 
and had alſo met with a Pipe of Wine, 
but could not get any of it without a 
hollow piece of Tinn,which he would 
'© uſe, putting a Stick through it with 
ſome Tow or Flax at the end, like a 
Sponge, and thus to draw out the 
Wine: I diſcovered this Buſineſs to 
the Merigze, who kept us Priſoners, 
and who was very well fatisfhed to 
| have his part thereof, and not to ſay a 
word, getting me a Burrage of Lea- 
ther, which I gave tothe ſaid Baptiſts 
at night, when the Soldiers were 
buſie at their ſports above us, and be- 
fore the Lamp was lighted : This 
Wine 
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Wine was no ſmall help to us, and 1 
believethat without it we could ſearce- 
ly have ſubliſted any longer; for I 
opped in private a little Biſcuit in this 
VVine, which heartned me mightily. 
About 5 days after, when Don 
Louis a* Alves was gone, John Baptiſto 
was taken out from under theHatches, 
and was left under the Deck with me, 
but not without Irons faſtned on his 
Feet, when,as for me,l had no longer 
either Collars or Irons: Now one 
day as I was walking backwards and 
forwards upon the Deck, I by good 
fortune found under a Cannona Stone 
Bottle full of Syrop of Gilli-flowers ; 
this I communicated to the Meregze, 
who took and kept it up for us both: 
I made uſe of this Syrop very often, 
as well to drink as to ſop a little Bif- 
cuit therein, and in a little time I 
perceived my Gumbs to grow better, 
and my Legs began to ſtretch, which 
was no ſmall comfort to me ; 1n ſhorr, 
I was quite cured of my Diſeaſe, alſo 
making uſe of ſome Remedies which 
I rook out of a Chelt full of Medecines 
which I found one day below Deck 


quite Open. 


Having 
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Having continued about 22 daysin 
this faſhion ; the Captain came one 
night very late on Board, and then I 
took occaſion to Diſcourſe him, to 
know what he had a mindro do with 
me, and why he let me thus __ ; 
He made me an{wer, that I ſhould 
come on Shore with him,to ſpeak with 
Captain Mor. The 28th of the ſame 
month we went to ſce Captain Mor, 
who demanded of me, wherefore 1 
came, and having anſwered, that the 
Captain had brought me toſpeak with 
him, he bid me wait till the next Cay, 
and commanded the Captain to take 
me to his Lodging. 

'The next 5 <1 come, he car- 
ried me £0 Captain Mor : Then Cap- 
tain Morenquired of me if I had hiber- 
ty to paſs into the Indies, and where 
my Licence was; I told him I had 
leftit withthe Proveditor of the Houſe 
of India; Then he asked me if knew 
any one at Moſamb;que,l told him no2 
Then he ſaid do not go out of this 
Iland without my Licence firſt had ; 
and gave me a Line or two to the Re- 
piſter, and T had my Cheſt again,bur 


ty Money was gone. 
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After all theſe Troubles, walking 
one day about the Iſland, I went: to 
viſit a Portugal Gentleman of my ac- 
quaintance, who lodged in a Horte, 
or Garden of Fraxc:ſco Mendy, Judge 
of the Orphans : Theſetwooftered me 
a place to make a Cabin of Palm - the 

- which I gladly accepted; and went 

to Lodge there ; tho? the Lizards and 

Ants came quite under my Beds-head, 

This Fraxg/co Mendy kept Slaves, and 

ſent me every day a great many Pre- 

ſents: He had a great mind rhat 1 

ſhould ſtay and live there, promiſing 

ro give-me one of his Nieces to Wate, 
Daughter ro the Captain of Camana, 

trom whence tlie Gold comes ; Bur 1 

had no to mind tarry there, butrather 

purſue my Voyape to the Eat nates.

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called Ant ac, gotten by having to do 
with the Erhropian Wemen, and there 
s no other Remedy whereby to be 
exempted from Death but this ; The 
Root 1s taken, ground, withclear Wa- . 
ter, of the weight of a Crown, which 
makes the Patient {weat fo, that in a 
ſhort time it Cures him. *Tis a little 
bitter, and yer the Taſte and Smell is 
agreeable enough. I bargained with 
ſome of theſe Blacks to fill me a Sack 
therewith,wholed mc into the Woods 
to look for it. 

Going along with them I found a 
thouſand ſorts of Plants and Fruits to 
me unknown: Atlaſt weentered into 
a little Field, where we found ſome 
Blacks keeping of Corm for tear of the 
Elephants, who have Ropes which 
reach the length of the Corn, with 
Stones hanging thereon z As ſoon as Mare! r 
the Elephants approach, they ſhake Elephants. 
theſe Stones againit one another,which 
makesſuch a noiſe, that it frights the 
Elephants away : In the night they 
make Fires, which theſe Anumals fear 
mightily. They make a little Lodge 
at the top of-a Butt, and there watch 
by turns. 
Q 2 Having ' 
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Having ſeen this, we retired to the 
Habitation where they had prepared 
my Dinner : 'ThereI madethe Seamen 
Drink fo much that they had like to 
have overturned our Boat, "This Li- 
quor wes called Surs, a ſort of Wine 
made of Ya'ms ; and I was mightily 
troubled to fee thele Erhiopiens ſo pur- 
zeled that they could ſcarce put up the 
Sails: and in the mean time the Boat 
was full of Water : One of the Wives 
of theſe Blacks rumbled into the Sea, 
but Irecovered her, otherwiſe ſhe had 
been Drowned. Theſe Men under: 
ſtood not one another they were { 
Drunk; but as good fortune would 
have it, the Moca«on, or Guider of the 
Almaate, was not \o Drunk as the relt. 
*T was looked upon as a Miracle how 
we paſſed from Great Cabaſ/tere to th 
little one, where there was a thouſand 
Nets; - Trees, and Branches, fixed all 
along the Coaſt to catch Fiſh withall. 

Having then more happily than pr 
dently paſſed as far as the Little Cabs). 
ſexe, we went on Shore to provi 
freſh Water; but there was none bu 
in a great Well where there was b 
lictle neither : The Mariners we 
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there making Proviſion of Water, (6 
that I could not have any nll night. 

The night being come, and not 
knowing where to Lodge, theſe Erki- 
opians ledmetoa place above a League 
and a half from:thence,but the People 
would-not receive us, {o that we-were 
forced to return'to the Port. by reaſon 
of bad Weather : At lait;/ being ar- 
nved at the Forty I laid me down in 
the Almaate, cov ering my. felt withm 
Cloak, where 1 —_— the Rain al 
the night. 

The next morning we hoiſed Sail, 
and failed diretly upon the Banks, 
from whence we had much ado to eſ- 
cape : in the end, being come off 
theretrom,with a great deal of trouble, 
and the Wind carrying vs by force to- 
wards the Main-Sea, which did us 
that favour as to bring us near to the 
Chapel of the Bullwork, where being 
come, I made a Vow, never to truſt 
my ſelf with fuch Mariners again,who 
made me run the greatelt hazard 1 
ever had in the whole Voyage: I or- 
dered my Water to be Leoughet 10t0 
my Cabin, and prepared my. {elf for 
the Embarkment to Goa. 


Q 3 Whiltt 
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Whilſt 1, was in this place, there 
came the Son of an ErkiopianKing,from 
a greatdiſtance in the Continent,to lee 
ſome of his Kindred : His Father and 
Mother were black,and he was whute 
and fdir- He broughtwith him oneof 
his Brothers, who wasblack, and ſome 
Shves ; 'They came both intomy Ca- 
bin, telling me, that having heard ſay 
there was white Men" ati Moſambique, 

they came purpoſely ro ſee them. 
ThePortugals made him a verygood 
Receprion,to the end they might have 
Free-Traftick in his Fathers Country : 
'T was faid his Mother had two other 
Whice Children ; b x that his Father 
killed them, ſaying, they mult 
needs be by ſome other Man ; and 
thar as he came into the World with 
this colour, is Father had determined 
to kill him alſo ; but oneof his Friends 
perſuaded him to the contrary by tell- 
ing him that it was by Divine Per- 
maſſion, and fo was faved. His Mc 
ther had poſſibly had theſe Menin her 
Imagination which were ſaid to be at 
Moſar:brque, or elſe had happened to 
her by ſeme other Courſe of Imagi- 
nation. He was not in the leaft Tann'd 
or 
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or Burnt with the Sun, and was about 
20 years of Ae his Brother about 
18, - They viſted me 2 or 3 times in 
my Cabin,and I gave them to Eatand 
Drink of what 1 could have: in the - 
Country, at which they, ſeemed to be 
very well Content. 

remember that being at Lisbon, I 
heard a Story of fuch a, like rhing A 
which happencd at Genoua not long be- Genoway: 
fore, of whuch they made a Song in 
form of a Romance, which I heard 
Sung in Portuga!, There was arich 
Genoas, who was Married to a very 
honeſt and virtuous Woman, of one of 
the beſt Houſes in Genons, who ha- 
ving conceived ſome diipleafure upon 
the account of one of her Black Slaves 
which hed been gotten with Child by 
another Negro Slave, ſhe imprinted 
that 'o deeply 1 hier Imagination, that 
bewg, wich Child her fclf, ſhe was 
brought to Bed of a black Child, bur 
the angry Father believing, that ſhe 
had diſhonoured her (elf with fame 
Negro, was reſolved io kill her ; bur 
ſhe fled away to her Friends. Where- 
upon he gave chaige to oae of his Ser- 
vants to go andicave thc Chiid fome- 

Q 4 where 
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where, or to ki!l it : Butthe Servant 
moved with Compaſſion, (beſides the 
Mother had recommended it to him) 
ſaved the Child, and cauſed it to be 
brought up, making the Husband he- 
lieve he had made it away : A hittle 
while after, this Genous, fore vexed 
with Spire and Anger, torſook Genoua, 
and rerired into Barbary, reſolving to 
turn Turk, and hve in Alger. Inthe 
mean time the poor Diſconſolate Mo- 
ther rook care to bring up. this Child 
to years of Diſcrerion, and gave him 
Orderto go ſeek his Father throughtre 
World ; tor none knew what was be. 
come of him. "This young Black be. 
10g upon the Sea, was taken by Cor-

He 
Fame by it one day as they made a 
Halt, raking his Harquebwis, and go- 
ng about the Woods to ſhoot ſome- 
thng to Fat, he found an Animal of 
the bigneſs of a Deerputalittle higher, ,...., 
who had two Horns below the Eyes, carrjizg 
Fd had the fortune tc ſhoot him inthe <=: 
YHead : This Beaſt gavea leap to run *'*** 
Jupon him, bur he fell downdead. He 
Fad his Companions cut him up to 
Roaſt him upon the Coals ; and as he 
Þ vas going to Eat ſome of the Plnck, he 
Found this Stone in a little bag, which 
Mat firſt he made no account of; bur 
Javing waſhed it he found it of ſo cu- 
q3 rious 
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rious and poliſhed bright colour, and 
of ſo ſweet a {mell, that he kept it up 
carefully. "The Coaſt of Eihropra is 
full of excellent and odoriferous Herbs, 
and perhaps this Animal might feed 
thereupon, and that may be the cauſc 
of the Virtue of the Stone. 

Thus was the greateſt part of the 
Fleet loſt : For ot 14 Veſlels there ar- 
rived but 4 at the ladies, with a Hulk 
which ſerved us for a Patach, yer not 
without having the Mats broke in 
pieces. There was a Carracon of the 
Fleet which failed back for Portugal. 

But before we depart from this 


Fortune whick jormeriy happened to 


a Portugal Gentleman, 'and how he 
was lolt upon this Coaſt of Erhiopza. 
{his Gentlem#n, who was rich, being 
mn the Jnaes, tell in Love with the 
Daughter of oze Garſias Sola, Captain 
of Bombaziz,, (a Fortreſs of the Portu- 
gals) clteemecd one of the moſt Beau- 
titu] Ladies of the Eaſt,and had many 
great Suters 69 Marry her ; But he 
not being able to bring his Deſigns to 
paſs,becauſe of her Father,who mou 
F y 
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by no means give his Conſent, tho” the 
Daughter was very willing he reſfol- 
ved to rid himfelf of the Father, and 
for this cauſe parted one day from Goz, 
with ſome of his Sworn Companions, 
with whom he Embark'd,and coming 
ate in the evening to Bombain, they 
watched their opportunity,ſothat they 
found this Captain walking along by 
the Sea, and there killed him. This 
was {o ſecretly done that So/a tad no 
great trouble to attain to his Deſires, 
Matrying this fair Orphan named Lec- 
nor, whom he brought to Gas ; where 
having for ſome time lived in pleaſure 


with her,and having two Children by 


her, he had a defire to go with his 
Family ro Port-g alto obrain from the 
King fome Preterment greater than 
that which he had m the /»azes : And 
for this cauſe, having bought a good 
Ship, and being Embarked at Cochin, 
with his Wite and Children , a great 
many Slaves, and others of his Train, 
he failed away ; But coming towards 
the Cape of Carrants, and their Veſſel 
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running a-ground, they were forced 


to fave themſelves in the Boat : ny 
thought to have arrived at the Little 
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Cafala, where the Portugals have 2 
Fort ; ſor the great one 1s towards 
Moſambique ;, but they found them- 
{elves in a Country betwixt the Cape 
of Caurrams and that of Good-Hope, 
where they were troubled with the 
Blacks of the Country along the Sea- 
ſide. Theſe Blacks not fearing the 
Harquebuſles,killed a great number ot 
them, thereſt, amongit whom were 
Soſs, his Wife and Children, ſaved 
thengſclves by recovering theCountry, 
and came at laſt intothe Power -of a 
King of theſe Blacks, who treated 
them very kindly ; But when they de- 
parted from thence, asthey Travelled 
towards Mo{ambique, they fell intothe 
Hands of the Enenues of this King, 
who did them all the Injuries 1magi- 
nable, in killing the moſt part, and 
{triping the reſt Stark-Naked : It was 
no imall Grief to Soſa to ſee himſelf, 
his Wife and Children in this miſera- 
ble Eſtate, wandering about the De- 
ſarts and Burning Sands of Erhiopis, 
without having wherewithall to Eat- 
Then began thejuſt Judgment of God 
to fall on Soſs for the Murder of his 
Father-in-Law. . He weat P, and 
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down about the Woods ſeeking for 
Raiſins to nouriſh himſelf, his Wife, 
and Children : But the greateſt mo- 
tive of Compaſſion was this poor inno- 
cent Lady,who ſceing her ſelf Naked, 
covered her ſelf with Sand, that ſhe 
might not be ſeen in this Condition, 
and made the greateſt Lamentations 
imaginable,ofrentumes telling her Hus- 
band, thar their great Sins were the 
cauſe of ſo many Evils : But having 
contiaued ſome days in this Miſery, 
after ſuffering the Death of her Chil 
dren, overwhelmed with Grief, Hun- 
wy all ſorts of Incommodriies, was 
ound dying by the wretched Soſa, re- 
turning from his Queſt ; yet he recet- 
ved her laſt Sighs, with Complaints 
and Lamentations of his loſs; and 
knowing himſelf to be the cauſe of a}l 
theſe Misfortunes, went away like a 
Mad Man about the Woods, and was 
never after heard of, All the reſt of 
his Company died after the ſame man- 
ner, age _ - an you 
great di caped, andarrived at 
Moſambique, Vinias he related this fad 
Story, of which the Portugals have 
made a Romance.

After thi Encounter we paſſed the 
Mouth of the Red-Sez, near to the Iſle 
Socorets of Socrera,on the 7th of May,and there 
"* wehadgreat Calms, which in regard 
of the want we were in for freſh Wa- 
ter, and other Neceſlaries, much trou- 
bled us. When we arrived at the Bar 
of Gos,we had bur little Victuals left, 
and had we tarried bur a little while 
longer we had all Died of Hunger: 
By the way we found a Ship which 
came from Chaoul, and was comman- 
ded by an Arabian: We commanded 
him with Cannon Shot to lower his 
Sails 3 for he would not obey ar firſt ; 
and being come on Board us, Captain 
Mor made him Priſoner at the Poop, 
where he was for ſome time; but ha- 
ving made ſome Preſents to the Cap- 
tain, he was let go, becauſe he Traf- 
tick'd with the Portugals : We kept 
two of theſe Mariners to ſerve us for 
the knowledge oftheCoaſt,if by chance 
we ſhould meet with contrary Winds. 
One of theſe Mariners ſhewed me a 
Bird no bigger than a Linner,and told

male laid her ſhe mounts up *"* 
out of ſight, and fo lays js try 
at a time'as ſhemounts up ; this 
Bag comes down, toſſing in the Air, 
whuch 1s very hot in thatCountry, be- 
fore it falls into the Sea, 'tis Hatch'd ; 
after which, the Sea nouriſheth it;; 
which I found to be very wonderful 
and rare in Nature. | 

The 26thof May 1609. we arrived 4vivz 
at Gos the Old, as they call it, and the 2% i '* 
27th went on Land, being Aſcenſion- 
Eve, to Dine at Pangin, before we 
ſhould come to Go. 

As ſoon as the Fleet arrived there, 
the . js. was publiſhed, which Aace 
was to be opened no where butat Gos, \4*27?

{tayed to (ce if Idrank without touch- 
ing "ihe ſides of the Cup, the which L 
knew not, and Drank witheut any 
Ceremony,which the Son of this Gen- 
tleman ſeeing, cried out as loud as he 
could to his Father, who was 1n'a 
little place behind the Houſe, who pre- 
ſently came running in great Ange » 
ſothat I was conſtrained to march of, 
and make clean the Cup by my 
Naique to appeaſe them. 

Atter that 1 paſſed by a Pagod or 
Temple, very well built, and entering 
therein I found one of the Natives 
ſtark-naked, adorning their Idol with 
Flowers, which had a Head like a

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Calf, when preſently an old Woman 
amongſt them cricd-out to me, Why 
I came in there withmy Shooes ; my 
Naique excuſed me in telling her that 
I knew not the Cuſtom. .. | 
As for thePay-gods,they have ſeve- 
ral ſorts of them; Some for War, 
others for Peace, and for Love, where 
the Maids coming to be Married, are 
brought to be Defloured; and their 
Jdol hath the Privy Parts like a Man. 
The Damlſels, who ferve theſe Pay- 
. way wa the Velital-Virgins, continue 
from 10 to 20 years of Age, and 
Dance all night long, carrying lighted 
Lamps in their” Hendiand g0 to Sleep 
round about their Idols. 1 ſaw there 
very beautiful Girls and Women 
They Marry their Daughters at $ or 
g yearsof Age; when they are once 
ey 120r 13, they are not regarded, 
uſe they believe them to continue 

no longer Maids, conſidering the hear 
of the Country: At the end of 20 
Indian years, theſe Religious Women that 
licins © have thus ſerved thePay-gods are kept 
 inacertain place therelt oftheir Lives. 
After I had gathered ſome Herbs 


which I had occaſion for, we weat to

I demanded by my Trech-mas, if they 

had any ViRuals to. give u8 for our

ving Compaſſion on me, there was a 
Woman,who put me under a 

of her Houſe, where there wasa Nap-, 

kin full of Leaves and Plantane, ac- 
commodated with Thorns ; then ſhe 
threw me ſome Rice thereupon, with-

caril, I Fat all this, and when I was, 
about to Drink out of a little Yeſlel of- 
Copper that they had givea me full of 
Water, began out -upon

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tle Animals, - to prevent which they 
have 2!ſo Cupboards hore upon Piles, 
ſer in Veſſels full of Water, where the 
Ants drown themfc!yes by thinkingto 
mount up.

Taſte, I carried away the Husk, which 
are almoſt like French-Beans, but lar- 
ger and greater, 

Now as I returned by a very De- 
fart Place, faw ſome of theſe Geatiles 
running in great haſte; and having 
cauſed myTruch-mantoask what ailed 
them, they anfwered, that their Fa- 
ther was gone to Drown himſelf, z 
little after I ſaw chem return, bringing 
back their Father, and Comforting 
him after the beſt manner they could: 
He wasgzroubled for ſome Misfortune 
that had happened to him. It is a 
common thing with theſe People to 
Drown or Poiſon themſelves, or to 
Die afrer ſome ſuch way, when any 
Accident happens to them. 

As for the Women, *tisthe Cuſtom, 
thar when the Body of thew Dead

ſirees this very ſtrictly, and Pas ol 
but Sroan,Weep and Lament, during 
the reſt of their Life; and at certain 
hours of the day and night, howl and 
lament after fo ſtrange a manner, that 
"tis a great pity to hear them. 
As for my part ] was ſometimes 
Deafened with the clamours and noiſe 
of ſome orother who had loſt Husband 
or Children ; I have heard a Bramin 
ſay, (who had turned Chriſtian) that 
they who haveloſt a Child, mournand 
lament 20 years entire: He told me 
alſo, that a certain Woman. of thoſe 
who us'd to ſerve the Pay-gods, that 
after being retired into a Houſe where 
they paſs their time with Men, ſhe 
Reſolution MtErtained one who heated himſelf 10 
of 4 10ver. With her, that he Died upon the ſpot, 
at which ſhe was fo afflited, that 
when they Burnt his Body, ſhe Burnt 
e her ſelf with him, ſeeinghe had Died 
tor Love of her, tho ſhe was no other 
than a good Friend. As 
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As I returned from my little Voy- 
age, I paſſed by a Valley where there 
was a very neat and pleaſant Foun- 
tain, which came out from a Rock flat 
and hollow, and the Water which 
came out run through little holes in 
the Rock : *T was impoſhble toem 
it, though there was bur very L 
Water therein : For in takingout that 
which was there , more runs out, 
like a ſtrong and ative Spring : After 
this, I weat to Embark at a Paygod, 
which is na certain place along by 
River, it being ſo deep thar 'tis im-

Gentiles come every year, 2 or 300

given me, v ho having expreſ]y com- 
manded them: to Obey me, and to 
cor-duct we where I had a mindto go. 

We departed ina very fineevening, 
and travelled all night, the Moon 
ſhining, wſcmuch that we arrived at 
Pichelin, a very pleaſant Ci pt where 
is a great number ofGentile Merchants, 
and belongs to Dealcen, it being ſome 
4 Leagues from Goa: We wentto the 
Lodging of one Manate, a Gentile,who 
received us kindly upon the Acquain- 
tance he had with our .Truch-man,

Houle, where an Indian Woman 
brought her Daughter to lie with me, 
as this Manate had counſelled her ; but 
this Girl not above 13 years of Ape,

Theſe tort of People are ſometimes

They have another ſort of puniſh- c,.-y 
ment which they call P/wgar V/iae which the Portu- 
is to drop Lard put into a red hot Pelle, 5 
upon the Body of the poor Patient, ſtark 
naked and lying upon his Belly. The v1

I have ſometimes ſeen part of theſe 
Barbarous Cruelties which afflifted me "+ | 
ſo much, that I have ſtill a horrour i 
when I think thereof.

for they would have made him believe 57% 
he drank it : And having asked him if ©" 
they ever lethim down togive himany 
thing to Eat, he told me, no, but ſome 
times, as a great favour, would ler 
him a little lower, juſt to give him a 
little Rice ſopt in Water, and preſent- 
ly hoiſe him up again : But that this 
woukl not beall, for after that he would 
be well Bang'd,and that they only tar- 
ried for his abſence, that they might 
begin again this cruel Chaſtiſement. 
He told me alſo, how his Brother, , 
who was Maſter of the Lodging, ha- 
ving one day bought a Japan Slave, a 
beautiful Gul,and how in Dinewng with 
his Wife,he happened to ſay in Jeiting,

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Teeth,is Wife ſaid nothing at preſent, 
but having watched her © ity

1m, ran and caſt himſelf into a Well 
near to the Mr/ericordrs, and there all 
bruiſed his body, Infomnch that his 
Malter having cauſed him tobedrawn 
out, was forced to cure him him- 
elf, for he was a Surgeon. Bur ſome- 
time after his Maſter being reſolved ro 
correct him, this poor Slave fled our of

this miſerable wretch ſeeing there

They have this cu- 
ſtom, never to touch the meat they car, 
but havetwolittle ſpatules of hard wood 
very neatly madelike forks, which they 
hold betwixt their* fingers, they eat the

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Houſes, they are. umptuous, a 
ana with all tedef jrmny Devices : 
They alſo are very Voluptuous, as well 
Men as Women. 

But to returato Goas,T think it notmuch 
amiſs to relare-whata PortugalGentleman 
told me of their Adventures, which was 
that once going to War towards the 
South Sea, withtke Naval Army of Ga- 
liots,(which every year go out againſtthe 
Malabars) about the middle of Seprember, 
when their Winters paſt,and at the ſame 
tirfie another Army goes outtothe North 
Sea, Which is towards the Red Sea. 

'The Captainsof the Army held Coun- 
cil rogether to go intoa Habitation of the 
Gentiles, along by the Coaft near to Co- 
chin, to take away by force a Golden 
Pagod, very great, with other little ones, 
who were in a certain Templethere : But 
foraſmuch as thele Gentiles were Confe- 
derates with the Portugals, they would 
not do this enterpriſe in the day-time,burt 
went one night to go aſhore in this lirtle 
City,not far trom theSea, where the Pagod 
was, and {etting foot on Land, they fer 
Fire in .every place to-fright theſe poor 
People,and fo went ftraight to the Pagod, 
bur the Fire paſſed {aquickly, that before 
they had Power to take rhe Idol it forced 
1 i thera 
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them to xetire a little faſter than they 
came, and had*no-more time than only 
to-ſnatch the Pendants and Rings from 
the Ears and Fingers of theſe poor Reli- 
gious Women, who were ſhut up, Dan- 
cingall the night in their Pagod,accorcing 
to their Cuſtom : ' They were near 500, 
and ſceing the Enemy entering, they all 
aſſembled themſelves together, faſtening 
their Legs and Arms one withinanother, 
that 'ryyas impoſſible for the Portugals to 
draw fo much as one of them out : Bur 
_ the Fire at their Heels, they only 
| away the Jewels from their Pars, 
their. Fingers they cruelly cut off to have 
the Rings, and they made ſuch a lamen- 
table noiſe,that "rwas a great pity to hear 
them : "The Portugals fliyingaway from 
the Ihre, left all: theſe fbehgious young 
Women to be Burnt, none being able 
to {uccour them ; and thus cruelly do the 
Porcugals treat their beit Friends and 
Contederatcs : He who related rome this 
pitious Hiſtory, was named Don Loars 
Lobe, who was of thisenterpriſe,and told 
_—_ this uproar moved him from his

* builtin its Churches, Hoſpitals, Colleges, ' 


publick Palaces, and particular Houſes of W 
the Portugals and Natives, which arg of [ 
a reddiſh Baſtard Varble,and Free-Stone: ſ 
The other Houſes of the Indians are like F 


Cabins built with Earth,and ſome Stone : 
They have a great number of Gardens, 
with Texques, or great Ponds to Bath in, 
and many Fruits Frees : The Country 
is good and fertile, bearing Rice twice a 
year: 'The Gentiles have liberty of their 
Religion, but are not ſuffered to have any 

rat ſ4 Pagod 
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Pagodor Temple within the City,but on- 
ly in the main-Jand, and out of the Iſle. 

When theleGentiles and Idolaters come 
ro Die, if they leave little Children, the 
Jeſuits are careful rotake and bringthem 
up, and inſtru them in the Faith ; and 
therefore for their Pains, they ſeize upon 
their Lands, Inheritances, and Goods : 
My Hoſt,a Chriſtian Indian, told me,that 
he had been ſerved after this manner, 
without being a jot the better inſtruſted. 

As for the Mcnot Wargthey are about 
15co or 2000, according as the Fleets 
arrive. I ſaw a General-Mufter of all 
the Inhabitants bearing Arms,as well the 
Portugals as Natives and Indians, and 
were jtound to be about 4000 : They did 
that, being that time in fear of the -Hol- 
landers, who {cowered the Sea with a 
great number of Veſſels. I neither knew 
nor met with any Frenchman there, but 
2 good Father, Jeſuit, named Eſtienne de 
/aCroix, Native of Roan, of whom T re- 
ceived no {mall kindneſs ; I alfo ſaw 
others, who had eſcaped from the 
drwves, amongſt whom was - one named 
Erancoit Firard, a Briton, who has Writ 
the Hittory of his Voyages: I was told 
that 3 Months betoie 1 arrived at Goa, 
there went away from thence, a French 
Gentleman named de Feynes , Gs” 
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himſelf to be called the Count of Monſert : 
He was mighty $killful in the Art of 
Blowing up places ; which was the cauſe 
of his Mafortune ; for coming from Per- 
{fa ro Ormus, as he was diſcourſing there, 
that he knew the way of Blowing up a 
Fortreſs, was it never ſo ſtrong, he was 
preſently laid hold of as a Priſoner, and 
carried to Goa, where he was kept in Pri- 
ſon for fear he would obſerve the For- 
treſſes ; and the firſt Fleer that returned 
to Portugal, he was ſent therein, and kepr 
Priſonerat Lwbon,until Monſieur ds Mayne 
went into Spain, who obtain'd his Deli- 
VErance. 

As for what concerns the Fertility of 
the Land of Go, and what it produces, 
I remit you to What has been written b 
the Porrugals ;* only I ſay, thavthe Fruit

theSandy-Earth,trom which it alſodraws 
great abundance of moiſture,which is ne- 
ceflary for the greatneſs of the Fruit it 
bears, and the quantity of Eſwrs or Wine 
whichthis Fruit renders. Of the Nut of 
this Palm-Trte,to celebrated in the {zdbes, 
they draw abundance of Meatand Drink. 
There a7 pleaty of theſe Coco's, or 
Mzldives ; 
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Maldives ; but {| others, re- 
mark one ſort t which comes 
the bottom of the Sea, the Fruit is bigger 
' than the common Palm ; tis alſo very 
dear amongſt the Portugals, who ſup- 
poſe it to have a great Virtue for the Diſ- 
eaſe of the Lungs,and for the A/fmatriques, 
or Shortneſs of Breath, and againſt Poi- 
ſan. The Nut thereof is very great, long 
and black, in form of a Gondale ; The 
Tree that bears this Fruit is not to be 
{cen, growing at the bottom of the Sea : 
but whengthe 'Sea 1s agitated, the Fruit 
is born from the bottom to the top,and 1s 
tound upon the Shore.

Anare Furtado, who was then mortally
